Gentlemen — It  is  my  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  certain  ex- 
penses, which  were  incurred  in  and  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1894,  have  been  paid 
out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1895,  thereby  leaving  the  sal* 
aries  of  a  large  number  of  the  city  officials  unpaid  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal 
year  1895,  and  leaving  me  without  any  appropriation  or  funds  out  of  which  I  can 
legally  pay  the  same.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  to  pay  the  salaries  for 
the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  1895  out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  1896  II 
is  my  impression  that  there  is  no  authority  given  by  the  Charter  to  use  the  appro- 
priation for  one  fiscal  year  in  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  another  fiscal  year, 
In  addition  to  this,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  exceedingly  important  that  the  expenses  ol 
each  fiscal  year  should  be  paid  from  the  appropriations  made  for  that  year,  and  it 
is  certainly  the  plain  intention  of  the  Charter  that  such  should  be  the  case.  It  h 
only  by  doing  this  that  the  total  expenditures  of  the  city  for  any  particular  year  can 
be  known  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  To  pay  expenses,  or  any  portion  of  them 
for  the  year  1895  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  year  1896  will  build  up  a  custonr 
of  paying  expenses  incurred  in  one  year  out  of  the  appropriations  made  for  anothes 
year  and  will  lead  to  confusion  in  the  annual  reports  of  city  officers,  besides,  in  mj 
opinion,  being  improper  and  illegal. 

As  mentioned,  there  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  certain  salaries  and  expenses  foi 
the  last  part  of  1895,  and  I  therefore  enclose  you  an  ordinance  covering  these,  anc 
trust  that  with  this  explanation  it  may  meet  with  your  approval.

Sir — We  beg  to  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  give  consideration  to  the  propriety 
of  passing  a  proper  ordinance  which  will  regulate  the  sprinkling  of  all  permanently 
improved  streets,  reference  being  made  particularly  to  asphalt  pavements.  We 
shall  endeavor  to  keep  these  streets  clean  enough  to  make  the  sprinkling  of  them 
unnecessary,  but  so  long  as  this  excessive  wetting  of  the  pavements  is  permitted,  it 
is  impossible  to  clean  them  in  as  thorough  a  manner  as  they  should  be.  The 
sweepers  are  unable  to  remove  from  the  pavement  dirt  which  has  been,  by  the 
sprinkler,  plastered  down  upon  the  pavement.  If  you  will  co-operate  with  us  to 
remedy  this  sprinkling  abuse,  we  will  appreciate  it  by  undertaking  to  generally  im- 
prove on  the  appearance  of  our  pavements.  We  consider  this  a  matter  of  im- 
portance— one  which  is  worthy  of  consideration  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Whereas,  Said  improvement  is  of  such  a  character  that  the  use  of  said  street 
by  heavy  loaded  wagons,  and  any  kind  of  heavy  hauling  thereon  would  greatly  in- 
jure and  damage  the  same  and  render  it  unfit  for  driving  by  lighter  vehicles;   and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  exclude  from  the  same  certain  kinds  of  traffic; 
therefore, 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  the  improved  roadway  of  Capitol  avenue,  between  New  York  street 
and  Twelfth  street,  in  said  city,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  set  apart  and  reserved 
as  a  driveway  for  the  use  of  buggies,  carriages,  bicycles,  and  in  general  for  vehicles 

or  animals  carrying  a  load,  the  entire  weight  of  which  shall  not  exceed 

pounds ;  Provided,  however,  that  wagons  carrying  freight,  provisions  and  articles 
necessary  to  be  delivered  to  persons  residing  upon  said  street  may  enter  upon  and 
ravel  the  same  from  the  street  intersecting  said  Capitol  avenue  at  the  point  nearest 
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where  such  articles  are  to  be  delivered ;  provided,  further,  that  any  vehicle  enter- 
ing upon  said  Capitol  avenue  for  such  purpose  shall  not  continue  to  travel  the  same 
for  a  greater  distance  than  one  square. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive  along  or  upon,  or  permit 
the  same  to  be  driven,  any  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  horses  or  mules,  or  to  lead  droves 
of  horses  or  mules  over  said  part  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  haul,  or  move,  any  contraction 
engine,  steam  engine  or  roller,  over  or  along  said  part  of  said  street. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  the  publication  of  the  same  one  day  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks, 
in  The  Sun,  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  said 
city.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


Under    this    order  of   business,   the    following    entitled  ordinances 
were  introduced  : 


By  Mr.  Ohleyer 
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G.  O.  No.  69,  1895.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  the  streets  and  side- 
walks in  front  or  alongside  of  premises  where  improvements  are  being  made 
or  buildings  erected,  altered  or  repaired  ;  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
thereof  ;  repealing  all  conflicting  ordinances,  and  providing  for  the  publication 
thereof,  fixing  the  time  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

SECTION  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  anyone  making  improvements,  erecting,  altering  or  repairing  buildings  upon 
any  property  adjacent  to  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  of  this  city,  shall  be  prohibited 
from  using  or  occupying,  at  any  one  time,  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  sidewalk 
adjacent  to  such  property.  The  owner  of  the  real  estate,  or  contractor  for  the  im- 
provement, shall  at  all  times  during  the  progress  of  the  improvement  or  building 
operations,  keep  at  least  one-third  of  the  sidewalk  adjacent  to  the  premises  free 
and  unobstructed  for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  and  clear  of  all  rubbish,  build- 
ing material,  dirt,  snow  and  ice.  Such  owner  or  contractor  must  protect  such  side- 
walk by  substantial  railings  from  any  excavations  on  either  side  of  the  same,  and 
such  railings  shall  be  built  and  maintained  thereon  so  long  as  such  excavations 
continue  to  exist.  If  a  driveway  be  necessary  for  the  delivery  of  materials 
across  such  sidewalk,  said  driveway  may  be  maintained  at  such  a  point  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with  the  Building  Inspector,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  said 
Building  Inspector  may  make. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  of  the  premises,  or  contractor,  mentioned  in  Section  I  of 
this  ordinance,  may  be  permitted,  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  materials  to  the 
basement  of  the  building,  to  elevate  the  sidewalk  to  a  heighth  not  exceeding  four 
feet  above  the  curb  level  of  the  street, and  at  such  point  build  a  temporary  sidewalk. 
In  case  a  sidewalk  is  so  elevated,  and  a  temporary  sidewalk  made,  such  temporary 
sidewalk  shall  be  provided  with  good  substantial  steps  at  both  ends  of  the 
same,  and  shall  be  protected  by  substantial  railings,  which  shall  be  built  and  main- 
tained thereon  as  long  as  said  elevation  continues  to  exist. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  building  to  be  erected,  altered  or  repaired  is  more  than  two 
stories  in  height,  and  is  at  or  near  the  street  line,  there  shall  be  built  over  the  side- 
walk adjacent  to  the  premises  a  roof  having  a  frame  work  and  covering  composed 
of  supports  and  stringers  of  three  by  twelve  timbers,  not  more  than  eight  feet  from 
centres,  covered  by  two  layers  of  two-inch  plank;  and  such  frame  work  and  roof 
shall  be  maintained  as  long  as  material  is  being  used  or  handled  on  the  street  or 
sidewalk  adjacent  to  the  premises»and  above  the  level  of  such  sidewalk. 

SEC.  4.  The  street  or  alley  adjacent  to  the  premises  upon  which  such  improve- 
ment is  being  made  or  building  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  may  be  used  for  the 
storage  of  building  material  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the  width  of  the  roadway 
of  the  same;  and  in  streets  adjacent  to  such  premises  containing  railroad  tracks, 
such  occupation  of  such  adjacent  street  or  alley  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the 
distance  from  the  curbstone  to  the  railroad  tracks. 

Sec.  5.  All  earth  taken  from  excavations,  ahd  rubbish  taken  from  buildings 
being  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  or  improvements  being  made,  must  be  removed 
from  day  to  day  as  rapidly  as  so  taken ;  and  shall  not  be  stored  either  upon  the 
sidewalk  or  roadway  adjacent  to  premises  where  such  improvement  is  being  made 
or  building  erected,  altered  or  repaired.  When  dry  rubbish,  liable  to  produce 
dust  is  being,  handled,  it  must  be  kept  wetted  down  so  as  to  prevent  its  being 
blown  and  scattered  broadcast  by  the  winds. 

Sec.  6.  Where  buildings  are  being  erected  of  more  than  four  stories  in  height, 
the  use  of  derricks  set  upon  the  sidewalk  or  street  adjacent  to  the  premises  where 
such  buildings  are  being  erected,  is  prohibited.  Materials  for  such  buildings  shall 
be  hoisted  entirely  from  within  the  enclosed  walls  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Anyone  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon 
conviction  therefor,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  each  and  every  offense;  and  each  day's  continuance  of  any  of  the  acts 
herein  prohibited  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

Railway  Company,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  State  Oil 
Indiana,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part; 

WITNESSETH:     That  said  party  of  the  first  part  being  desirous  of  securing  a! 
right  of  way  for  a  track  across  Leota  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  j 
covenant,  agree,  and  fully  bind  themselves,  their  successors,  legal  representatives 
and  assigns,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  granting  of  the  privileges  and  authority 
herein  given,  they  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  track  upon  the  terms  and| 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  viz: 

First.     It  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons, 
on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  orders  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
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Second.  Said  track  shall  be  laid  on  such  grade  as  shall  be  established  by  said 
Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and  to  its  satisfaction  and 
approval.  Said  track  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to  any  grade  which 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  established  whenever  so  ordered  in  writing  by 
said  Board. 

Third.  The  crossing  where  said  track  intersects  Leota  street  shall  at  all  times 
be  kept  improved,  by  planking  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  may 
direct.  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  said  Board,  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
properly  plank  between  the  rails  of  said  track,  and  for  a  distance  of  eighteen  inches 
on  the  outside  of  each  rail.  Said  track  shall  be  kept  in  repair  and  free  from  de- 
fects or  obstructions  of  any  kind.  No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct 
such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon,  except  for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  nec- 
essary in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  but  they  shall  at  no  time  be  stopped  or  de- 
tained thereon  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  public  travel. 

Fourth.  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  at  the  pleasure  and  written  order  of 
said  Board,  to  take  up  and  remove  said  track;  and  upon  its  failure  so  to  do,  upon 
such  notification,  in  writing,  of  ten  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  having  the 
same  done.  And  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claims  for  damages 
whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal,  and  said  Board,  or  said  city, 
in  removing  said  track  or  in  causing  the  same  to  be  done,  shall  in  nowise  be  or 
become  a  trespasser. 

Fifth.  In  case  the  said  track  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in  need  of 
being  reconstructed  or  becomes  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  facts  the  said  Board 
shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  promptly  repair  or  improve  the  same,  and  failing  in  which — after  a  notification, 
in  writing,  of  ten  days — said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  said  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

Sixth.  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  binds  itself  to  hold  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of 
the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said  track,  and  to  pay  any  judgment,  with 
costs,  that  may  be  on  that  account  rendered  against  it  or  said  city. 

Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  instrument  by  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  or  by  any  one  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  permission,  shall  operate  as  an  im- 
mediate and  absolute  forfeiture  of  all  the  privileges  and  authority  granted  or  given 
by  this  contract;  provided,  however,  the  same  may  be  terminated,  without  cause, 
at  the  pleasure  of  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  clause  four. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  uAn  act  concerning  the  incorporation  and  gov- 
ernment of  cities  having  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  population  according  to 
the  last  preceding  United  States  census,  and  matters  connected  therewith  and 
declaring  an  emergency,"  approved  March  6,  189 1,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
things  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  things 
herein  stipulated,  hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  the  railroad  track  across 
Leota  street  hereinbefore  described  in  the  petition  of  said  first  party,  and  as  shown 
by  the  drawings  attached  and  made  part  thereof,  and  for  greater  certainty  marked 
41  Exhibit  A."

That   any  person  who  shall  strike  a  match  in  a  church,  public  hall  or 
theatre,  occupied  by  a  public  assemblage,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police 
Judge  of   the  City  of  Indianapolis,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  1 
to  which  may  be  added,  at  the  discretion  of  the  police  judge,  imprisonment  for  any 
time  not  more  than  thirty  days.

ventures,  unite  lovers,  re-unite  families,  tell  fortunes,  recover  lost  or  stolen  property,  ■'<

offense,  be  fined  not  less  than   twenty-five   dollars  ($25),  to  which  may  be  added  : 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  six  months,  and  every  day's  i 
continuance  in  the  business  herein  described,  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

Anyone  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  in  conflict  herewith,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

GENTLEMEN — By  examination  of  the  minutes  of  your  meeting  of  December  16,  I 
discover  that  your  honorable  body  expected  an  opinion  concerning  the  amount  of* 
pressure  which  the  gas  companies  are  required  to  furnish,  as  well  as  the  advis- 
ability of  an  ordinance  compelling  the  gas  companies  to  refund  where  they  have 
collected  and  failed  to  furnish  requisite  amount  of  gas. 

The  main  ordinance  regulating  the  business  of  supplying  natural  gas  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Indianapolis  was  approved  June  27,  1887,  and  is  found  in  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  the  Ci'y  of  Indianapolis  for  1895  on  page  325   and  following  pages, 

It  carefully  provides  for  the  laying  of  mains,  protection  of  the  streets,  use  of 
gauges  and  regulation  of  prices  to  be  charged  under  all  circumstances,  and  at  the! 
end  of  section  1091,  page  334,  expressly  says: 

"  The  rates  hereinbefore  provided  for  domestic  purposes  shall  be  based  upon  a 
pressure  of  four  ounces  per  square  inch  at  the  point  of  consumption." 

Section  1096  provides  a  penalty  as  follows:  "Any  corporation,  company,  firrr 
or  individual  wilfully  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  directing  anything,, 
to  be  done,  or  enjoining  the  doing  of  anything,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  (Sioo)  on  complaint  of  any  citizen 
filed  before  the  Mayor  (now  the  Police  Judge)." 

This  points  out  what  is  required  by  the  company  and  the  penalty  for  failure  tc 
meet  the  requirements.  In  addition,  probably  any  individual  customer  of  any  gai 
company  would  have  his  remedy.  The  various  gas  companies  doing  business  irj 
the  city  have  accepted  the  ordinance  mentioned  above,  but  I  do  not  suppose  it  ii 
necessary  at  this  time  to  consider  the  possibility  of  the  forfeiture  of  franchise  01 
account  of  violation  of  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

I  do  not  see  the  necessity  of  an  additional  ordinance,  the  provisions  of  whicl 
would  seek  to  compel  the  gas  companies  to  refund  where  they  have  collected  anc 
failed  to  furnish  the  requisite  amount  of  gas,  as  that  seems  to  be  a  question  be 
tween  the  company  and  the  individual  customer,  and  could  possibly  be  recovered 
by  any  action  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  demand.

alter  or  rebuild  the  same  in  such  manner  as  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.

Telegraph  companies  seem  to  have  been  given  merely  the  privilege  of  construct- 
ing their  lines  within  the  city  and  this  charge  seems  to  be  one  which  they  make  at 
will.

Report  from  City  Comptroller: 

To  the  Common  Council   of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  54  of  the  City  Char- 
ter, I  herewith  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  a  report  of  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1895,  showing  receipts,  expenditures 
and  unexpended  balances,  statement  of  bonded  indebtedness,  taxable  value  of  all 
property  in  the  ciiy  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  this  Department. 

An  unusual  large  amount  was  received  last  year  (1895)  on  account  of  taxes, 
8648,430.17,  as  against  $608,797.58  the  previous  year.  The  reason  of  this  was 
the  payment  of  the  delinquent  taxes  which  had  been  in  litigation  for  several  years, 
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by  the  Union  Railway  Company.  The  revenue  from  this  source  for  the  coming 
year  will  probably  be  about  $35,000  short  of  the  first  amount  above  mentioned. 

The  revenue  derived  from  taxation,  licenses  and  miscellaneous  sources  are  inad- 
equate to  meet  the  demands  of  this  growing  city.  The  amount  of  delinquent  taxes 
upon  personal  property  is  very  large  and  increasing  annually,  and  some  vigorous 
means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same,  as  real  estate  now 
bears  most  of  the  burden  of  taxation.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  sixty  per 
cent,  of  the  voters  of  this  city  entirely  escape  the  payment  of  any  taxes.  On  the 
last  duplicate  there  were  25,565  taxable  polls,  only  10,351  of  which  were  paid. 
The  tax  rate,  sixty  cents  on  each  $100  has  been  the  same  for  five  years;  our 
license  system  is  as  comprehensive  as  seems  prudent,  and  while  I  do  not  feel  jus- 
tified in  recommending  an  increase  in  the  present  tax  levy  or  an  enlargement  of 
our  license  laws,  it  is  my  belief  that  all  taxes  unpaid  should  be  collected,  and 
would  recommend  the  following  method  :  The  employment  of  competent  persons 
to  make  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  and  licenses,  the  compensation  for  such 
services  to  be  a  percentage  of  such  delinquent  collections. 

Your  attention  was  directed  by  the  last  Comptroller  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  bonds  due  January  1,  1909,  and  succeeding 
years.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  city,  and  if  within  the  power  of 
the  Council  an  ordinance  should  be  passed  authorizing  the  creation  of  such  a  fund. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  on  January  1,  1896,  was  $1,869,500.  Of 
this  amount,  $500,000  Belt  Railroad  bonds,  and  $5,000  Patterson  Levee  bonds 
will  be  paid  during  the  next  year,  which  will  reduce  the  debt  to  81,364,500,  the 
annual  interest  on  which  will  be  $54,580.  The  bonded  debt  per  capita  taken 
from  the  last  official  statements  of  several  western  cities  is  as  follows :

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 


Under  this  order  of  business,  the  following  entitled  ordinances 
vere  introduced : 

By  Mr.  Clark : 

G.  O.  No.  4,  1896.  An  ordinance  providing  for  the  changing  of  the  names  of 
Dillon  street  and  Shelby  street,  and  fixing  the  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take 
iffect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
ndiana,  That  the  name  of  Dillon  street  and  Shelby  street,  the  street  to  which  said 
lames  apply  being  the  first  street  west  of  Olive  street  in  said  city,  said  names  being 
ippiied  to  sections  of  the  said  street  which  extend  from  Meek  street  in  said  city 
outh  to  the  city  limits,  the  part  north  of  Prospect  street  being  known  as  Dillon 
itreet,  and  the  part  south  of  Prospect  street  being  known  as  Shelby  street,  be  and 
he  same  are  hereby  changed  to  Fountain  avenue,  and  hereafter  all  the  said  Dillon 
ind  Shelby  streets  extending  from  said  Meek  street  south  to  the  city  limits  shall  be 
cnown  as  Fountain  avenue. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Sewers, 
streets  and  Alleys. 

By  Mr.  Dewar: 

G.  O.  No.  5,  1896.  An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector 
)f  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  prescribing  his  qualifications,  powers  and  duties, 
ind  to  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner  of  house  drainage  and  plumbing  in  the  City 
bf  Indianapolis;  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof;  providing  for  the 
publication  of  the  same;   and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
[ndiana,  That  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianajolis  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  who 
shall  be  a  practical  plumber,  and  who  shall  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  as 
:o  his  qualifications  by  a  Board  of  three  practical  plumbers  residing  in  said  city, 
said  Board  to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city. 
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Sec.  2.  Said  Inspector  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  Mayor  shall  issue  his  certificate  of  appointment,  and  the  person  named  therein 
shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  on  said  appointment,  to  support  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  City 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the 
duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability,  which  certificate  and  oath 
shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  same  reciting  the 
fact  and  date  of  appointment,  taking  of  the  oath  of  office,  and  filing  of  same.  Such 
appointee  shall  thereupon  execute  his  bond  to  said  city,  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  in  penalty  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  with  at  least  two  freehold 
sureties,  payable  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  duties  required  of  incumbent  of  said  office,  which  bond, 
after  being  so  approved,  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller,  who  shall  make  a 
true  copy  thereof  and  file  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk,  whereupon  a  commission 
shall  be  issued  to  said  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  signed  by  such 
Mayor  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  such  Inspector  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500)  dollars 
per  year,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  funds  of  said  city,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  that  the  elective  officers  of  said  city  are  paid,  and  he  shall  not  re- 
ceive any  other  pay,  reward  or  emoluments  whatever;  nor  shall  he,  while  holding 
such  office,  be  the  beneficiary  of  any  contract  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage;  nor 
sell  any  material,  or  perform  any  labor  in  connection  with  any  plumbing  or  house 
drainage  of  said  city,  except  that  he  may  perform  labor  or  superintend  the  perfor- 
mance thereof  of  said  city  in  any  building  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  it. 

Sf.c.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
plumbing  or  house  drainage  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  first  comply  with  the 
registration  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  desires  to  erect,  alter  or  construct  anv  building  or  structure  in 
which  a  system  of  plumbing  or  house  drainage  is  to  be  placed,  changed,  altered  or 
repaired,  or  who  desires  to  place,  change,  alter  or  repair  any  system  of  plumbing  or 
house  drainage  already  existing  in  any  building  or  structure,  shall  present  to  the 
City  Sanitarian,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  a 
written  statement  of  the  exact  location  of  the  building  in  which  proposed  work  is 
to  be  done,  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  the  exact  location  of  all  fixtures  and 
vents,  together  with  the  kind  of  the  same;  which  statement  shall  be  made  in  dup- 
licate, one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  City  Sanitarian  and  the  other  returned  to  the 
applicant,  endorsed  "accepted"  or  "rejected." 

If  the  said  City  Sanitarian  shall  approve  of  the  location  of  such  fixtures  and  vents, 
and  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage  shall  decide  that  the  kind  of 
the  proposed  fixtures  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the 
City  Sanitarian  shall  endorse  the  application  "accepted";  otherwise  it  shall  be 
endorsed  "  rejected,"  and  the  reason  of  such  rejection  shall  be  given  in  writing. 

Upon  presentation  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  an  application  endorsed  "  accepted  " 
by  the  City  Sanitarian,  and  the  payment  of  the  fees  herein  provided,  he  shall  issue 
a  permit  to  perform  such  plumbing  or  house  drainage. 

Sec.  6.  All  permits  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage  shall  be  issued  by  the  City 
Comptroller.  The  fee  for  issuing  permits  shall  be  according  to  the  estimated  cost 
or  value  of  improvement  of  plumbing  or  house  drainage,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  for  every  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars,  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Comptroller  when  the  permit  is  issued. 
Each  permit  shall  state  specifically  the  name  of  the  applicant,  number  of  applica- 
tion and  date  of  issue.  Where  additional  fixtures  are  required  after  the  permit 
has  been  issued,  and  do  not  require  an  extra  inspection,  no  fee  shall  be  charged, 
except  where  the  additional  fixtures  or  fixture  brings  the  contract  price  above  the 
limit  for  which  the  permit  js  issued,  in  which  case  an  extra  amount  must  be  paid. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspector  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  work  under  contract  during 
the  process  of  same  at  least  two  times,  viz:  "  First  at  the  time  of  the  test  of  the 
rough  work,  and  at  the  inspection  after  the  work  is  completed  ";   and  shall  make 
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as  many  additional  inspections  as  may  be  necessary  to  cause  said  plumbing  to  con- 
form to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  all  such  additional  visits  to  be  paid  for  at 
the  rate  of  one  ($1)  dollar  per  visit.  All  fees  collected  by  said  Inspector  shall  be 
paid  to  the  City  Comptroller. 

An  inspection  in  every  case  shall  include  an  inspection  of  the  sewer  to  the  prop- 
erty line. 

Sec.  8.  All  plumbing  and  house  drainage  hereafter  done  and  performed  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed in  this  ordinance,  and  shall  require  a  permit,  except  in  case  of  repair  work 
which  does  not  require  a  change  of  pipe  line  or  fixtures.  No  fixture  shall  be  re- 
paired unless  it  is  one  that  is  constructed  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

The  Board  or  its  representative  is  empowered  to  examine  and  inspect  all  plumb- 
ing within  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  whenever  such  plumbing  shall  be  found 
defective,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  such  building  to  place  the 
same  in  proper  sanitary  condition,  after  reasonable  notice  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  9.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  on  the  line  of  any  public  sewer  shall  be 
connected  therewith,  so  that  all  sewerage  shall  be  drained  from  such  building  to 
isuch  sewer,  ft  not  on  the  line  of  such  sewer,  the  same  shall  be  provided  with  a 
sufficient  cesspool,  according  to  the  law  governing  the  same.  The  plumbing  and 
ventilation  in  every  building  shall  be  separate  and  independent  from  the  roof  to 
the  curb  line;  every  flat,  apartment  house,  hotel,  factory,  church,  hall,  opera  house 
and  stable,  shall  be  constructed  as  one  building. 

All  connections  between  house  and  sewer  at  property  line  shall  be  by  hard  glazed, 
earthenware  pipe  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  run  at  a  uniform  grade  of 
not  less  than  one-fourth  inch  per  foot.  All  joints  must  be  made  water-tight  with 
hydraulic  cement,  and  the  different  pipe  sections  laid  in  perfect  line  on  bottom  and 
sides. 

Notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  inspector  when  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  is  ready  for 
inspection,  and  shall  not  be  covered  until  it  has  been  examined  and  pronounced 
satisfactory.  ■ 

Sec.  10.  Drain,  main,  waste  and  soil  pipes,  through  which  water  and  sewerage 
are  carried,  shall  be  of  iron  when  within  a  building,  sound  and  free  from  all  de- 
fects, and  not  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter.  The  same  shall  be  supplied  with 
an  accessible  clean-out  not  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter,  and  not  more  than 
eighteen  inches  inside  the  foundation  wall  of  the  building  when  in  a  horizmtal 
position,  and  one  at  the  foot  of  each  vertical  line.  The  fall  shall  not  be  less  than 
one-fourth  of  an  iuch  to  the  foot  towards  the  drain  or  sewer.  Soil  pipes  shall  be 
carried  out  through  the  roof,  undiminished  in  size,  to  a  height  sufficient  so  that  the 
escape  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  occupants  of  adjacent  buildings. 
Changes  in  directions  shall  be  made  with  regular  fittings;  and  connections  with 
horizontal  soil  pipes  by  "Y"  branches.  Such  soil  pipes  shall  be  of  standard, 
extra  heavy  make,  not  less  than  five  pounds  per  foot  for  two-inch  diameter,  nin~ 
pounds  for  three-inch,  twelve  and  one-half  pounds  for  four-inch,  sixteen  and  one- 
haif  pounds  for  five-inch,  and  nineteen  and  one-half  pounds  for  six-inch.  Wrought 
jiron  pipes  with  Durham  fittings,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector,  must  be  used 
fin  case  of  Durham  system,  the  size  of  the  pipes  to  be  the  diameter,  and  the  weight 
jto  be  calculated  by  the  lineal  foot.  The  main  soil  pipe  shall  run  at  least  three  feet 
jioutside  the  foundation  wall. 

Sec.  11.  Rain  water  leaders,  when  within  a  building,  shall  be  of  wrought  iron, 
or  extra  heavy  cast  iron  pipes,  where  connected  with  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipes,  and 
shall  be  suitably  trapped. 

Sec'  12.  Sewer  soil  pipe  or  waste  pipe  ventilators  shall  not  be  constructed  of 
brick,  earthenware  or  sheet  metals;  and  chimney  flues  shall  not  be  used  as  such 
ventilators. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  locate  or  cause  to  be  located  any  water  closet  in  any 
sleeping  room,  or  in  any  room,  apartment  or  vault,  which  is  not  in  direct  communi- 
cation with  the  external  air  by  means  of  a  window  or  air  space  having  an  area  of  at 
least  four  square  feet  for  the  admission  of  light  and  fresh  air. 
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Sec.  14.  Iron  pipes  before  being  placed  inside  of  any  building  shall  be  coated 
inside  with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied  hot.  Joints  shall  be  thoroughly  caulked  with 
pitched  oakum,  and  run  with  molten  lead  and  made  tight  by  hand  caulking  the 
lead.  Connections  of  lead  pipes  with  iron  shall  be  made  with  lead  or  brass  fer- 
rules, or  brass  solder  nipples,  properly  soldered  and  caulked  or  screwed  to  the 
iron  pipe.     All  joints  where  solder  is  used  must  be  wiped. 

Sec.  15.  The  use  of  wooden  wash-trays  or  sinks  is  strictly  prohibited.  They 
shall  be  of  a  non-absorbent  material. 

Sec.  16.  Every  sink  basin,  bath  tub,  water  closet,  slop  hopper,  and  each  set  of 
trays,  and  every  fixture  having  a  waste  pipe,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  trap,  placed 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  it  serves.  Traps  shall  be  protected  from 
siphonage  or  air  pressure  by  special  air  pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  size  of 
the  waste  pipes ;  and  where  cast  iron  is  used  it  shall  be  standard  extra  heavy. 
Each  vent  shall  have  a  trap  screw  or  union  coupling  wiped  into  it  not  over  six 
inches  above  the  pipe  and  trap  connections.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  either  of  gal- 
vanized iron,  lead,  wrought  or  cast  iron,  and  of  the  following  sizes:  Vent  pipes 
outside  of  water  closets  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-fourth  inches  for  twenty 
feet,  one  and  one-half  inches  for  fifteen  additional  feet,  two  inches  for  forty  addi- 
tional feet,  and  three  inches  for  sixty  additional  feet.  Where  two  fixtures  connect 
into  one  vent,  such  connection  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inch  pipe ; 
if  three  or  more,  two-inch  pipe.  Air  pipes  for  water  closet  traps  shall  be  not  less 
than  two-inch  bore  for  forty  feet  or  less,  and  three-inch  if  above  forty  feet. 
Air  pipes  shall  run  as  direct  as  possible,  and  in  all  cases  rise  above  the  fixtures. 
Vent  pipes  shall  extend  at  least  one  foot  above  the  roof,  or  be  connected  with  the 
main  soil  pipe  above  the  line  of  highest  fixture.  Where  the  vent  pipe  runs  separate- 
ly through  the  roof,  it  shall  be  increased  to  two  inches  at  least  eighteen  inches  below 
the  roof.  Whenever  practicable,  all  pipes  and  traps  shall  be  left  so  that  they  may 
at  all  times  be  readily  examined  and  repaired.  Where  they  are  necessarily  placed 
in  positions  or  recesses  in  walls,  they  shall  be  covered  with  face  boards  fastened 
with  screws  so  as  to  be  readily  removed.  ; 

Sec.  17.     Drip  or  overflow  from  safes  under  water  closets  and  other  fixtures,  or  i 
from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be  run  to  some  place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case 
shall  any  such  pipe  be  connected  directly  with  the  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipe. 

Sec.  18.  Waste  pipes  for  refrigerators,  or  other  receptacles  for  the  storage  of 
edibles,  may  run  into  a  water-supplied  sink;  but  shall  not  be  connected  with  the 
drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe. 

No  pipe  supp  ying  water  directly  to  a  water  closet  or  urinal,  shall  be  connected 
with  the  pipe  supplying  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

Sec.  19.  Every  water  closet  or  line  of  closets  on  the  same  floor  shall  be  supplied 
with  water  from  a  tank  or  cistern  through  a  flushing  pipe  or  pipes,  not  less  than 
one  and  one-fourth  inches  in  diameter.  The  placing  of  a  copper  pan  closet,  or 
plunger  closet,  in  any  building  is  expressly  prohibited. 

Sec.  20.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  concealed  until  after  the  examina- 
tion by  the  Inspector,  who  shall  be  notified  by  the  plumber  desiring  the  inspection, 
when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced,  and  make  the  same  within  twenty  work- 
ing hours  after  receiving  such  notice. 

Sec.  21.  All  soil,  waste  and  vent  pipes  shall  be  made  water  tight,  to  be  proved 
by  the  plumber  performing  the  work,  by  closing  the  outlet  and  filling  the  pipe  with 
water  to  the  highest  point,  and  leaving  the  same  filled  for  thirty  minutes,  which  test 
shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  work  shall  not  be  used 
until  approved  by  him;  provided,  that  whenever  it  shall  be  impracticable  to 
make  the  test  with  water,  then  the  same  shall  be  made  with  air  until  the  pressure 
thereof  equals  fifteen  pounds  per  square  inch,  measured  by  mercury  gauge,  said 
mercury  to  stand  on  the  gauge  fifteen  minutes  without  a  drop. 

Sec.  22.  No  steam  or  blow-*  ff  pipe  from  a  steam  boiler  shall  be  allowed  to  con- 
nect with  any  soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  directly  with  any  house-drain. 

Sec.  23.  A  grease  trap  soall  be  constructed  under  the  sink  of  every  hotel,  eating 
house,  boarding  house,  restaurant,  or  other  public  cooking  establishment,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 
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Sec.  24.  Water  closets  must  be  connected  with  drain  by  means  of  brass  flanges, 
soldered  to  the  lead  bend  or  lead  ferrules.  Putty  or  rubber  flanges  may  be  used 
in  setting  same.  Where  Durham  system  is  used,  closets  may  be  set  on  regular  iron 
floor  flanges. 

Sec  25.  Except  upon  special  written  permission  of  the  City  Sanitarian,  no 
privy  vault,  box,  sink,  cess-pool,  dry-well,  or  overflow  from  cistern  shall  be  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  drainage  system  of  any  house;  nor  shall  any  dry-well, 
vault  or  cess-pool  be  connected  by  overflow  pipe  with  the  public  sewer. 

Sec.  26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  erect,  con- 
struct or  alter,  or  perform  any  labor  at  plumbing  or  house-drainage,  within  the  Ciiy 
of  Indianapolis,  without  having  first  secured  the  proper  permit  provided  for  in  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  27.  The  use  of  mercury  vents  or  anti-siphon  traps  will  not  be  allowed,  un- 
less by  permission  of  the  City  Sanitarian. 

Sec.  28.  The  City  Sanitarian  shall  be  empowered  to  make  any  rules  or  regula- 
tions he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  ordinance;  pro- 
vided said  rules  or  regulations  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health. 

Sec.  29.  The  applicant  for  permit  to  do  plumbing  or  house-drainage  shall  in  all 
cases  have  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector  to  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  30.  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  at  any  time,  and  all 
existing  regulations  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  with  these  regulations  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  31.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($100) 
dollars. 

Sec  32.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
publication  for  one  day  each  week,  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  in  The  Sun,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

G.  O.  No.  6,  1896. — An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  streets  and  sidewalks  in 
front  or  alongside  of  premises  where  improvements  are  being  made  or  buildings 
erected,  altered  or  repaired,  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  repealing 
all  conflicting  ordinances,  and  providing  for  the  publication,  and  fixing  the  time 
when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  i.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  anyone  making  improvements,  erecting,  altering  or  repairing  build- 
ings upon  any  property  adjacent  to  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  of  this  city,  shall  be 
prohibited  from  using  or  occupying,  at  any  one  time,  more  than  the  two-thirds  of 
the  sidewalk  adjacent  to  such  property.  The  owner  of  the  real  estate,  or  con- 
tractor for  the  improvement,  shall,  at  all  times  during  the  progress  of  the  improve- 
ment or  building  operations,  keep  at  least  one-third  of  the  sidewalk  next  to  the 
icurb  in  front,  rear  or  alongside  of  the  premises,  free  and  unobstructed  for  the  use 
iof  the  general  public,  and  clear  of  all  rubbish,  building  material,  dirt,  snow  and 
lice.  Such  owner  or  contractor  must  protect  such  sidewalk  by  substantial  railings 
ifrom  any  excavations  on  either  side  of  the  same,  and  such  railings  shall  be  built 
and  maintained  thereon  so  long  as  such  excavations  continue  to  exist.  If  a  drive- 
way be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  delivery  of  materials  across  such  sidewalk, 
said  driveway  may  be  maintained  at  such  a  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
Building  Inspector,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  such  Building  Inspector  may 
make. 
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Sec.  2.  The  owner  of  the  premises,  or  contractor,  mentioned  in  Section  I  of 
this  ordinance,  may  be  permitted  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  materials  to  the 
basement  of  the  building,  to  elevate  the  sidewalk  to  a  height  not  to  exceed  four  feet 
above  the  curb  level  of  the  street,  and  at  such  point  build  a  temporary  sidewalk. 
In  case  a  sidewalk  is  so  elevated,  and  a  temporary  sidewalk  made,  such  temporary 
sidewalk  shall  be  provided  with  good  substantial  steps  at  both  ends  of  the  same,  or 
with  good  and  substantial  sloping  approaches  or  walk,  which  shall  in  no  case,  ex- 
tend beyond  the  line  of  the  property  upon  which  the  building  is  being  erected  or 
improvements  are  being  made.  And  such  temporary  sidewalk  and  steps,  or  sloping 
walk  leading  to  the  same,  shall  be  guarded  and  protected  by  substantial  railings, 
which  shall  be  built  and  maintained  thereon  as  long  as  said  elevation  continues  to  ex- 
ist. Such  elevated  sidewalk,  with  the  steps  and  approaches  to  the  same,  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  continue  in  existence  after  they  may  be  dispensed  with  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Building  Inspector. 

Sec.  3  If  the  building  being  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  is  more  than  two  stor- 
ies in  height,  and  is  at  or  near  the  street  line,  there  shall  be  built  over  that  portion 
of  the  sidewalk  next  to  the  curb  in  front,  rear  or  alongside  of  the  premises, 
a  roof  having  a  frame  work  and  a  covering  composed  of  supporters  and  stringers 
of  three  by  twelve-inch  timbers,  not  more  than  eight  feet  from  centers,  covered 
by  two  layers  of  two-inch  plank ;  and  such  frame  work  and  roof  shall  be  main- 
tained as  long  as  material  is  being  used  or  handled  on  the  street  or  sidewalk  adja- 
cent to  the  premises,  and  above  the  level  of  such  sidewalk.  Such  roof  and  frame- 
work shall  be  sufficiently  strong  and  substantial  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Building 
Inspector  to  prevent  injuries  to  any  one  making  use  of  the  sidewalk  at  such  points. 

Sec.  4.  The  street  or  alley  adjacent  to  the  premises  upon  which  such  improve- 
ment is  being  made,  or  building  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  may  be  used  for  the 
storage  of  building  material  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the  width  of  the  roadway 
of  the  same;  and  in  streets  adjacent  to  such  premises  containing  railroad  tracks, 
such  occupation  of  such  adjacent  street  or  alley  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the 
distance  from  the  curbstone  to  the  railroad  tracks;  provided,  however,  that  the 
use  of  the  street  and  alley  adjacent  to  the  premises  upon  which  any  improvement 
is  being  made,  or  building  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  shall  not  be  such  as  to  pre- 
vent the  free  and  unobstructed  passage  of  water  upon  or  along  any  street,  alley  or 
gutter. 

Sec.  5.  All  earth  taken  from  excavations  and  rubbish  taken  from  buildings 
being  erected,  altered  or  repaired  or  improvements  being  made,  must  be  removed 
from  day  to  day  as  rapidly  as  so  taken,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  stored  either  j 
upon  the  sidewalk  or  roadway  adjacent  to  premises  where  such  improvement  is  : 
being  made  or  building  erected,  altered  or  repaired.  When  dirt  or  rubbish  liable 
to  produce  dust  is  being  handled  it  must  be  kept  wetted  down  so  as  to  prevent  its 
being  blown  and  scattered  broadcast  by  the  winds. 

Sec.  6.  Where  buildings  are  being  erected  the  use  of  derricks  may  be  per- 
mitted only  upon  the  two-thirds  of  the  sidewalk  immediately  next  to  the  premises 
where  such  building  is  being  erected,  and  there  shall  always  be  kept  clear  the  one- 
third  of  the  side-walk  next  to  the  curb  which  shall  not  at  any  time  be  occupied  by 
the  use  of  derricks. 

Sec.  7.  Any  one  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  each  day's  continuance  of  any  of  the  acts 
herein  prohibited  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage and  publication  one  day  in  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Marion  County. 

Which  was  read  a  first  time  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Sewers, 
Streets  and  Alleys. 
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By  Mr.  Payne  : 

G.  O.  No.  7,  1896.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  parks, 
park  grounds  and  park  ways  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  providing  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  the  same,  repealing  all  conflicting  ordinances,  providing  for  the 
publication  thereof,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

SECTION  i.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 

1  Indiana,  That  the  parks  shall  be  open  to  the  public  from  5:00  A.  M.  until   1 1  :oo 

P.  M.,  and  no  person  other  than  employes  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  or  remain 

therein,  except  when  open  as  herein  specified,  and  no  person  at  any  time  shall  enter 

or  leave  any  park  except  by  the  established  entrances,  walks  or  drives. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  write,  cut,  mutilate  or  deface  in  any  manner  any  build- 
ing, fence,  bench,  masonry,  statue,  ornament,  or  tree  in  any  public  park. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  pull,  pluck,  break  or  touch  any  flowers  or  fruit,  whether 
wild  or  cultivated;  cut  down,  girdle  or  break  down  any  sapling,  tree,  shrub  or 
plant;  break  or  bend  limbs  or  branches  of  trees  or  bark  trees;  or  bend,  pluck, 
handle  or  injure  any  trees,  flowers,  shrubs  or  plants  whatever,  or  limbs,  twigs  or 
leaves  thereof;   or  climb  any  tree  in  any  public  park. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  discharge  any  fire-arm,  or  have  possession  of  any  fire- 
arm, within  the  limits  of  any  public  park. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  use  profane,  obscene,  threatening  or  abusive  language, 
or  fight  or  throw  any  stone  or  missile,  or  behave  in  a  disorderly  or  improper  man- 
ner, or  commit  any  offense  against  decency  or  good  morals  in  any  public  park. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  not  an  employe  shall  make  a  fire  for  any  purpose  within  the 
bounds  of  any  park;  and  no  person  shall  chase,  catch,  injure,  molest  or  disturb  any 
animal,  bird  or  fish  kept  within  any  public  park  for  the  use,  instruction  or  entertain- 
ment of  the  public,  nor  shall  any  person  give  or  offer  to  give  any  such  animal  tobacco 
or  other  noxious  article. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  being  the  owner  or  having  control  of  the  same  shall  suffer 
or  permit  any  chickens,  ducks,  geese,  hogs,  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  or  goats,  or  other 
animals  or  fowls  to  stray  into,  run  at  large  or  trespass  upon  any  public  park  land. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  fasten  a  horse  to  a  tree  or  bush,  or  building,  or  leave 
the  same  unattended,  or  be  permitted  to  bring  or  lead  horses  within  the  limits  of 
any  public  park,  or  a  horse  that  is  not  harnessed  and  attached  to  a  vehicle  or 
mounted  by  a  rider. 

Sec.  9.  All  vehicles  other  than  pleasure  carriage's,  as  distinguished  from  wagons, 
carts  and  drays,  are  prohibited  within  any  public  park,  except  when  employed  in 
ihe  business  of  said  parks,  and  no  vehicle  or  horse  shall  be  permitted  to  stand 
upon  the  drives  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  obstruction  of  the  way. 

Sec.  lOo  Bicyclers  and  tricyclers  shall  be  strictly  confined  to  the  roadways  of 
the  public  parks,  and  be  controlled  by  the  same  rules  which  govern  horsed  vehicles 
and  equestrians,  and  must  keep  and  pass  to  the  right  when  meeting  the  same. 
When  passing  a  carriage  or  equestrian  from  the  rear  to  the  front  it  must  be  done 
on  the  left  side,  and  at  a  speed  not  to  exceed  four  miles  per  hour.  Bicyclers  and 
tricyclers  must  not  travel  more  than  two  abreast,  nor  without  displaying  a  light,  if  it 
be  one-half  hour  after  sunset,  and  carrying  a  bell  or  other  alarm  at  all  times. 

Sec.  11.  When  carriages,  equestrians  or  cyclers  meet,  they  shall  respectively 
keep  to  the  right. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  upon  the  grass,  footways  or  elsewhere 
than  on  the  roads  for  the  use  of  carriages,  equestrians  and  cyclers. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  a  horse  or  cycle  faster  than  at  the  rate 
of  six  miles  an  hour. 

Sec.  14.  No  picnic  shall  take  place  in  any  public  park  without  a  written  permit 
of  the  superintendent,  in  which  shall  be  designated  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  held. 
Picnics  permitted  for  Sunday  and  secular  schools  must  always  be  accompanied  by 
their  respective  teachers  and  masters,  who  will  be  held  personally  responsible  for 
all  infringements  by  the  scholars  of  these  rules  and  regulations.  No  person  shall 
intrude  him  or  herself  upon  a  picnic  without  consent  of  those  in  charge  of  it,  nor 
disturb  any  picnic  within  said  parks.  Parties  holding  picnics  in  the  said  parks 
must  clean  up  the  ground  that  has  been  occupied  by  them,  on  quitting  it,  and  re- 
move all  paper  and  litter.

Sec.  19.  No  funeral  procession,  or  hearse,  nor  any  vehicle  carrying  the  body  j 
of  a  deceased  person,  shall  be  allowed  within  any  park. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  other  than  tmployes  shall  bring  upon  any  park  any  tree, 
shrub  or  plant,  nor  any  newly-plucked  branch  or  portion  of  tree,  shrub  or 
plant;  and  no  person  shall  paint,  post  or  otherwise  affix  any  bill,  notice, 
sign,  or  other  paper  or  sign  upon  any  structure  or  thing  within  the  parks,  nor  upon 
any  of  the  gates  in  the  enclosures  thereof. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  shall  go  upon  the  grass,  lawn  or  turf  of  any  parks  where 
the  signs  inscribed  "  keep  off  the  grass  "  have  been  posted  by  the  superintendent.    J 

Sec.  22.     All  persons  are  forbidden  to  carry  watermelons  into  any  park. 

Sec.  23.  No  person  shall  bathe,  wash  or  fish  in,  or  go,  or  send  or  ride  any  y 
animal  into  any  waters  of  any  park,  nor  feed  or  disturb  any  of  the  fish,  water  fowls  a 
or  other  birds  or  animals  preserved  therein;  or  throw  stones  or  rubbish  of  any  y 
kind  into  any  lake,  pond,  stream  or  fountain,  or  any  roadway  of  any  public  park. 

Sec.  24.     Portions  of  the  parks  may  be  set  apart  by  the  snperintendent  for  ball, 
croquet  or  other  games,  but  no  game  shall  be  played  within  the  parks  on  Sundays, 
and  where  no  such  portion  of  any  park  is  set  apart  for  games  as  aforesaid,  no  game  '• 
of  base  ball  shall  take  place  without  the  written  consent  of  the  superintendent,  and 
no  person  shall  practice  ball  or  intrude  himself  upon  the  players  while  a  game  is  in  \ 
progress.

hntlemen  of  the  Common  Council  : 

Section  45  of  the  City  Charter  requires  the  Mayor  to  communicate  to  your  body 
t  least  once  a  year,  a  statement  of  the  finances  and  general  condition  of  city 
pairs.  While  my  incumbency  in  office  covers  less  than  ninety  days  to  January 
1st,  the  reports  of  the  various  departments  herewith  submitted  embrace  the  entire 
fear  1895. 

FINANCES. 

I  The  report  of  the  Finance  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 
B95,  shows  receipts,  including  unexpended  balance  of  previous  year,  $1,147,320.02; 
jnount  of  warrants  redeemed,  $1,033,717.53;  warrants  outstanding,  $52,088.13, 
javing  an  available  cash  balance  January  1,  1896,  of  $61,514.36. 
The  action  of  the  Comptroller  and  Council  in  providing  a  method  of  paying  the 
penses  incurred  during  the  year  1895  within  that  year,  instead  of  drawing  upon 
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the  appropriations  for  1896, 1  deem  wise,  as  I  believe  that  each  year's  receipts  should 
be  so  appropriated  as  to  be  applied  for  the  expenses  incurred  during  such  year,  ;, 
which  will  leave  the  appropriations  for  1896  and  each  succeeding  year  intact  for 
the  expenses  of  said  period. 

Tax  Levy. — With  the  present  rapid  growth  of  this  city,  we  will  be  continually 
confronted  with  additional  expenses,  such  as  a  larger  police  force,  lighting,  sweeping 
and  street  repairs,  and  while  I  dislike  to  see  any  increase  in  the  tax  levy,  I  fear  ; 
there  is  no  other  way  at  present  to  meet  the  expenses  which  are  constantly  increas- 
ing, unless  the  recommendation  of  the  Comptroller  made  in  his  report  to  your  bodyr  ! 
in  regard  to  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  licenses,  etc.,  is  carried  out,  and  it 
may  be  that  a  thorough  trial  of  the  method  proposed  would  obv;  xte  the  necessity  of 
an  increase  in  the  tax  levy  for  some  time  to  come. 

City's  Bonded  Indebtedness. — The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  now  amounts  to 
$1,869,500.  This  amount  will  be  reduced  $500,000  by  the  payment  of  the  Belt 
Railroad  Bonds  and  $5,000  Patterson  Levee  Bonds  during  the  present  year,  making 
the  debt  January  1,  1897,  including  the  $70  000  Improvement  Bonds  of  1896,  which 
are  for  the  betterment  of  the  Fire  Department  and  City  Hospital,  and  which  will  be 
issued  this  year,  $1,434,500. 

Sinking  Fund  Recommended. — With  regard  to  this  bonded  indebtedness,  I  am  firmly 
convinced  that  a  sinking  fund  should  be  established  and  set  apart,  which  should  be 
invested  from  year  to  year  in  City  Improvement  Bonds  or  other  securities,  for  the 
express  purpose  of  meeting  this  permanent  indebtedness. 

Payment  of  Taxes  and  Special  Assessments. — I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  sub- 
ject which  has  been  much  discussed  and  has  been  the  source  of  a  great  deal  of  in- 
convenience to  property  owners,  and  that  is  the  adoption  of  some  means  by  the 
Department  of  Assessment  and  Collection  (City  Treasurer),  whereby  property  owners 
can  be  enabled  to  pay  all  taxes,  real  and  personal,  and  all  assessments  for  improve- 
ments, including  street  sprinkling  at  some  stated  time.  This  would  be  a  great  con- 
venience to  the  taxpayers  and  often  a  saving  of  expense,  when  through  lack  of 
understanding  the  system  in  vogue  at  the  present  time,  they  fail  to  pay  and  become 
delinquent,  upon  which  large  extra  costs  for  collection  are  enforced. 


DEPARTMENT   OF    LAW. 

Number  of  Cases  Pending. — The  report  the  City  Attorney  shows  that  there  were 
137  cases  pending  during  the  year,  52  of  which  were  adjusted  at  a  cost  of  $9,055.58, 
leaving  85  still  pending  January  1,  1896. 

Important  Litigation. — The  most  important  litigation  still  undecided  in  which  the 
city  is  interested  is  the  case  of  The  City  vs.  The  Citizens  Street  Railroad  Company 
and  the  suit  of  the  C,  H.  &  D.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  The  City. 

Assistance  of  Other  Departments. — It  is  my  belief  that  with  the  assistance  of  the 
various  Boards  new  litigation  against  the  city  will  be  greatly  reduced  the  coming 
year. 

Early  in  December,  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  made  an  order  requiring  patrol- 
men to  notify  the  Superintendent  of  Police  of  any  dangerous  places  in  streets  or 
sidewalks.  The  Police  Department  immediately  notifies  the  Street  Commissioner, 
and  proper  means  are  taken  for  the  repair  of  the  same.  This  is  for  the  reason  that 
it  often  transpires  during  the  trial  of  a  damage  case  that  the  city  had  knowledge  of 
the  condition  of  a  street  or  sidewalk  through  one  of  her  police  officers. 


DEPARTMENT   OF   PUBLIC   WORKS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  herewith  submitted,  includes  the 
reports  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  Foreman  of  Street  Repairs,  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Assessment  and  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Cost  of  Improvements. — As  the  principal  work  mentioned  in  this  report  was  con- 
tracted for  under  the  previous  administration,  between  the  months  of  January  and. 
October,  1895,  the  report  of  the  cost  of  improvements  and  kindred  matters  will 
speak  for  itself. 
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Appropriation  for  Street  Cleaning. — I  fear  that  the  appropriation  made  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  keeping  clean  the  improved  streets  will  prove 
insufficient,  as  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  twelve  miles  of  such  streets  and 
a  decrease  of  about  $10,000  in  the  amount  to  be  expended. 

Water  and  Street  Lighting. — The  appropriation  for  water  and  lights  is  insufficient 
to  meet  the  demands  of  this  growing  city,  as  large  annexations  have  been  made 
which  have  had  no  water,  light  or  fire  protection  whatever,  and  the  residents  are 
justly  demanding  that  they  receive  the  same. 

Permanent  Street  Improvement. — On  the  question  of  permanent  improvement  of 
streets,  as  has  been  publicly  stated  before,  the  Board,  as  well  as  myself,  is  in  favor 
of  a  continuance  of  the  same,  not  only  within  the  mile  square,  but  in  localities 
where  the  value  of  the  abutting  property  and  other  conditions  will  justify  such 
improvements.  I  am  in  favor  of  narrowing  residence  and  cross  streets,  where  the 
traffic  is  not  heavy,  to  a  width  not  greater  than  is  necessary  to  accommodate  the 
travel  upon  such  streets.  This  reduction  in  width  would  greatly  lessen  the  cost  of 
improvements  to  the  property  owners,  and  the  space  between  the  curb  and  sidewalks 
should  be  beautified  with  grass  plots. 

Gravel  Streets. — With  reference  to  gravel,  I  feel  that  it  should  find  no  place  within 
the  heart  or  business  part  of  the  city,  where  it  comes  directly  in  contact  with  the 
permanently  improved  streets,  and  that  improvements  on  cross  streets  intersecting 
such  improved  streets  should  be  of  a  similar  character.  This  would  enable  the 
Board  to  keep  the  improved  streets  clean,  which  is  impossible  so  long  as  the  mud 
and  dirt  are  carried  from  unimproved  streets  and  deposited  on  the  asphalt,  block 
or  brick  roadways.  In  the  suburbs  and  outlying  districts  of  the  city,  where  no  im- 
provements have  yet  been  made,  I  am  in  favor  of  trying  the  gravel  street,  if  good 
gravel  can  be  obtained. 

Wires  Underground. — The  Board  is  now  negotiating  with  telegraph  and  telephone 
companies  to  have  all  wires  placed  underground,  and  I  believe  that  they  will  be 
able  to  have  the  ordinance  on  this  question  enforced. 

Sewerage  of  Pogue's  Run. — The  sewerage  system  outlined  by  Expert  Hering  is  one 
which  has  proven  a  large  source  of  expense  to  the  property  owners,  but  at  the  same 
time  has  been  very  beneficial  in  every  respect.  The  sewerage  of  Pogue's  Bun  is 
now  under  consideration  by  the  Board.  It  is  a  serious  problem  to  solve,  and  one  to 
which  the  Board  is  giving  and  will  give  a  great  deal  of  study  before  finally  decid- 
ing what  steps  should  be  taken.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement  to  the  city  should 
they  be  able  to  sewer  Pogue's  Run,  and  have  the  same  filled  to  the  street  levels, 
thereby  enabling  abutting  property  owners  to  reclaim  that  part  of  the  ground 
which  is  now  valueless  and  doing  away  with  the  unsightly  and  expensive  bridges 
now  maintained  across  the  stream.  The  recommendation  made  by  East-end  citi- 
zens in  regard  to  a  relief  from  the  overflow  of  Pogue's  Run  is  worthy  of  serious 
consideration,  and  I  believe,  with  the  sewering  of  Pogue's  Run,  if  it  is  found  prac- 
ticable, the  problem  of  abolishing  this  unsightly  stream  and  reclaiming  much  val- 
uable property  would  be  solved.  The  eastern  part  of  the  city  has  long  lived  in  fear 
and  dread  of  being  submerged  with  each  succeeding  flood,  which,  with  the  success  of 
this  plan  would  be  removed,  as  well  as  any  future  litigation  for  damages  on  account 
f  the  overflow  of  said  stream. 

Filling  State   Ditch. — The   Fourteenth  Street  Sewer  having  been  completed,  all 

ridges  crossing  the  State  Ditch  should  be  abandoned,  saving  the  city  much  expense 

[for  maintenance  of  the  same.     The  ditch  should  then  be  filled  at  the  street  eross- 

ngs  and  the  streets  at  such  places  improved  to  correspond  with  contiguous  streets. 

Municipal  Ownership  of  Water  Works. — I  am  in  favor  of  the  city  owrning  its  own 
ivater  works  as  soon  as  its  financial  condition  will  justify  the  purchase  of  the  same. 

Disposal  of  Garbage. — The  garbage  question,  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  should  be 
solved,  and  I  believe  that  the  only  feasible  plan  whereby  the  garbage  and  night  soil 
:an  be  removed  from  the  city,  will  be  by  making  a  contract  with  some  responsible 
irm  or  corporation,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  city  treasury,  as  under  the 
)ld  system  people  were  burning,  burying  and  throwing  in  vaults  all  kinds  of  de- 
cayed and  unhealthy  matter.

DEPARTMENT   OF   PUBLIC   SAFETY. 

The  present  Board  went  into  office  October  11,  1895,  and  now  has  the  work  of  its 
several  sub-departments  well  in  hand. 

The  Police  Force. — The  police  force  is  doing  excellent  duty,  and  such  changes  as 
have  been  made  by  the  Board  have  added  greatly  to  its  efficiency  and  discipline. 

The  Fire  Force. — While  there  had  been  some  additions  to  this  Department  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  Board  found  it  inadequate  to  meet  present  requirements,  as  recent 
fires  have  demonstrated,  and  it  is  now  investigating  and  preparing  to  make  such 
improvements  as  will  give  the  city  ample  fire  protection.  It  has  inaugurated 
department  drills  which  will  enable  the  men  to  handle  certain  of  their  fire 
apparatus  at  fires  with  more  skill  than  has  been  displayed  in  the  past.  1  have  con- 
fidence that  the  Board  will  leave  nothing  undone  which  might  add  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  force,  at  the  same  time  being  as  economical  as  possible  in  its  expenditures. 

Space  for  Market  Wagons. — I  would  deem  it  wise  for  the  Board  of  Works  to  pre- 
pare the  ground  east  of  the  present  Market  House  with  proper  streets  and  side- 
walks so  that  the  Board  of  Safety  can  utilize  said  space  for  market  purposes  and 
thereby  relieve  the  Court  House  Square  of  the  market  wagons,  thus  concentrating 
them  at  a  given  point. 

Police  Patrol  System.  —  It  is  necessary  that  the  city  should  have  a  perfect  police 
patrol  system,  as  it  is  important  that  policemen  should  be  able  to  report  directly  to 
headquarters  without  having  to  inconvenience  residents  by  night  to  get  the  use  of 
their  telephones. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   PUBLIC    HEALTH    AND   CHARITIES. 

The  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  which  went  into  office  October  15th, 
has  submitted  its  annual  report,  which  does  not  include  that  of  the  City  Hospital, 
as  it  has  received  no  report  from  the  retiring  Superintendent,  who  went  out  of  office 
January  1st.  The  Board  has  taken  hold  in  a  vigorous  manner,  enforcing  all  sani- 
tary measures  and  adopting  new  ones  for  the  improvement  of  public  health. 

City  Hospital  Improvement. — It  has  earnestly  requested  that  the  City  Hospital  be 
improved,  which  is  very  necessary,  as  its  accommodations  are  insufficient  for  the 
number  of  patients  it  has  to  take  care  of. 

The  City  Dispensary. — The  City  Dispensary  should  be  rebuilt,  either  in  its  present 
location,  or  the  property  sold  and  the  money  from  such  sale  used  to  secure  a  suita- 
ble building  for  said  purpose  elsewhere. 

THE   BOARD    OF   PARK    COMMISSIONERS. 

The  first  annual  report  of  this  Board  has  been  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  28  of  the  Act  of  1895,  establishing  said  Board. 

Organization  of  the  Board. — The  present  Board  was  appointed  by  Mayor  Denny, 
and  was  organized  April  22,  1895.  Sterling  R.  Holt,  who  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Mans,  was  reappointed  January  1,  1896,  for  a  term  of  five 

years. 

Employment  of  Expert  Landscape  Architects. — The  Board  has  been  giving  the  park 
system  a  great  deal  of  study,  and  has  had  some  of  the  most  prominent  landscape 
architects  in  the  country  (such  as  Ernshaw  &  Hinchen  and  Olmstead,  Olmstead  & 
Elliott)  here  looking  into  the  location  of  parks.  The  advice  of  these  men  will  be 
very  beneficial  to  the  Board  in  determining  what  localities  will  be  best  adapted  for 
park  purposes. 

The  Present  Park  System. — The  parks  under  the  control  of  the  Board  at  this  time 
are  Garfield  Park,  89  acres;  Military  Park,  17.3  acres;  University  Square,  4  acres; 
St.  Clair  Square,  4  acres;  the  park  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city  called  "Shoe- 
string" Park  (which  name  has  since  been  changed  by  the  Board  to  Elmwood  Park), 
.59  acres,  making  a  total  of  116.62  acres.

The  Park  Extension  Survey. — The  park  extension  survey,  which  is  set  out  in  detail 
in  the  report  of  the  Engineer  and  Superintendent,  gives  the  localities  for  park  pur- 
poses and  driveways  contemplated  by  the  Board.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  park  system,  as  I  believe  it  will  assist  materially  in  beautifying  the 
city  and  offer  to  residents  a  place  for  healthful  recreation.  But  while  I  believe  that 
a  complete  system  of  parks  should  be  mapped  out,  it  would  seem  only  fair  to  the 
taxpayers  that  the  work  should  not  progress  too  rapidly  on  account  of  the  large  ex- 
pense involved  in  the  completion  of  the  same.  However,  a  fixed  amount  of  work 
could  be  done  each  year  and  in  this  manner  the  system  could  be  completed  in  a  few 
years  without  any  extraordinary  hardships  or  burdens  being  placed  upon  citizens. 

Greenlawn  Cemetery. — I  would  recommend,  if  legal  obstructions  can  be  overcome, 
that  Greenlawn  Cemetery  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners, and  extended  to  embrace  that  part  of  the  dumping  ground  lying  north 
of  Kentucky  avenue.  The  park  should  then  be  extended  to  include  said  dumping 
ground,  to  the  banks  of  White  river.  Present  conditions  are  an  eyesore  to  every 
passer-by  and  resident  of  that  part  of  the  city. 

HARMONIOUS   SPIRIT   OF    THE    VARIOUS    DEPARTMENTS. 

The  spirit  with  which  the  different  Boards  have  taken  hold  of  their  work  and  the 
disposition  they  have  manifested  to  assist  each  other  has  been  very  gratifying  to 
me,  and  can  but  result  in  great  good  to  the  city's  interests. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  that  all  our  citizens  should  take  a  just  pride  in  the  marked 
increase  in  population  and  wealth  that  has  attended  the  city  during  the  past  year. 
In  view  of  the  prolonged  business  depression  that  has  prevailed  throughout  the  coun- 
try, this  healthy  increase  at  home  should  be  all  the  more  gratifying.  I  believe,  that 
with  proper  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  city,  having  due  regard  for  its  many 
diversified  interests,  this  prosperity  will  continue  during  the  coming  year.

Dear  Sir — I  return  herewith  G.  O.  No.  1,  1896,  being  "An  ordinance  to  prevent 
the  swinging  of  gates  over  streets  and  sidewalks,"  etc.,  without  my  approval. 
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The  body  of  the  ordinance  provides  that  the  property-owner  maintaining  gates 
is  compelled  to  have  them  so  constructed  as  to  swing  in.  It  further  provides  that 
gates  ma)T  be  so  constructed  as  to  swing  "  back  and  forth  "  automatically,  by  the 
use  of  weights  or  springs,  so  that  they  remain  closed  at  all  times  after  being  used. 
If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  ordinance  to  permit  gates  automatically  hung  to  swing 
out  at  anytime,  you  will  find  that  in  the  last  line  of  Section  1,  the  word  "not" 
between  the  words  "while"  and  "in"  has  been  omitted,  which  would  change  such 
meaning,  if  so  intended.  From  reading  the  ordinance  I  am  unable  to  clearly 
determine  its  meaning.

stance  or  liquor  which   is  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health,  except  as  hereinafter  j 
provided;  and  is  hereby  prohibited  from  selling,  giving  away  or  offering  to  sell  any 
such  liquor,  or  from  purchasing  or  receiving  any  such  liquor,  knowing  the  same  to 
be  so  adulterated. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  sale  or 
handling  of  spiritous,  intoxicating,  malt,  brewed,  fermented  or  vinous  liquors  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  using  any  barrel,  cask  or  other  vessel  containing  same  which 
does  not  have  printed,  cut,  stamped  or  labeled  upon  the  same  the  name  or  names  of  the 
person,  company  or  firm  manufacturing,  rectifying  or  preparing  the  same,  and  also 
those  words :     "  Pure  and  without  drugs  or  poison." 

Sec.  3.     If  any  barrel,  cask  or  other  vessel  containing  any  drugged  or  poisoned: 
liquor  shall  be  found  in  the  possession  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged 
in  the  manufacture,  preparation  or  handling  of  spiritous,  intoxicating,  malt,  brewed,  • 
fermented  or  vinous  liquors,  it  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  is  hereby  empowered  to 
authorize  and  take  samples  of  any  spiritous,  intoxicating,  malt,  brewed,  or  fermented 
liquors  which  said  Department  has  reason  to  believe  have  been  adulterated  in  the 
manufacture,  rectification  or  preparation  thereof  by  mixing  with  the  same  any  del-; 
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terious  drug,  substance  or  liquor  which  is  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health ,  and 
the  officers  of  such  Department  shall  be  required  to  testify,  upon  prosecution  of  any 
person  for  the  violation  of  this  ordinance,  as  to  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the

Sec.  5.     Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon

APPROPRIATION     ORDINANCE. 

By  Mr.  Montgomery: 

App.  O.  No.  1,  1896.  An  ordinance  appropriating  three  hundred  dollars  to  the 
Finance  Department,  for  payment  for  indexing  the  proceedings  of  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  from  the  twelfth  day  of  October,  1893, 
to  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1895,  and  authorizing  and  directing  the  present  City 
Clerk  to  index  the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  during  his  term  of  office, 
and  providing  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Whereas,  No  provision  has  been  made  for  indexing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  same  are  practically  worth- 
less without  an  index  ;  and 

Whereas,  A  custom  has  been  established  by  the  Common  Council  of  former 
administrations  making  an  alloAvance  to  the  person  indexing  the  proceedings; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  :  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  to  the  Finance  Department  of 
said  city,  out  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  in  payment  for  indexing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  from  October  12,  1893,  to  October  10, 
1895,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  Lee  Nixon,  City  Clerk  during  said  period,  as  compensa- 
tion for  labor  performed  in  indexing  said  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  for 
said  period. 

Sec.  2.  That  Charles  Stuckmeyer,  the  present  City  Clerk,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  index  the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  during  his 
term  of  office,  provided  that  the  compensation  to  be  paid  him  for  such  services,  and 
to  be  hereafter  appropriated,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for 
the  full  period  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec.  3.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

and  matters  connected  therewith,  and  declaring  an  emergency,"  approved  March  6,ij 
1891,  and  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  all  amendatory  and 
supplemental  acts  thereto,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana;; 
and 

Whereas,  Said  Board  met,  according  to  said  published  notice,  to-wit,  in  itsil 
office,  Room  No.  5,  basement  Marion  County  Court  House,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  at' 
10  o'clock  a.  m.,  on  the  17th  day  of  February,  1896,  to  receive  or  hear  remonstrances! 
from  persons  interested  in  or  affected  thereby,  if  any  there  should  be,  against  the  I

WHEREAS,  At  such  meeting  no  remonstrances  were  filed  or  presented  by  any) 
person  interested  in  or  affected  by  said  described  public  improvement;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  such  meeting  said  Board,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  tookj 
final  action  on  said  Improvement  Resolution  No.  6, 1896,  confirming  all  action  here- 
tofore taken  by  them  on  the  same,  without  modification ;  and 

Whereas,  Later,  to-wit,  on  the   19th  day  of   February,  1896,  and  within  ten. 
days  after  final  action  was  taken  by  said  Board  on   said   Improvement  Resolution! 
No.  <>,  1896,  one-half  of  all   the  resident  freeholders  abutting  on  said  West  street,, 
along  the   line  of  said  proposed  street  improvement,  filed  with   said    Board   their 
written  remonstrance  against  such  improvement,  which  remonstrance  has  been  made

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiann  :   That  the  improvement  of  the  roadway  of  West  street,  between  the  south 
property  line  of   Washington  street  and  the  tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  &  Vincennes.; 
Railroad  Company,  in    Kentucky  avenue,  in  the  City  of   Indianapolis,  as  more  fully] 
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described  in  the  preamble  hereto  and  specifically  shown  by  the  profile  and  drawings 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  as  referred  to  therein,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ordered,  and  Improvement  Resolution  No.  (5,  1896,  of 
said  Board,  and  all  its  other  acts  in  relation  thereto,  be  and  the  same  are  now 
hereby,  in  all  things,  approved,  confirmed,  adopted  and  specifically  ordered. 

Sec.  2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Now,  therefore,  this  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  24th  day  of  February, 
1896,  by  and  between  Brower  &  Love  Bros.,  of  Marion  county,  State  of  Indiana, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part : 

Witnesseth,  That  said  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing  a  right 
of  way  for  one  switch  or  side-track  across  the  first  alley  east  of  Blake  street,  for  one 
switch  or  side-track  across  Blake  street,  and  for  two  switches  or  side-tracks  across 
Wabash  street,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  covenant  and  agree  and  fully 
bind  themselves,  their  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  that,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  granting  of  the  privileges  and  authority  herein  given,  they  will  lay, 
construct  and  maintain  said  switches  or  side-tracks  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth,  viz  : 

1st.  They  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons 
on  foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  orders  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

1 1)  case  the  said  switches  or  side-tracks  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  ij 
in  need  of  being  reconstructed,  or  become  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  facts  the  d 
said  Hoard  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of  I 
the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or  improve  the  same,  and,  failing  in  which — after  a 
notification,  in  writing,  of  ten  days — said  Board  shall  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost  j 
said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable.

By  Mr.  Colter : 

G.  ().  No.  17,  1896.  An  ordinance  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  inspect  certain  liquors  kept  for  sale  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  ;  providing  for  the  labeling  of  barrels,  casks,  or  other  vessels  in  which 
liquors  are  kept  for  sale,  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  fixing  the 
time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  4.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana :  That  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  of  said  city  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  inspect  any  spiritous,  vinous,  intoxicating, 
malt,  brewed,  or  fermented  liquors  kept  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in 
the  sale  thereof  in  said  city,  either  at  wholesale  or  retail,  which  liquors  said  Depart- 
ment has  reason  to  believe  have  been  adulterated  in  the  manufacture,  rectification  or 
preparation  thereof,  for  sale,  by  mixing  with  the  same  some  deleterious  drug,  sub- 
stance or  liquor  which  is  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
such  inspection,  said  Department  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  sam- 
ples of  any  such  liquors  for  analysis  or  other  purposes  that  might  aid  in  the 
inspection  thereof.  Such  Department  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  result  of  such 
inspection,  and  shall  be  required  to  testify  in  regard  to  the  same  upon  the  prosecu- 
tion of  any  such  person  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  State  statutes  prohibiting  the 
adulteration  of  liquors. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the 
manufacture,  sale  or  handling  of  spiritous,  intoxicating,  malt,  brewed,  fermented 
or  vinous  liquors  to  use  any  barrel,  cask  or  other  vessel  containing  such  liquors 
which  does  not  have  printed,  cut,  stamped  or  labeled  thereon,  in  plain  letters,  the 
name  or  names  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  manufacturing,  rectifying  or 
preparing  the  same,  and  also  the  words  :     "  Pure  and  without  drugs  or  poison." 
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Sec.  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  failing  or  refusing  to  label  such  barrel, 
cask  or  other  vessel,  or  refusing  to  permit  such  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  to  inspect  such  liquors  kept  by  them,  in  the  manner  provided  by  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprison- 
ment for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  eighty  days  ;  and  each  day's 
continuance  of  business  under  the  conditions  violating  this  ordinance  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  offense.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  there  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in  the  city  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to  be  expended  for 
the  use  of  additional  electric  lights.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  the  occupant  of  any  premises,  building  or  outhouse  within  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  shall  have  the  privy  vaults,  water-closets,  cess-pools  and  other 
receptacles  of  human  excrements  or  garbage  thoroughly  cleansed  and  the  contents 
thereof  removed  at  such  times  as  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
shall  direct,  and  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  and  by  no  others. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  engage  in  the 
business  of  cleaning,  removing  or  conveying  away  the  contents  of  privy  vaults, 
water-closets,  cess-pools,  or  other  receptacles  of  human  excrements  or  garbage  who 
has  not  been  authorized  to  do  so  and  properly  registered  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities,  and  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  therefor 
in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  until  the  applicant  therefor  shall  have  filled 
out  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  a  written  appli- 
cation for  the  same,  stating  therein  the  kind  of  apparatus,  number  of  wagons  and 
number  of  domegans  or  tanks  to  be  operated  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation. 

Sec  4.  The  license  required  by  Section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  issued  by 
the  Comptroller  upon  a  presentation  of  the  certificate  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  that  the  applicant  has  made  proper  application,  as  required 
by  Section  3  of  this  ordinance,  and  has  been  properly  registered  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities.  All  licenses  shall  become  due  on  the  first  day  of 
May  of  each  year.  Each  applicant  for  such  license  shall  pay  into  the  city  treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  one  wagon  and  fourteen  domegans  or  one  tank,  and 
for  each  additional  wagon  and  tank,  or  wagon  and  fourteen  domegans  operated  by 
the  same  person,  firm  or  corporation,  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  additional  per  annum 
shall  be  charged. 

Sec  5.  In  issuing  licenses  the  City  Comptroller  shall  assign  numbers  to  the 
wagons  to  be  used  by  each  person,  firm  or  corporation  so  licensed,  commencing  with 
number  one.  Each  person,  firm  or  corporation  so  licensed  shall  immediately  there- 
after place  upon  his  wagon  or  wagons,  in  a  conspicuous   place,  the  number   or 
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numbers  so  assigned  to  him,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anyone  to  use  or  operate  any 
wagon  in  said  business  without  having  first  complied  with  this  provision.  The  said 
Comptroller  shall  issue  a  separate  license  for  each  wagon  and  outfit  so  licensed. 

Sec.  6.  Xo  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  clean,  remove  or  convey  away  the 
contents  of  any  privy  vault,  water-closet  or  cess-pool  without  first  having  obtained 
a  permit  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities.  Immediately  upon 
the  completion  of  such  cleaning  the  contractor  shall  make  a  return  to  the  Board 
upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  provision  or  requirements 
of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
and  each  day's  continuation  of  any  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  after  the  same  has 
been  published  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion 
county,  Indiana.

An  ordinance  to  regulate  and  protect  the  bridge  over  the 
canal  on  North  street,  providing  that  the  same  shall  be  lowered  so  as  to  conform  to 
the  grade  of  the  street  immediately  east  and  Avest  of  the  same,  establishing  the 
grade  of  North  street  from  North  Senate  avenue  to  the  east  line  of  West  street,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  the  bridge  over  the  canal  on  North  street  shall  be  lowered  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  grade  of  said  North  street  from  North  Senate  avenue  west  to  the  east 
line  of  West  street,  which  is  hereby  established  according  to  the  measurements  set 
forth  in  the  blue  print  profile  and  specifications  marked  "  Exhibit  A,"  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  action

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  ordinance  to  promote  public  health  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  an 
inspection  of  milk,  cream  and  butter  to  be  sold  within  the  city,"  approved  August 
12,  1889;  providing  for  the  publication  thereof,  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same 
shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  promote  public 
health  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  by  an  inspection  of  milk,  cream  and  butter  to  be 
sold  within  the  city,"  approved  August  12,  1889,  said  section  being  Section  No.  830 
of  the  1895  revision  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  2.  In  all  prosecutions  hereunder,  if  such  milk,  upon  analysis,  is  shown  to 
contain  more  than  87per  cent,  of  watery  fluid,  or  to  contain  less  than  13  per  cent, 
of  milk  solids,  or  to  contain  less  than  9.3  per  cent,  milk  solids  exclusive  of  fat,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  not  of  good  standard  quality,  except  during  the  months  of 
May,  June,  July  and  August,  when  milk  containing  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  solids 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  not  of  good  standard  quality.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance butter  shall  mean  the  product  usually  known  by  that  name  and  manufac- 
tured exclusively  from  milk  or  cream  and  with  salt,  and  shall  wholly  exclude  all 
fats,  oils  or  grease  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream.  Such  butter  shall  be  deemed 
of  standard  quality  and  unadulterated  only  when,  upon  analysis,  it  is  found  to  con- 
tain not  less  than  78  per  cent,  of  butter  fat  nor  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  curd,  nor 
more  than  16  per  cent,  of  water. 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  for  anyone,  by  himself  or  his  agent,  or  his  servant,  or  as  the 
servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person,  to  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
custody  or  possession,  with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  expose  or  offer  for  sale  or 
exchange,  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  to  which  water  or  any  foreign  substance  has 
ibeen  added,  or  any  milk  or  butter  of  inferior  quality  to  that  herein  stated  or 
jrequired,  or  to  knowingly  connive  or  assist  in  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  to  hinder  or  obstruct  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  said  Board 
of  Health  or  any  member  or  officer  thereof  in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  duties 
herein  imposed. 
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"Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding-  twenty-five  dollars." 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  pass- 
ago,  and  publication  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana.

Whereas,  On  August  1,  1895,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis adopted  Improvement  Resolution  No.  201  of  1895,  for  improving  Ken- 
tucky avenue  from  a  point  opposite  the  intersection  of  the  west  property  line  of 
Missouri  street  and  the  southeast  property  line  of  Kentucky  avenue  to  a  point 
opposite  the  intersection  of  the  south  property  line  of  River  avenue  and  the  north- 
west property  line  of  Kentucky  avenue,  by  curbing,  grading  and  paving  the  road- 
way with  brick  on  a  six  (6)  inch  Portland  cement  concrete  foundation,  also  the 
wings  of  intersecting  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  intersections  of  Missouri  street  not 
already  improved,  and  placing  the  necessary  marginal  stone;  and 

Whereas,  A  hearing  of  said  resolution  was  advertised  for  the  20th  day  of 
August,  1895 ;    and 

Whereas,  Bids  were  advertised  to  be  received  on  the  14th  day  of  September 
1895;  and 

Whereas,  Parts  of  the  lands  on  the  north  side  of  Kentucky  avenue,  consisting  , 
of  Grreenlawn  Cemetery,  were  understood  by  the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction 
Company  to  be  non-assessable  for  improvements  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction   Company,  with  such   under- 
standing, prepared  its  bid  for  said  improvements  at  more  than  $8  per  lineal  foot  on  ;• 
each  side  of  said  Kentucky  avenue;  and 

Whereas,  Before   said   bids  were   received  and  opened,  the  Board  of   Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  called  for  and  received  the  opinion  of  the  City  ?j 
Attorney  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;   and 

Whereas,  Said  opinion  advised  the  Board  of  Public  Works  that  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  could  not  be  legally  assessed  on  account  of  Greenlawn  Cemetery;  that 
the  same  was  private  property,  and  also  that  by  reason  of  the  same  being  used  for; 
cemetery  purposes,  that  the  lien   upon  said  lands  could  not  be  enforced  for  said  im- 
provements ;  and 

Whereas,    On  September  13,  1895,  said   Board  of  Public  Works  notified  the  j 
Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company  of  the  contents  of  said  opinion,  save  and 
except  that  it  did  not  advise  the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company  of  that 
part  of  said  opinion  which  stated  that  an  improvement  lien  could  not  be  enforced, 
against  said   cemetery  lots,  but   stated  that   said    cemetery   property   was   private  j 
property,  and  thereby  led  the  Capitol   Paving  and  Construction  Company  to  the 
belief  and  understanding  that  it  would  be  able  to  enforce  a  lien  on  said  lots  for  said 
improvements,  and,  being  so  mislead,  the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company 
submitted  a  bid  on  September  14,  1895,  of  $5.25  per  lineal  foot  on  each  side  of  said  ! 
Kentucky  avenue ;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  time  it  submitted  said  last  mentioned  bid  of  $5.25  per  lineal, 
foot  on   each  side  of  said   Kentucky  avenue,  the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction 
Company  deposited  its  certified  check  for  $200  with  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 
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the  same  to  be  forfeited  to  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis  in  case  the  Capitol  Paving 
and  Construction  Company  should  fail  to  contract  with  said  City  of  Indianapolis  for 
said  improvements  upon  the  terms  of  its  said  bid ;  and 

Whereas,  Thereafter,  torwit,  on  October  4,  1895,  the  Hoard  of  Public  Works 
rescinded  all  action  on  said  Improvement  Resolution  No.  201  for  the  improvement 
of  Kentucky  avenue,  as  aforesaid,  thereby  rendering  its  right  to  enforce  forfeitures 
thereon  nugatory ;   and 

Whereas,  After  such  rescision  of  all  action  on  said  Improvement  Resolution 
No.  201,  and  without  other  improvement  resolution  or  legal  notice,  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  forfeited  the  above  mentioned  check  of 
the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company  for  $200,  and  paid  the  same  into  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That  said  sum  of 
200,  so  wrongfully  forfeited  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  as  aforesaid,  be  repaid 
to  the  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company,  and  that  a  sum  sufficient  therefor 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  said  purposes,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  are  ordered  to  draw  the  necessary  warrants  for  the  payment  of  said 
money  to  the  said  Capitol  Paving  and  Construction  Company,  and  to  pay  said  sum 
to  said  company.

Your  Committee  on   Finance,  to  whom   was  referred   Resolution  No.  10,  189( 
report  that  we  have  carefully  examined   the  resolution,  also   the  communicatioi' 
from  Mr.  Lee  Nixon  accompanying  the  same. 

We  are  opposed  to  granting  the  claim   set  forth.     The  precedents  cited  in  th 
communication  do  not,  in  our  opinion,  establish  the  legality  of  the  claim.     We  fin»; 
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that  the  duties  of  the  City  Clerk,  as  Clerk  of  the  Council,  require  him  to  "  keep  an 
accurate  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council.  He  shall  have  said 
proceedings  printed  after  each  regular  or  special  meeting,  one  copy  of  which  shall 
be  presented  to  each  member,  and  at  least  fifty  (50)  copies  of  which  shall  be  kept 
on  tile,  to  be  bound  at  the  end  of  the  term  with  a  proper  index  thereto,"  etc.  We 
find  this  rule  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  preamble  of  Kesolution  No.  10,  1890.  We 
find  that  Section  7,  of  the  City  Charter,  expressly  forbids,  under  a  penalty,  any 
member  of  the  Council,  or  other  officer,  entering  into  any  agreement  by  which  any 
liability  shall  be  incurred  against  the  city.  Section  18  prohibits  the  appropriation 
of  any  money  except  by  ordinance.  Section  34  forbids  the  issuing  of  any  warrant 
against  the  funds  of  the  city  except  by  ordinance.  Section  47  also  absolutely  pro- 
hibits the  payment  of  any  fee  or  perquisite  except  for  reasons  stated  in  this  section.

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adjust  any  railroad  tracks  owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  them,  or  either  of  them, 
running  along,  across  or  upon  said  part  of  said  West  street,  so  as  to  make  such  tracks 
conform  to  the  grade  of  said  West  street  as  established  by  this  ordinance,  within 
twenty  days  after  being  notified  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  3.  Any  of  said  companies  failing  or  refusing  to  cause  their  tracks  to  con- 
form to  the  grade  established  by  this  ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  same,  within  twenty  days  after  being  notified  so  to  do,  as  provided  in  the  fore- 
going sections  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  live  hundred  dollars;  and  each 
day's  continuance  in  such  violation  or  refusal  to  cause  such  tracks  to  conform  to  the 
said  grade,  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

Mr.  Ohleyer,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whicH 
was  referred :  : 

App.  O.  No.  3,  1896.     An  ordinance  appropriating  to  the  Department  of  PubliJ 
Works  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000). 

Made  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President: 

Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  which  was  referred  App.  O.  No.  3,  1896,  hav 
investigated  the  plan  of  lighting  Tomlinson  Hall,  East  Market  and  City  Ha: 
according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  We  have  closel; 
examined  the  specifications  furnished,  and  find  the  proposition  as  recommended  t 
be  in  our  opinion  impracticable.  We  have  examined  the  steam  plant  at  present  i 
use  at  Tomlinson  Hall  and  are  satisfied  that  the  boilers  are  scarcely  sufficient  ft 
heating  purposes  and  that  the  proposed  additional  duty  of  furnishing  steam  for  14 
horse-power  is  in  our  opinion  impossible.  We  are  informed  on  good  authority  tin 
during  the  cold  weather  of  last  winter  the  engineer  found  it  sometimes  impossib  j 
to  generate  more  than  five  pounds  of  steam  for  heating  purposes,  and  the  propos! 
tion  to  increase  the  output  of  the  present  boilers  to  eighty  pounds  pressure  to  furnii-j 
steam  for  two  engines  of  seventy  horse-power  each  in  addition  to  that  required  f<j 
heating  is  out  of  the  question.  We  find  that  in  addition  to  the  sum  asked  itwou;' 
be  necessary  to  appropriate  a  further  sum  of  about  $5,500  for  the  purchase  ar 
installation  of  two  water-tube  boilers  of  sufficient  capacity.  We  are  informed  th 
the  charge  for  fuel  gas  for  the  boilers  now  used  (for  fifty  horse-power)  amounts 
$1,200  per  annum,  and  if  the  ratio  holds  good  it  would  cost  the  city  $3,360  for  1 
horse-power.  The  extra  labor  would,  in  our  opinion,  cost  at  least  $1,200  per  yet 
Added  to  this,  interest  on  the  investment  of  $13,000  at  six  per  cent.,  $780;  depre( 
ation  on  plant  at  five  per  cent.,  $(550 ;  replacing  of  lamps,  oil,  waste,  boiler  eompouD 
carbons,  etc,  $250  per  year,  we  get  a  total  of  $12,000  for  installation  and  an  annu 
charge  of  $6,240  to  maintain  the  plant.  In  consideration  of  these  facts  your  coi 
mittee  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  ni 
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thousand"  in  the  fifth  line  of  section  1  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  fifteen 
hundred;"  that  clause  1,  section  1,  be  stricken  out,  and  that  clause  2,  section  1,  be 
numbered  clause  1,  and  that  when  so  amended  your  committee  recommend  its 
passage.

Whereas,  Heretofore,  to-wit :     On  the day  of   May,  1896,  the  Cincinnati, 

Hamilton  &  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company  filed  their  petition  before  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  —  1896. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen— The  Undersigned,  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Indianapolis  Rail- 
road Company,  hereby  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  body  asking  permission 
to  construct  and  maintain  one  switch,  or  side-track,  across  South  Liberty  street  to  the 
property  used  by  the  Indiana  Bicycle  Company,  the  center  line  of  the  switch  peti- 
tioned for  being  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  east  line  of 
Liberty  street,  the  said  point  being  34.20  feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Meek  street, 
thence  with  a  curve  line  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  a  point  in  the  west  line  of 
Liberty  street,  the  said  point  being  31.70  feet  north  of  tHe  north  line  of  Meek  street, 
extended,  all  as  shown  by  the  drawings  herewith  submitted,  attached  hereto,  filed 
herewith  and  for  greater  certainty  marked  "  Exhibit  A." 

Your  petitioner  prays  that  the  privilege  and  authority  herein  requested  shall  be 
granted  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  hereafter  be  agreed  upon  by  con- 
tract.

Now  therefore,  This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  3d  day  of  July, 
1896,  by  and  between  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  second  part; 

WITNESSETH,  That  said  party  of  the  first  part,  being  desirous  of  securing  a  right- 
of-way  for  one  switch,  or  side-track,  across  South  Liberty  street,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, hereby  covenant  and  agree  and  fully  bind  themselves,  their  legal  represen- 
tatives, successors  and  assigns  that,  in  consideration  of  the  granting  of  the  privileges 
and  authority  herein  given,  it  will  lay,  construct  and  maintain  said  switch,  or  side- 
track, upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  viz. : 

1st.  It  shall  be  so  laid,  improved  and  kept  in  repair  as  to  be  safe  for  persons  on 
foot,  in  vehicles  or  otherwise,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  orders  and  con- 
trol of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

2d.  Said  switch,  or  side-track, shall  be  laid  on  such  grade  as  shall  be  established 
by  said  Board,  and  shall  be  put  down  under  its  supervision  and  to  its  satisfaction 
and  approval.  Said  side-track,  or  switch,  shall  be  raised  or  lowered  to  conform  to 
any  grade  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  hereafter  established  whenever  so 
ordered  in  writing  by  said  Board. 
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3d.  The  crossing  where  said  switch,  or  side-track,  crosses  Liberty  street  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  kept  improved  (properly  planked  between  the  rails  from  property  line 
to  property  line)  and  in  repair  and  free  from  defects  or  obstructions  of  any  kind. 
No  car  or  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  such  crossing  or  to  be  thereon  except 
for  such  time  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary  in  moving  them  back  and  forth,  but 
they  shall,  at  no  time,  be  stopped  or  detained  thereon  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct 
public  travel. 

4th.  Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  at  the  pleasure  and  written  order  of  said 
Board,  to  take  up,  remove  and  abandon  said  side-track,  and  upon  its  failure  so  to 
do,  upon  such  notification,  in  writing,  of  ten  days,  to  promptly  pay  the  cost  of  hav- 
ing the  same  done.  And  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  releases  all  claim  for 
damages  whatsoever  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  such  removal,  and  said  Board,  or 
said  city,  in  removing  said  side-track,  or  switch,  or  in  causing  the  same  to  be  done, 
shall,  in  no  wise,  be  or  become  a  trespasser. 

5th.  In  case  the  said  switch,  or  side-track,  shall  be  or  become  out  of  repair  or  in 
need  of  being  reconstructed  or  becomes  in  any  way  defective  (of  which  facts  the 
said  Board  shall  be  the  exclusive  judge),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  to  promptly  repair  or  improve  the  same,  and  failing  in  which — after 
a  notification,  in  writing,  of  ten  days — said  Board  shall  do,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done,  at  the  expense  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  for  which  expense  and  cost 
said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  liable. 

6th.  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  binds  itself  to  hold  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  and  said  city  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  for  damages 
growing  out  of  the  existence,  maintenance  or  use  of  said  switch,  or  side-track,  and 
to  pay  any  judgment,  with  costs,  that  may  be,  on  that  account,  rendered  against 
said  city. 

7th.  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  instrument  by  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  or  by  anyone  for  it  or  at  its  instance  or  permission,  shall  operate  as  an 
immediate  and  absolute  forfeiture  of  all  the  privileges  and  authority  granted  or 
given  by  this  contract;  Provided,  however.  The  same  maybe  terminated,  without 
cause,  at  the  pleasure  of  said  Board,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth  in  clause  4. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  entitled  "An  act  concerning  the  incorporation  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  having  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  population  according  to  the 
last  preceding  United  States  census,  and  matters  connected  therewith  and  declaring 
an  emergency,"  approved  March  6,  1891,  and  in  consideration  of  the  things  herein- 
before set  forth,  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  things  herein  stipulated, 
hereby  gives,  grants  and  duly  vests  said  party  of  the  first  part  the  right,  privilege 
and  authority  to  lay  and  maintain  one  single  switch,  or  side-track,  across  South 
Liberty  street,  as  and  for  the  purpose  prayed  for  in  its  petition,  which  is  set  forth 
in  the  preamble  hereto,  and  as  shown  by  the  drawings  attached  and  made  part  hereof 
and  marked  "  Exhibit  A."

lectric  company  which  has  authority  from  said  City  may  lay,  at  the  same  time, 
ondnits,  ducts  and  appurtenances  thereto  in  the  same  trench  opened  by  the  party 
>f  the  second  part  upon  pre-payment  by  said  other  company  of  its  pro  rata  share 
t  the  estimated  cost  of  digging  said  trenches,  the  re- filling  and  re-paving  of  the 
ame,  and  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  cost,  if  any,  upon  the  completion  of 
he  entire  work ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  disagreement  between  any  companies  as  to 
he  amount  of  payment  to  be  made,  such  amount  may  be  fixed  by  the  City  Engineer 
>f  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  such  work  shall  be  subject  to  regulations 
•i  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  the  location  and 
•haracter  of  all  aerial,  or'overhead  poles,  wires,  cables  and  appurtenances  shall  be 
ubject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
ndiana;  and  all  work  performed  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  its 
gents,  officers  or  employes,  or  by  its  authority  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
aid  Board  of  Public  Works. 
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2.  It  is  especially  understood  and  agreed  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  that  there  shall  be  no  poles  or' aerial  structures,  cables  or  wires  erected,  corl 
structed  or  operated  by  it  within  the  area  or  territory  within  said  eity,  bounded  as 
follows:  On  the  north  by  North  street,  on  the  east  by  East  street,  on  the  south  by 
South  street,  and  on  the  west  by  West  street,  or  upon  any  or  either  of  the  above- 
named  streets,  and  within  said  area  all  wires  of  the  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  shall  be  underground,  except  such  poles,  wires,  cables,  tubes  and  other  eleetri- 
cal  conductors  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  local  distribution;  Provided, 
h  iwever,  That  such  poles  may  be  erected  in  alleys  only,  and  provided  that  plans  and 
specifications  therefor  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  a  per- 
mit therefor  issued  by  said  Board. 

3.  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  above  priv- 
ileges granted  to  it,  its  successors  and  assigns,  fully  agrees  and  hereby  binds  itself, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  namely: 

(  A.)  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  remove 
from  above  ground  all  poles,  cables,  wires,  fixtures  and  structures  of  every  kind 
owned  or  controlled  by  it  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  upon  North  street,  East 
street,  South  street  and  West  street,  and  all  the  territory  bounded  by  and  within 
said  streets,  except  such  aerial  poles,  cables  and  wires  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  may  give  its  express  permission  to  be  allowed  to  exist 
in  such  territory.  All  of  such  overhead  poles,  cables  and  wires  within  such  terri- 
tory, and  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  be  constructed  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city;  and  no  overhead  wires, 
cables  or  poles  to  be  constructed  until  the  plans  for  the  same  shall  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  approved  by  it. 

(  B. )  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  expressly  agrees  and  binds  itself 
to  give  the  City  of  Indianapolis  the  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  top  cross  arm 
on  all  poles  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  police  and  lire  alarm 
purposes. 

(C. )  Within  the  underground  district  above  named,  including  all  the  territory 
bounded  by  North  street  on  the  north,  East  street  on  the  east,  South  street  on  the 
south  and  West  street  on  the  west,  and  in  and  along  said  named  streets,  the  Com- 
pany, the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  give  to  the  City  of: 
Indianapolis  for  its  use  one  duct  in  the  conduits  constructed  by  it  in  the  streets, j 
avenues,  alleys  and  public  places;  and  from  time  to  time,  as  directed  by  the  Board; 
of  Public  Works,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  put  in  and  connect  up  and  keep  in 
repair  such  wires  as  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  requires  for  its. 
use  in  the  ducts  set  aside  for  such  city  ;  Provided,  however,  That  the  Company  shallji

I  E.)     The  ( 'ompany,  the  party  of  the  second   part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  pay i 
to  the  City  Comptroller,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  six  thousand  dollar! 
($6,000)  per  annum,  in   full   payment  for  the  use  of  the  streets  of  the  City,  and  irij 
lieu   of  all   service  now   furnished   to  the  City  free  or  at  reduced  rates,  except  aid 
herein  provided  ;   payable  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  semi-annually  in  advance] 
so  long  as  said  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  maintain  a  telephone  ex 
change;  in  said  City  under  this  contract,  except  the  first  six  months  thereof;  pro 
vided  that  it  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  amount,  and  such  payment;; 
shall  not  begin  until  six  months  after  the  time  when  this  agreement  maybe  ratilie* 
by  ;m  ordinance  of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City. 
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(F.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  hinds  itself  that 
the  rates  or  prices  tor  telephone  and  telegraph  service  which  it  may  charge  to  sub- 
scribers or  custom*  is  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  he  the  same,  or  shall  not 
exceed  the  rales  of  prices  which  it  charges  in  other  cities  within  its  territory  of  the 
same  size  and  population,  for  similar  service,  unless  by  special  request  of  persons, 
linns  or  other  corporations  desiring  to  he  furnished  special  service. 

((J.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  in  times 
of  danger  from  fire,  or  other  causes,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  or 
any  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  or  any  official  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  may  cut  any  wire,  Avircs,  cables  or  appurtenances  belonging  to  said 
Company,  and  keep  the  same  so  cut  until  such  danger  is  past. 

(  II.)  The  Company, the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  and  binds  itself 
to  hold  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  harmless  for  any  and  all  damage  done  by

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J.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  all  work  of 
construction  or  repair  of  its  conduits  and  other  appurtenances,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  inspectors  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  the  expenses  of  such  inspectors  shall  he  paid  by 
the  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana;  and  failure  to  make  such  payment  when  so  demanded  shall 
constitute  a  breach  of  the  bond  provided  for  in  Section  4  of  this  contract. 

I  \\.)  The  Company,  the  parly  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  to  present  plans 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  work  of  puttingits  wires  under  ground  within 
tlu'  district  herein  named,  and  making  the  changes  provided  lor  in  this  contract 
within  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  an  ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council,  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  within 
thirty  days  after  approval  of  such  plans,  the  Company  agrees  to  enter  upon  the 
work  and  prosecute  the  same  without  delay,  and  have  snch  underground  work  com- 
pleted and  the  surface  of  the  streets  restored  to  the  condition  in  which  they  were 
found,  by  September  first,  1897,  and  all  poles  and  wires  removed  by  December. 
thirty-first,  1897,  or  before  if  possible,  unless  prevented  by  injunction  or  other 
causes  over  which  this  Company  has  no  control. 

(L.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  that  it  will  not,  at  any

(S. )  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  re- 
move from  North,  East.  South  and  West  streets,  and  all  the  territory  bounded  by 
the  same,  all  its  poles,  wires  and  appurtenances  by  December  31,  1897,  except  such 
as  may  be  necessary  for  local  distribution;  and,  upon  failure  so  to  remove  them, 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  shall  have  the 
right  to  remove  the  same,  and  the  cost  oi  so  doing  shall,  upon  demand  of  the  City 
Comptroller,  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  failure  to  pay  such  cost

(W. )  It  is  understood  that  the  rights  herein  granted  to  go  underground  and 
make  local  distribution  as  above  provided  shall  not  enlarge  any  rights  or  privileges 
in  Indianapolis  which  the  Company  enjoys  under  ordinances,  contracts  or  otherwise, 
except  as  herein  provided.

and  appurtenances  thereto,  underground,  and  to  string  and  erect  wires,  cables,  poles 
and  proper  fixtures  and  appurtenances  suitable  for  telephone  and  telegraph  uses, 
overhead,  in  and  through  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places  of  said  City, 
and  to  operate  a  telephone  exchange,  and  furnish  telephonic  service  to  the  subscribers 
of  such  exchange,  upon  the  following  conditions,  terms  and  limitations,  to-wit: 

Said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to  place  underground  all  its 
wires  and  appurtenances  in  and  along  North  street,  in  and  along  East  street,  in 
and  along  South  street,  in  and  along  West  street,  and  in  all  the  territory  bounded 
by  said  North,  East,  South  and  West  streets;  and  before  entering  upon  the  work  of 
placing  such  wires  and  appurtenances  underground  within  the  territory  herein 
designated,  is  to  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  a  plan,  map  and  specifications  showing  the  exact  location  and  character 
of  the  proposed  work  within  said  territory,  and  agrees  that  any  other  low  tension 
electric  company  may,  at  the  same  time,  lay  conduits,  ducts  and  ap- 
purtenances thereto  in  the  same  trench  opened  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part  upon  pre-payment  by  said  other  company  of  its  pro  rata  share 
of  the  estimated  cost  of  digging  said  trenches,  the  re-filling  and  re-paving  of  the

and  all  work  performed  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  its  agents, 
officers  or  employes,  or  by  its  authority  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
Board  of  Public  Works. 

2.  It  is  especially  understood  and  agreed  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second 
part,  that  there  shall  be  no  poles  or  aerial  structures,  cables  or  wires  erected,  con- 
structed or  operated  by  it  within  said  city,  bounded  as  follows:  On  the  north  by 
North  street,  on  the  east  by  East  street,  on  the  south  by  South  street,  and  on  the 
west  by  West  street,  or  upon  any  or  either  of  the  above  named  streets,  and  within 
3aid  ana  all  wires  of  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  underground; 
Provided,  however,  That  service  and  exchange  connections  may  be  made  above  the 
surface  so  far  as  are  necessary  for  such  connections,  all  such  surface  and  aerial 
cables,  wires,  fixtures  or  structures  for  such  purpose  to  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to 
the  approval  and  order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 
and  wherever  there  are  any  poles  erected,  or  aerial  structures  within  the  territory 
above  named,  such  poles  shall  be  erected  within  the  alleys  of  such  City,  and  at 
such  points  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

'■'>.  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  above  priv- 
ileges granted  to  it,  its  successors  and  assigns,  fully  agrees  and  hereby  binds  itself, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  namely: 
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(A.)  The  right  hereby  granted  to  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  to  Jay, 
erect,  build  and  operate  telephone  and  telegraph  wires  and  exchanges  shall  be 
limited  to  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
1896,  and  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  August,  1926.  And  the  Company,  party 
of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  make  no  claim  of  any  kind  to  any 
right  to  exist  and  do  business  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  after  the  thirtieth  day  of 
August,  1926,  whether  founded  upon  its  so-called  charter  or  corporate  rights,  or 
upon  any  other  grounds,  unless  by  renewal  of  franchise. 

(B.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  place 
all  its  wires,  cables,  conduits,  ducts  and  appurtenances  underground  within  and 
along  North  street,  within  and  along  East  street,  within  and  along  South  street, 
within  and  along  West  street,  and  all  the  territory  bounded  by  and  within  said 
streets,  except  such  aerial  poles,  cables  and  wires  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  may  give  its  express  permission  to  be  allowed  to  exist 
in  such  territory  for  local  distribution;  and  all  poles  within  such  territory  shall 
be  placed  in  alleys.  Ail  such  overhead  poles,  cables  and  wires  within  such  terri- 
tory, and  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  shall  be  constructed  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  ;  and  before  beginning  work 
of  any  kind  within  such  City,  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  file 
with  the  Board,  maps,  plans  and  specifications  showing  where  and  how  such  work 
is  to  be  done,  which  maps,  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  approved  by  said  Board 
before  the  work  is  begun. 

(  C.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  expressly  agrees  and  binds  itself 
to  give  the  City  of  Indianapolis  the  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  top  cross-arm 
on  all  poles  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

(  D.)  Within  the  underground  district  above  named,  including  all  the  territory 
bounded  by  North  street  on  the  north,  East  street  on  the  east,  South  street  on  the 
south  and  West  street  on  the  west,  and  in  and  along  said  named  streets,  the  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  give  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  for  iis  use  one  duct  in  the  conduits  constructed  by  it  in  the  streets, 
avenues,  alleys  and  public  places;  and  from  time  to  time,  as  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  furnish,  put  in  and  connect  up  and 
keep  in  repair  such  wires  as  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  requires 
for  its  use  for  such  Police  Patrol  system  as  may  hereafter  be  adopted,  and  to  furnish 
and  connect  up  with  the  wires  put  underground  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  its 
Fire  Department  purposes,  wires  connecting  with  said  Fire  Department  wires  at  the 
underground  limits  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  extend  the  same  to  such  points  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  of  said  City ;  Provided,  That 
the  Company  is  to  furnish  only  such  Fire  Department  wires  as  are  not  provided  for 
in  the  contract  of  the  City  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Co.,  and  the  Company 
shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  or  replace  any  such  wires  or  cables  after  once 
doing  so. 

(E.)  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to 
furnish,  erect  and  maintain  on  rights  of  way  furnished  by  the  City,  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  poles  at  outlying  points  not  reached  by  it,  and  which  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis may  find  it  necessary  to  reach  for  its  Police,  Fire  and  other  departments, 
the  ownership  of  said  poles  to  remain  in  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
and  said  Company  to  have  the  right  to  use  such  poles  at  any  time  in  common  with 
the  City,  provided  that  the  top  cross-arm  of  said  poles  shall  always  be  at  the  exclu- 
sive disposal  of  said  City. 

(  F.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  ' 
pay  to  the  City  Comptroller,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  privileges 
herein  granted,  on  September  1,  1900,  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) ;  on  September 
1,  1901,  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000) ;  on  September  1,  1902,  three  thousand  dol- 
lars ($3,000);  on  September  1,  1903,  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000) ;  on  September 
1,  1904,  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000) ;  on  September  1,  1905,  six  thousand  dollars 
($6,000),  and  on  September  1st  of  each  and  every  year  after  1905,  so  long  as  the 
Company  shall  operate  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  it  agrees  and  binds  itself 
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to  pay  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  the  sum  of  six  thousand 
dollers  ($6,000),  and  failure  to  pay  said  amount  when  due  shall  constitute  a  breach 
of  any  bond  in  existence  at  the  time  of  such  failure  to  make  payment. 

(G.)  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  that  if  it  shall  at  any 
time  be  opening  trenches,  or  be  going  into  trenches  opened  by  other  low  tension  electric 
companies,  that  such  company  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  opening  of  the 
trench,  the  digging  into  the  streets  and  the  damages  done  by  it  to  any  street,  avenue, 
alley  or  public  place  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

(H.)  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  the  prices 
to  be  charged  by  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
for  telephone  and  telegraph  service  furnished  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
shall  be  as  follows : 

For  all  telephones  and  telegraph  service  in  places  of  business  within  a  radius  of 
two  miles  of  the  Company's  exchange,  the  entire  charge  for  use,  rental  and  all  other 
purposes,  shall  not  exceed  forty-two  dollars  ($42)  per  annum,  with  an  additional 
charge  of  six  dollars  ($6)  per  annum  for  each  additional  mile  or  fraction  thereof 
that  subscribers'  instruments  may  be  located  from  said  exchange,  unless  by  special 
request  of  persons,  firms  or  corporations  desiring  to  be  furnished  special  service. 

For  all  telephones  and  the  use  thereof,  including  the  Company's  exchange  service 
and  charges  of  every  kind  and  description,  in  residences,  for  residence  purposes 
only,  within  a  radius  of  two  miles  from  the  Company's  exchange,  the  charge  or 
rental  shall  not  exceed  thirty  dollars  ($30)  per  annum,  with  an  additional  charge 
of  six  dollars  ($6)  per  annum  for  each  additional  mile  or  fraction  thereof  that  said 
residence  telephone  and  service  may  be  located  from  such  exchange ;  all  said  rentals 
and  charges  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that 
these  charges  shall  cover  each,  every  and  all  things  for  which  a  demand  may  be 
made  by  the  Company,  or  any  one  for  or  on  its  behalf,  directly  or  indirectly,  against 
any  subscriber  or  user  of  the  telephones.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  price  to  be 
charged  by  said  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  telephones,  telephone 
service  and  the  use  of  the  same  by  the  City,  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  all  telephones  for  the  use  of  the  City,  and  connected  with  the  Company's 
exchange,  eighteen  dollars  ($18)  per  annum,  and  for  all  telephones  which  are  con- 
nected with  the  City's  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  exchange,  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per 
annum,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  to  furnish  at  these  rates  such 
number  of  telephones  as  the  City  may,  from  time  to  time,  desire. 

The  Company  further  agrees  that  any  telephones  not  connected  with  the  Com- 
pany's exchange,  for  other  than  city  use,  including  a  telephone  at  each  end  of  the 
line,  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  twelve  dollars  ($12)  per  annum  for  each  telephone, 
or  twenty-four  dollars  per  annum  for  the  two,  payable  quarterly  in  advance;  Pro- 
vided, The  lessee  equips  and  keeps  in  repair  his  own  line,  otherwise  to  be  a  matter 
of  contract  between  the  lessor  and  lessee. 

The  Company  further  agrees  and  binds  itself  not  to  increase  the  charges  herein 
mentioned  during  any  portion  of  the  period  for  which  it  is  granted  a  right  to  do 
business  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  if  any  increase  shall  be  made  in 
the  prices  herein  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  a  breach  of  the  bond,  and  if  such  over- 
charge shall  not  be  refunded  on  demand,  the  subscriber  shall  recover  an  amount 
equal  to  one  year's  subscription,  to  which  shall  be  added  attorney's  fees. 

( I. )  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  in  times 
of  danger  from  fire,  or  other  causes,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  of 
any  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety,  or  any  official  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  may  cut  any  wire,  wires,  cables  or  appurtenances  belonging  to  said 
Company,  and  keep  the  same  so  cut  until  such  danger  is  past. 

|  .].)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  and  binds  itself 
to  hold  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  harmless  for  any  and  all  damage  done  by 
it  to  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places  within  such  City  in  the  building  and 
construction  of  its  work,  underground  or  aerial,  and  to  restore  all  streets,  avenues, 
alleys  and  public  places  to  the  same  condition  after  the  completion  of  its  work,  as 
such  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places  were  in  before  being  cut  into  by  the 
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Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part;  such  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public 
places,  to  be,  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  in  all  cases, 
repaved  with  the  same  material  with  which  they  were  paved  before  being 
disturbed  by  the  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  or  with  such  mate- 
rial and  in  such  manner,  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana;  and  at  all  times  to  make  any  and  all 
repairs  which  may  be  necessary  to  any  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public 
places  which  may,  at  any  time,  be  caused  by  the  digging,  cutting  into  and  occu- 
pancy of  such  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places  by  the  Company,  the  party 
of  the  second  part;  and  not  to  dig,  cut  into  or  remove  material  from  the  surface  or

And  the 
Company  further  agrees  that  if  the  City  shall  be  involved  in  any  action  or  suit  on 
account  of  any  negligence,  use  or  occupancy  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and 
public  places,  herein  mentioned,  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  upon 
notice  from  the  City,  or  its  proper  officers,  shall  appear  and  defend  such  action  or 
suit  without  expense  to  the  City. 

(K.)  The  party  of  the  first  part,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  inspect,  superintend  and 
control  the  construction  of  the  conduits,  man-holes  and  other  appurtenances  con- 
structed under  this  agreement;  and  the  City  reserves  the  right  from  time  to  time  to 
order  any  change  made,  for  city  purposes,  either  in  the  construction,  material  or 
manner  of  keeping  or  operating  the  same,  or  the  location  in  the  street.

nance of  the  Common  Council,  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis; 
and  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  ninety  days  agrees  to  enter 
upon  said  work  and  prosecute  the  same  without  delay,  and  to  have  said  underground 
work  completed  and  the  streets  restored  to  the  condition  in  which  they  were  found, 
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and  its  entire  plant  completed  and  in  operation  by  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,; 
1897,  unless  delayed  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  legal  proceedings. 

|  X.)     The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  that  it  will  not,  at  an 
time,  open  or  encumber  more  of  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place  than  ma; 
be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  the  work  with  proper  economy  and  efficiency  i 
laving  its  wires,  cables,  conduits,  conductors  and  other  appurtenances;  nor  shall  i 
permit  the  opening  or  incumbrance  to  remain  for  a  longer  period  than  may  b 
necessary,  within  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  lndi-^ 
anapolis,  to  do  the  work  which  said  opening  may  have  been  made  for;  and  it  shal 
put  and  maintain  about  said  openings  and  incumbrances  such  barriers  and  lights  ai 
will  effectually  prevent  the  happening  of  any  accident  by  reason  of  such  opening 
and  incumbrances,  or  either  of  them.

Indianapolis,  and  agrees  in  all  cases  to  abide  by  his  decision  as  to  the  amount  q 
space  necessary  to  be  torn  up,  removed  or  disturbed. 

(R.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  that  the  timber  an 
height  of  poles,  kind,  size  and  manner  of  attaching  cross-arms,  and  the  manne 
of  attaching  cables  and  wires  to  every  pole  or  system  of  poles  proposed  to  hi 
erected  at  any  time,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Publij 
Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  said  Board  reserves  the  right  t 
modify  the  approval  above  provided  for  at  any  time,  and  to  order  modifies 
tions,  general  or  particular,  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned  details.

(U.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  pay 
any  and  all  costs  of  any  and  every  kind  arising  from  any  cause  whatever,  for  which 
the  City  may,  under  any  circumstances,  be  deemed  liable,  arising  out  of  the  con- 
struction, repair  or  occupancy  of  any  of  its  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  public  places, 
underground  or  overhead,  and  to  pay  the  same  upon  demand  of  the  City  Comp- 
troller ;  and  failure  to  pay  such  cost  and  expense  shall  constitute  a  breach  of  the  bond 
provided  for  in  Section  5  of  this  contract. 

(V.)  The  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  all  powers 
which  may  be  now  or  hereafter  vested  in  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis to  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  public  places,  to  prevent 
the  incumbering  of  the  same,  to  regulate  and  protect  all  sewers,  and  to  prohibit  the 
digging  into  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places,  or  in  any  manner  injuring  or 
disturbing  the  same,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public 
places ;  and  all  other  police  powers  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  and  may  be  exe- 
cuted by  said  Common  Council  at  any  time;  and  all  provisions  contained  in  this 
contract  shall  be  subject  to  the  exercise  of  such  powers. 

(W.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  it  will 
furnish,  draw  in  and  connect  up  such  telephonic  wires  or  cables  which  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  may  require  within  the  underground  district  for  such  police  patrol 
system  as  may  be  adopted  by  it,  and  for  the  public  uses  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of 
said  City. 

(X.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  that  it  will  have 
in  complete  operation,  connected  up  with  sufficient  wires  and  cables,  a  telephonic 
exchange  capable  of  accommodating  two  thousand  subscribers,  by  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  1897,  and  that  it  will  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000)  in  addition  to  other  bonds  herein  mentioned,  which  bond  of  five 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  declared  forfeited  unless  it  has  in  operation  a  telephone 
exchange,  cables,  wires  and  apparatus  for  accommodating  two  thousand  subscribers 
by  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1897;  and  it  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed 
that  said  bond  for  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  the  amount  due  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, Indiana,  as  liquidated  damages  if  said  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 
fails  to  have  such  exchange  and  plant  in  operation  by  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1897,  unless  delayed  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  legal  proceed- 
ings not  instigated  by  the  Company.

Under  this  order  of  business,  the  following  ordinance  was  intro- 
duced : 

By  Mr.  Colter  (by  request) : 

G.  O.  No.  47,  1896.  An  ordinance  regulating  pawnbrokers,  second-hand  dealers; 
providing  a  penalty  for  violation  thereof;  repealing  conflicting  ordinances,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  any  person  who  loans  money  on  deposit  or  pledge  of  personal  property,  or 
other  valuable  thing,  or  who  deals  in  the  purchasing  of  personal  property,  or  other 
valuable  thing,  on  condition  of  selling  the  same  back  again  at  a  stipulated  price, 
is  hereby  defined  and  declared  to  be  a  pawnbroker. 

Sec.  2.  Every  pawnbroker  and  loanbroker,  or  keeper  of  a  loan  office,  shall  keep 
a  book,  in  which  shall  be  fairly  and  plainly  written  in  ink,  at  the  time  of  each  loan, 
an  accurate  account  and  description,  in  the  English  language,  of  the  goods,  article 
or  other  thing  pawned  or  pledged  ;  the  amount  of  money  loaned  thereon  ;  the  time 
of  pledging  the  same,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  pawning  or  pledging 
the  goods,  article  or  thing.  No  entry  in  such  book  shall  be  erased,  obliterated  or 
defaced. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  book,  as  well  as  every  article  or  other  thing  of  value  pawned 
or  pledged,  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of 
the  police  force. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  licensed  person  aforesaid,  to  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  every  day,  before  the  hour  of  12  a.  m.,  a 
legible  and  correct  copy  from  the  book  required  in  section  2  hereof  of  all  personal 
property  and  other  valuable  things,  received  on  deposit  or  purchased  during  the 
preceding  day,  together  with  the  time,  meaning  the  hour  when  received  or  pur- 
chased, and  a  description  of  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  left  in  pledge,  or  from 
whom  the  same  were  purchased. 
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Sec.  5.  No  personal  property  received  on  deposit,  purchased  or  pledged  by  any 
such  licensed  person,  shall  be  sold  or  permitted  to  be  redeemed  or  removed  from  the 
place  of  business  of  such  licensed  person  for  the  space  of  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  copy  and  statement  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  shall  have 
been  delivered  as  required  by  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  take  or  receive  in  pawn  or  pledge,, 
for  money  loaned,  any  property,  article  or  thing,  from  any  minor,  or  the  owner- 
ship of  which  is  in  or  which  is  claimed  by  any  minor,  or  which  may  be  in  the- 
possession  or  under  the  control  of  any  minor. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  licensed  person  aforesaid,  to  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police,  every  day  before  the  hour  of  12  o'clock  noon,. 
a  legible  and  correct  copy  from  the  book,  required  in  section  2  hereof,  giving  an  ac- 
curate account  and  description  of  each  and  all  of  the  articles  and  things  purchased 
during  the  preceding  day,  the  price  paid  therefor,  the  precise  time  of  purchase,  and 
the  names  and  residence  of  the  persons  from  whom  such  purchases  were  made. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  regulations,  requirements  or 
other  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  in  The  Sun,  a 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana.

Gentlemen — On  August  28th  the  heads  of  the  different  Departments  of  the  City 
met,  as  required  by  Section  50  of  the  City  Charter,  and  discussed  the  subject  of 
taxation  for  the  year  1897  and  submitted  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  neces- 
sary for  the  payment  of  municipal  expenses  during  that  period.  These  estimates 
have  received  the  very  careful  attention  of  the  Comptroller  and  various  Boards 
since  that  time.  I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Comptroller,  showing  the 
estimates  as  revised  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  This  report  shows  that  the  sum  of 
$919,230.43  will  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various  Departments 
next  year. 

Although  the  sum  of  $60,527.36  more  is  to  be  appropriated  this  year  than  last,  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  specific  items  of  increase,  which  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  public  welfare : 

For  Collection  and  Delivery  of  Garbage $30,000  00 

For  Electric  Lights  (additional) 10,000  00 

For  Water  (additional) 5,000  00 

For  Cleaning  Improved  Streets    (additional),   (made  necessary  by  the 

completion  of  a  large  number  of  newly  improved  streets) 5,000  00 

For  Repairing  Improved  Streets  (additional),   (made  necessary  by  the 

expiration  of  guarantees) 5,000  00 

For  Repairs  to  Pogue's  Run 5,000  00 

For  Electric  Light  Plant,  City  Hospital 2,000  00 

For  Increase  in  Fire  Force  on   account  of  New  Houses  and  Apparatus 

(salaries  only) 11,825  00 

Expense  of  October  Election,  1 897 8,000  00 

Total $81,825  00 
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I  concur  in  the  estimates  as  revised  by  the  Comptroller,  and  recommend  that 
the  amounts  specified  be  appropriated. 

I  also  concur  in  his  recommendation  that  the  tax  levy  be  fixed  at  60  cents  on 
the  $100.00  and  50  cents  on  each  poll.  It  is  estimated  that  this  levy  will  produce 
a  gross  revenue  from  taxation  of  $664,267.25.  From  this  must  be  deducted  the 
sum  of  $10,829.37  for  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund,  as  provided  by  law,  leaving  the 
net  amount  to  be  received  $653,437.88.  Estimating  the  miscellaneous  receipts  at 
$240,000.00  (which  is  approximately  the  average  for  several  years  past),  the  amount 
to  be  received  next  year  would  be  $893,437.88.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
balance  on  hand  January  1st,  which  will  provide  sufficient  revenue  to  pay  the 
appropriations  for  next  year. 

While  the  City  has  been  growing  rapidly  and  the  expenses  necessarily  increas- 
ing in  all  departments  and  an  appropriation  for  the  collection  of  garbage  provided 
for  (which  has  been  under  discussion  for  several  years,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
with  the  strictest  economy,  we  will  have  sufficient  money  to  carry  on  the  City 
Government  without  an  increase  in  the  tax  levy.

A  pp.  O.  No.  7,  1890.  An  ordinance  appropriating  moneys  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  current  expenses  of  the  City  Government  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  and  for  the  use  of  the  several  executive  departments  thereof,  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  January  1,  1897,  and  ending  December  31,  1897,  including  all  out- 
standing claims  and  obligations  which  become  due  and  payable  within  said  period 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  out  of  the  funds  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  current  expenses  of  the 
government  of  said  city  and'  for  the  use  of  the  several  executive  departments  thereof, 
for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1S97,  and  ending  December  31,  1897,  in- 
cluding all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  existing  on  the  first  day  of  such 
fiscal  year,  which  may  become  due  and  payable  before  its  expiration,  the  following 
sums  of  money  for  the  different  departments  of  said  city,  and  for  the  several  pur- 
poses as  hereinafter  set  forth  : 

DEPAKTMENT  OF  FINANCE. 

1.  For  the  payment  of  Improvement  Bonds  numbered  11  to  20  inclusive,  1896, 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 

2.  For  interest  and  exchange  on  the  said  bonded  indebtedness,  the  sum  of  fifty- 
seven  thousand  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  ($57,036.98). 

3.  For  the  assessment  of  City  Property,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
($2,500). 

4.  For  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  City  Officers,  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  ($4,000). 

5.  For  books,  stationery  and  supplies  of  the  Finance  Department,  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000). 

6.  For  the  salaries  of  twenty-one  (21)  Councilmen,  at  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($150)  per  annum,  the  sum  of  thirty-one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($3,150).

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  all  areas  and  space  under  any  sidewalk,  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place 
adjacent  to  any  property  line  shall  be  known  as  basement  area;  and  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  owner  of  property  bordering  upon  any 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place  to  make  excavation  under,  in  or  along  any 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place   without  first  obtaining  a  permit  so  to  do  from 

the  Building  Inspector  of  the' City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and   paying 

dollars  per  square  foot  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
for  the  space  covered  by  the  permit.  No  basement  area  or  space  shall  be  occupied 
under  in  or  along  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place  for  any  vault,  cellar-way, 
storage  room  or  other  public  purpose,  until  a  permit  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Building  Inspector  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as  provided  herein,  a»nd 

until  the  amount  of dollars  per  square  foot  for  the  space  so  to  be  occupied 

has  been  paid  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Sec.  2.  Ail  basement  areas  and  spaces  as  defined  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

Sec.  3.  Any  grant  of  license  or  privilege  to  use  the  basement  area  or  space 
herein  defined  shall  be  subject  to  such  use  as  the  City  may  find  it  necessary  to  make 
of  it  thereafter  for  its  own  purposes,  or  any  use  which  it  may  find  it  necessary  to 
grant  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

Sec.  4.  Anyone  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may 
be  added  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  each  day's 
occupancy  of  such  basement  area  or  space  without  permission  of  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  without  payment  of  the  sum  required  to  the  City  Comptroller,  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  all  riders  and  drivers  of  vehicles,  whether 
such  vehicles  are  drawn  or  propelled  by  animal  or  other  power,  to  ride  or  drive  on, 
over  and  along  the  middle,  or  on,  over  and  along  the  left  side  of  any  street  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  except  in  the  necessary  act  of  crossing  the  same,  or  of  pass- 
ing a  vehicle  going  in  the  same  direction,  and  all  such  riders  and  drivers  shall  keep, 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  to  the  right  of  such  street;  but  the  provision  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  street  railways. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  riding  or  driving  any  vehicle,  whether  such  vehicle  is 
drawn  or  propelled  by  animal  or  other  power,  using  any  of  the  streets  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  when  met  by  any  other  vehicle,  shall  keep  to  the  right,  and  when 
overtaken  by  any  vehicle,  he  shall  likewise  keep  to  the  right,  allowing  such  rider 
or  driver  to  pass  him  to  the  left,  so  as  in  both  cases  to  permit  such  vehicles  to  pass 
free  and  uninterrupted.

lorth  on  Fulton  street  to  Vermont  street;  thence  east  on  Vermont  street  to  North 
rsenal  avenue ;  thence  south  on  North  Arsenal  avenue  to  Vermont  street ;  thence 
ast  again  on  Vermont  street  to  North  State  avenue;  thence  north  on  North  State 
venue  to  Michigan  street;  and  thence  on  the  south  side  of  Michigan  street  to 
amsey  avenue ;  and  thence  north  on  said  Ramsey  avenue  to  Clifford  avenue. 

(D.)  The  party  of  the  second  part  promises,  agrees  and  binds  itself  to  give  the

Dear  Sir — Some  days  ago  the  question  was  propounded  to  me  verbally  or  in 
writing,  as  to  whether  the  City  can  prohibit  independent  or  private  scales  for  the 
weighing  of  hay. 

The  power  to  do  so  is  given  by  the  Charter ;  but  I  do  not  believe  it  has  ever 
been  exercised.  At  the  bottom  of  page  15  it  will  be  found  that  the  Common  Coun- 
cil has  the  power  "to  regulate  pounds,  market  houses,  market  places,  houses  of 
refuge,  pest  houses,  hospitals,  dispensaries,  engine  houses,  and  all  other  public  City 
institutions."  On  page  10  it  will  be  found  that  the  Common  Council  also  has 
power  "to  regulate  the  selling,  weighing,  measuring  of  hay,  wood,  etc.,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  their  inspection  and  sealing."  I  do  not  find  that  any  ordinance  has  ever 
been  passed  exercising  these  powers  in  such  a  way  as  to  cut  out  individual  or 
private  scales.  The  only  ordinance  that  seems  to  have  been  passed  on  the  subject 
will  be  found  on  page  747  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances,  and  this  provides  that  the 
City  Weigh  Master  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  City  public  scales  used  in 

|  weighing  cereals  and  other  farm  products  to  be  sold  on  the  markets   and  elsewhere. 

I  It  falls  short,  however,  of  providing  that  cereals  which  are  to  be  sold  in  the  City 
shall  be  weighed  at  such  public  scales,  and  fails  to  provide  for  their  inspection  and 
sealing.  The  ordinance  merely  defines  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  the  Weigh 
Master,  and  would  not  apply  to  any  one  operating  private  scales,  or  any  one  having 
hay  or  cereals  weighed  on  them,  as  it  does  not  prohibit  the  same,  and,  at  any  rate, 
has  no  penalty  clause. 
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I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  private  scales  can  not  be  prohibited  until 
further  action  is  taken.

free.  Or  he  will  meet  the  City  and  remodel  the  building  so  as  to  comply  with  all 
the  City's  demands  and  needs,  and  rent  them  only  such  space  therein  as  it  mayffl 
desire  on  terms  equally  reasonable  if  not  better  than  those  offered  by  any  other 
persons. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That  the  Council  appoint  a  committee  of  three  (3)  to  act  in 
concert  with  the  present  committee  who  has  this  question  under  consideration,  or 
with  such  committee  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  designate,  to  carefully 
investigate  this  site  and  confer  with  Mr.  Schurmann  or  his  representative  and  see) 
what  terms  can  be  effected,  and  report  to  this  body  at  next  regular  meeting.

ington  street  westward  to  its  intersection  with  Illinois  street;  thence  north  alonl 
the  east  side  of  Illinois  street  to  its  intersection  with  Ohio  street;  extending  thencj 
northwest   along  the  northeast  side  of    Indiana  avenue,  to  its  intersection  wit 
Michigan  street;  extending  thence  north  along  the  track  of  the  Cleveland,  Cinch) 
nati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  railroad  to  the  north  side  of  North  street.     Also  fror 
the  northeast  corner  of  Washington  and  Illinois  streets,  southwest  along  the  south 
east  side  of  Kentucky  avenue  to  Georgia  street ;  thence  along  Georgia  street  wesi 
ward  to  the  west  side  of  West  street.

Also  from  a  point  on  Meridian  street  fifty  feet  north  (I 
the  railway  tracks  through  the  place  immediately  north    of    the   Union   Statioi| 
westward  to  the  Union  Railway  Station.

street  westward  along  the  north  side  of  Market  street  to  its  intersection  with  thj 
easternmost  point  upon  Circle  street.     Also  from  the  southeast  side  of  Kentuck: 
avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Maryland  street,  to  the  Board  of  Trade  building. 
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Section  2.  The  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  above  privileges 
granted  to  it,  its  successors  and  assigns,  fully  agrees  and  hereby  binds  itself,  its  suc- 
essors  and  assigns,  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  namely : 

(A.)  That  it  will  remove  from  above  ground  all  wires  and  poles  of  every  kind

(C.)  The  party  of  the  second  part,  known  as  the  Company,  promises,  agrees  and

he  top  cross-arm  of  all  aerial  poles  erected  by  it  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,

armless  for  any  and  all  accidents  and  damages  of  any  and  every  kind  which  may 
esult  from  the  cutting  into,  digging  and  removing  material  from  the  streets,  avenues, 
lleys  and  public  places  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  And,  furthermore,  at 
11  times  to  keep  its  man-holes,  conduits,  ducts  and  other  appurtenances  thereto,  in  a 
afe  condition,  and  in  such  manner  as  is  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
f  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  without  cost  to  such  city;  and  failing  in 
uch  restoration  and  repairs,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
napolis,  Indiana,  may  order  any  work  done  which  it  may  deem  necessary,  at  the 
ost  of  the  party  of  the  second  part ;  and  on  failure  of  the  party  of  the  second  part 

pay  such  cost  the  same  shall  constitute  a  breach  of  the  bond  herein  provided

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(F.)     The  party  of  the  first  part,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  through  the  Board  o 
Public  Works,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  right  to  inspect  and  superintend  the  con 
st ruction  of   the  conduits,  man-holes  and  other  appurtenances  constructed  unde  ! 
this  agreement ;  and  the  city  reserves  the  right,  from  time  to  time,  to  order  any  chang 
in  the  location    in  the  street  for  city  purposes.     All  such  changes  or  alteration 
shall  be  made  by  the  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  without  expense  to  th 
City  ;  and  if  the  Company  (the  party  of  the  second  part)  fails  to  comply  with  an' 
order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  to  make  such  change  within  such  time  a 
may  be  specified  therein,  then  said  Board  may  cause  such  change  or  alteration  ti 
he  made  by  the  City,  and  the  Company  (the  party  of  the  second  part),  the  owner  o  j 
the  conduits  and  other  appurtenances  so  changed  or  altered,  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof 
on  demand  by  the  City  Comptroller ;  and  failure  to  pay  such  cost  shall  constitute  ;

inspector  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis i 
Indiana,  and  the  expense  of  such  inspector  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  seconti 
part  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana;  and  failure  t»| 
make  such  payment  when  so  demanded,  shall  constitute  a  breach  of  the  bond  pro 
vided  for  in  Section  3.  ! 

(H.)  The  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  put! 
ting  its  wires  underground  and  making  the  changes  provided  for  in  its  contract  j 
within  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Common  Council; 
by  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indij 
anapolis,  Indiana,  and  have  all  underground  work  completed  by  the  first  day  o ! 
November,  1897. 

(I.)  The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  that  it  will  not,  at  any  time,  open  oi 
encumber  more  of  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  place  than  may  be  necessar'j 
to  enable  it  to  perform  the  work  with  proper  economy  and  efficiency  in  laying  it.  I 
wires,  cables,  conduits  or  conductors ;  nor  shall  it  permit  the  opening  or  encum: 
brance  to  remain  for  a  longer  period  than  may  be  necessary,  within  the  judgment  o| 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  to  do  the  worlj 
which  said  opening  may  have  been  made  for;  and  it  shall  put  and  maintain  abouj

(J.)  The  Company,  the  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  to  present  plan  j 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  work  of  putting  its  wires  underground  at  thj 
places  herein  named,  and  of  making  the  changes  provided  for  in  this  contract 
within  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  an  ordinance  of  thi 
Common  Council,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  withii 
sixty  days  after  approval  of  such  plans,  the  Company  agrees  to  enter  upon  th|

Dear  Sir — I  enclose  a  little  interview,  which  I  see  was  printed  in  the  News  of  last 
night,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  those  who  are  endeavoring  to  keep  the  city  in 
its  present  excellent  condition.     A  little  attention  to  the  matter  now,  when  a  num- 
ber of  large  buildings  are  beginning  to  use  coal,  will  spread  as  the  number  increases 
until  we  will  be  saved  nine-tenths  of  the  annoyance  which  is  incident  to  the  return! 
to  the  use  of  coal.     I  saw  the  invention  at  work  at  the  location  named  in  Louis-: 
ville,  at  the  wholesale  establishment  of  J.  M.  Robinson,  Norton  &  Co.,  at  the  corner 
of  Sixth  and  Main  streets,  or  Seventh  and  Main  Streets,  I  have  forgotten  which.    It  I 
is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  piece  of  ordinary  steam  pipe  attached  to  some  con-  j 
venient  place  upon   the  boiler,  and   the  nozzles  which  spray  the  steam  in  the  con-! 
densed  smoke  that  arises  at  the  point  of  combustion  are  placed  through  the  fire-box  j 
front,  attached  with  valves  to  this  steam  pipe,  so  that  the  amount  of  steam  is  regu- 1 
lated  by  ordinary  valves.     The  total  expense,  as  stated  in  the  interview,  is  not  over! 
$15  or  $20;  if  parties  can  do  their  own  connecting,  it  would  merely  be  the  expense^ 
of  pipe  and  fittings.     The  result  was  very  satisfactory  with  this  concern  in  Louis- 1 
ville,  the  saving  in  coal  alone  more  than  paying  for  the  expense  of  putting  it  in  inH 
one  month,  and  thereby  relieves  the  constant  work  of  the  fireman  in   keeping  the! 
flues  of  the  boiler  clean,  as  the  perfect  combustion  of  all  the  carbon  prevented  any, 
settling  of  soot  upon  the  boiler  flues  or  front.

Building,  Blind  Asylum,  and  other  concerns  that  are  using  coal,  and  showing  that] 
it  is  a  matter  not  only  of  cleanliness  to  the  city,  but  an  actual  saving  in  fuel  bills  ' 
I  do  not  see  why  we  can  not  put  a  stop  to  this  large  amount  of  smoke,  which  begins! 
to  dim  the  atmosphere,  and  still  retain  the  clear  sky  and  pure  air  which  have  been! 
the  beauty  of  our  city.     I  think  that  all  that  is  needed  is  to  have  this  matter  prop-:! 
erly  brought    to    the  attention    of  those  who   are  using   coal,  and    as    a  matter  of 
economy  to  themselves,  if  not  for  the  beauty  of  the  city,  they  would  be  willing  tri 
at  least  investigate  the  matter  and  probably  put  in  the  same  to  the  mutual  advan  j

Communication  from  Board  of  Park  Commissioners: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — We  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  a  plan  for  a  system  of 
public  parks  and  driveways  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  We  had  expected  to  be 
able  to  accompany  this  communication  with  a  description  of  the  property  selected, 
together  with  a  roll  showing  the  amounts  assessed  for  damages  and  benefits  by  Joseph 
F.  Flack,  Daniel  Burton  and  Charles  E.  Coffin,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Judge  of 
the  Marion  Circuit  Court  to  make  said  appraisement,  but  the  labor  incident  to  the 
preparation  of  description  of  something  like  twenty  thousand  pieces  of  property 
las  delayed  the  preparation  of  said  roll,  which  is  being  prepared  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. In  lieu  thereof  we  submit  an  approximate  statement  of  the  cost  of  the  prop- 
erty as  follows :

In  the  selection  of  the  lands  for  the  large  system  in  which  we  have  located  drive- 
rays,  playgrounds,  etc.,  we  have  been  governed  by  the  following  circumstances: 

First.  That  the  park  may  be  quickly  reached  by  being  located  near  the  business 
enter  of  the  city. 

Second.     That  the  cost  of  the  lands  may  not  be  too  expensive. 

Third.  That  an  unsightly  part  of  the  city  may  be  transformed  into  one  of 
'eauty  and  usefulness. 

Fourth.  That  the  park  system  might  have  the  advantage  of  the  water  supply  of 
rall  Creek,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  it  with  artificial  lakes  and  water  falls,  and 
t  the  same  time,  provide  a  large  reservoir  for  the  storage  of  water  for  the  use  of 
ie  Water  Company  in  times  when  needed. 

Fifth.  That  the  length  of  the  park  will  enable  us  to  make  a  beautiful  driveway 
t  about  six  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 

Sixth.  That  in  selecting  the  location  we  have  acted  upon  the  advice  and  counsel 
f  some  of  the  best  landscape  engineers  in  the  country,  all  of  whom  have  agreed, 
iter  a  careful  survey  of  the  available  lands  surrounding  the  city,  that  for  the  pur- 
ose  named  the  lands  selected  are  decidedly  the  most  desirable. 

In  locating  the  small  squares  within  the  city  we  have  endeavored  to  select  unim- 
roved  property,  such  as  can  be  secured  without  too  much  cost  and  at  the  same 
me  be  convenient  of  access  to  the  greatest  possible  number  of  people  who  are  now 
'mote  from  such  advantages.     In  order  that  you  may  be  better  advised  on  that 
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question,  we  submit  herewith  a  map  of  the  city  which  will   indicate  to  you  theii 
location,  as  well  as  the  two  artificial  lakes,  to  be  formed  by  dams  across  Fall  Creek 
which  will  cover  an  area  of  two  hundred  and  two  (202)  acres.     These  lakes  will  bt 
accessible  for  pleasure  boating  and  bathing  in  the  summer  as  well  as  skating  ant; 
ice  privileges  in  the  winter.     It  is  proposed  to  utilize  the  power  afforded  by  the  daim ' 
in  providing  ample  water  with  a  stand-pipe  of  sufficient  capacity  to  run  fountains  ! 
generate  electricity  to  light  the  park  and  furnish  water  for  irrigation,  sprinkling! 
and  such  other  purposes  as  may  be  found  to  be  desirable. 

The  lands  along  the  driveways  will  be  gradually  improved  by  sowing  grass  seed 
planting  trees,  shrubs,  flowers  and  placing  fountains  at  convenient  points.  Ample 
provision  will  be  made  for  children's  play-grounds,  picnics,  athletic  sports  and  pub: 
lie  meetings,  making  it  a  desirable  and  attractive  resort  for  the  people. 

For  the  purpose  of  purchasing  said  lands  and  converting  them  into  public  park.' 
and  squares  for  the  city  in  accordance  with  said  plans,  or  as  may  hereafter  bt 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners,  we  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  five  hundrec 
thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  be  made,  in  accordance  with  the  law  provided  for  thai 
purpose,  referred  to  in  section  12  of  the  "Act  to  establish  a  Department  of  Public  i 
Parks,"  etc.,  approved  March  1,  1895,  we  suggest  that  such  appropriation  be  pro  | 
vided  for  by  an  issue  of  bonds  having  thirty  years  to  run  and  bearing  interest  at  n 
rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum  (and  we  have  assurance  that  by  the 
time  needed  the  rate  need  not  exceed  three  per  cent.).     The  annual  interest  on  suclj 
an  issue  of  bonds  at  three  per  cent,  based  on  the  present  tax  duplicate  of  the  city  j 
which  is  $108,282,375,  the  required  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  on  each  one! 
thousand  dollars  assessment  will  be  less  than  fourteen  cents,  certainly  a  very  smal 
amount  when  the  benefits  to  be  derived  are  duly  considered.     In  making  this  recom  i 
mendation  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  this  city  has  within  the  last  ter  j 
vears  increased  in  population  from  93,284  to  about  175,000,  a  gain  of  81,716,  and  ill 
taxable  property  from  $48,960,535  to  $108,292,375,  an  increase  of  $59,331,840.    W«| 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  improvements  proposed  will  materially  aid  in  its  futur<; 
growth  and  prosperity;  that  as  it  increases  in  population  the  greater  will  be  th< ; 
demand  for  such  facilities;  that  this  is  the  most  favorable  time  the  city  will  eve  i 
have  to  acquire  the  property,  for  each  succeeding  year  will  make  it  more  difficul 
to  obtain  and  more  expensive  to  buy ;  that  by  the  time  the  bonds  will  mature  th» 
property,  with  its  improvements  and  surroundings,  will  make  it  worth  many  time,  j 
its  cost.     And  the  city  will  have  grown  largely  in  wealth  and  population,  conse! 
quently  the  per  cent,  on  its  assessed  valuation  necessary  to  be  collected  for  the  pay  i 
ment  of  the  debt  will  be  then  proportionately  less;  in  the  meantime  the  park  will 
become  the  chief  attraction  of  the  city,  a  source  of  pleasure  for  our  people  and  :  I 
great  blessing  to  the  many  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  such  comfort 
as  they  will  afford.     While  the  city  is  securing  a  desirable  system  of  parks,  nearl; 
all  the  money  expended  in  this  improvement  will  provide  employment  to  a  largj 
number  of  resident  laborers. 

Indianapolis  is  largely  deficient  in  park  facilities  as  compared  with  other  citie  ■ 
in  the  United  States.  We  call  your  attention  to  the  following  statement,  which  i| 
taken  from  the  official  reports  of  the  cities  named,  giving  respectively  their  popula  j 
tion  and  the  number  of  persons  they  have  to  one  acre  of  public  parks:

While  Indianapolis,  with  a  population  of  about  175,000  has  1,508  people  to  ou 
acre  of  pa  rk  land,  a  deficiency  in  acreage  of  more  {.han  eight  times  the  average  show  ( 
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in  the  above  statement.  In  addition  to  such  deficit  in  park  acreage,  our  city,  on 
account  of  the  level  lands  surrounding  it,  its  lack  of  navigable  waters,  makes  it 
largely  devoid  of  many  interesting  and  picturesque  features  that  are  to  be  found 
adjoining  many  other  cities,  consequently,  to  make  it  more  inviting  and  desirable 
as  a  city  to  live  in,  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  advantage  of  what  resources  we 
have  by  building  up  a  liberal  and  attractive  system  of  public  parks. 

While  it  is  true  that  a  debt  of  any  kind  under  ordinary  circumstances  should 
not  be  encouraged,  either  public  or  private,  there  are  times  in  the  affairs  of  either 
when  it  becomes  necessary,  to  advance  their  interests,  to  do  so,  especially  when  such 
obligations  are  based  on  solid  worth.  Then  it  assumes  the  character  of  an  invest- 
ment, and  we  believe  this  is  the  nature  of  our  recommendations.  While  Indian- 
apolis has  doubled  her  population  and  taxable  assets  within  the  last  decade,  which 
is  largely  due  to  her  public  improvements,  a  great  proportion  of  the  property 
embraced  in  the  park  system,  owing  to  its  peculiar  location  and  surroundings,  has 
not  advanced  one  dollar  in  value,  but  must  necessarily  feel  the  effects  of  the  city's 
prosperity  in  the  near  future,  consequently  the  investment  will  become  a  profitable 
one. 

Under  the  Park  Act  your  Commissioners  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  sell  such 
lands,  should  it  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  do  so,  or  they 
may  sell  a  part  thereof  to  be  used  in  park  improvements.  We  have  regarded  that 
dea  with  some  favor,  especially  such  tracts  as  are  favorably  located  outside  and 
lear  the  main  driveways  of  the  Fall  Creek  system  for  resident  purposes,  which 
las  been  done  with  success  in  other  cities. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  city  indebtedness  will,  in  the  end,  go  to  the  limit  and 
requently  anticipate  incoming  revenues.  There  is  no  doubt  such  will  be  the  case 
n  this  city.  Now  that  we  have  a  surplus  beyond  the  limit,  can  there  be  any  more 
profitable  manner  of  disposing  of  a  portion  of  the  same  in  the  interest  of  the  city, 
jy  encouraging  its  prosperity  and  for  the  pleasure  of  its  people,  than  by  investing 
t  in  a  system  of  public  parks? 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  disposition  of  other  cities  in  regard  to 
idvancing  their  public  improvements  by  adding  to  their  indebtedness,  and  subjoin 
he  following  statement  which  will  show  that  they  have  not  been  as  conservative  as 
ndianapolis  in  that  respect:

and  while  the  city  is  enabled  to  make  the  appropriation  within  its  constitutional 
limit  of  indebtedness. 

In  assessing  benefits  against  adjoining  property,  or  that  in  close  proximity  to  tin] 
parks,  it  is  not  the  desire  of  the  Commissioners  to  make  the  amounts  so  excessive! 
as  to  cause  the  owners  serious  inconvenience,  and  for  those  who  would  prefer  to  pa\j 
such  assessment  in  installments  we  shall  present  a  bill  to  the  Legislature,  which,  i| 
passed,  will  enable  them  to  do  so  in  ten  yearly  payments,  the  same  as  now  provide*;  | 
for  street  improvements. 

It  is  a  demonstrated  fact  that  in  all  cities  where  public  parks  have  been  estal 
lished  that  the  contiguous  properties  have  received  the  greatest  benefits  by  an  increas* 
in  value  over  what  they  were  before  the  parks  were  located.  Such  no  doubt  wonk 
be  the  case  in  this  city,  and  owners  of  such  property  will  be  condemned  by  publi' 
opinion  if  they  shall  oppose  this  improvement  when  a  reasonable  assessment  i. 
ordered  against  the  land.  ' 

While  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  best  interest  of  our  city  to  purchase  aljij 
the  tracts  of  land  we  have  mentioned  in  this  communication,  however,  if  it  is  nod 
deemed  advisable  to  do  so,  we  especially  desire  to  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  o| 
securing  what  we  term  the  Fall  Creek  system. 

We  have  given  the  park  question  much  time  and  thought  and  feel  deeply  inter  ( 
ested  in  its  success,  believing  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  all  classes  of  ou  I 
citizens,  and  if  consummated  it  will  materially  add  to  the  pleasure  as  well  as  valu  | 
to  their  property  in  every  part  of  the  city.  It  will  cause  other  improvements  to  b<J 
made  on  lands  along  the  line  of  the  park  system  that  are  now  neglected  and  con  J 
sidered  of  but  little  value,  sufficient  in  time  to  produce  a  tax  revenue  on  such  prop! 
erty  alone  ample  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds.  Such  theories  urge  us  to  John 
you  in  the  responsibility  of  such  an  undertaking,  and  should  our  request  meet  witf 
your  approbation,  Ave  ask  that  our  names  be  inscribed  with  yours  upon  such  ;j 
monument — a  monument  that  will  be  as  lasting  in  the  gratitude  of  the  people  M 
the  name  our  city  bears.

In 
establishing  said  system,  Meridian  street  shall  constitute  the  meridian  line,  from 
which  all  of  said  streets  running  east  and  west  shall  be  numbered  each  way  upon 
the  basis  of  one  hundred  (100)  numbers  to  each  square;  the  first  number  of  each 
square  beginning  with  the  first  number  of  the  number  of  hundreds  its  relative 
position  from  said  meridian  line  shall  indicate,  all  even  numbers  being  on  the  north 
side  of  said  streets,  and  all  odd  numbers  being  placed  upon  the  south  side  of  said 
streets.  For  all  said  streets  running  north  and  south,  Washington  street  shall  con- 
stitute the  base  line,  from  which  all  shall  be  numbered  each  way,  allowing  one 
hundred  (100)  numbers  to  each  square  in  the  same  manner  as  above  set  forth  for 
the  numbering  of  the  streets  running  east  and  west,  the  even  numbers  of  all  said 
streets  running  north  and  south  being  placed  on  the  west  side  thereof,  and  the  odd 
numbers  on  the  east  side  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  cause  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to 
immediately  make  the  necessary  survey  and  assign  to  each  house  located  on  any 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  highway  in  said  city,  its  respective  number  under  the  uni- 
form system  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance.  When  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  shall  have  completed  the  said  survey  and  assigned  to  each  house  so  located 
its  respective  number,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  immediately  cause  to  be 
prepared  suitable  numbers  upon  metallic  material  and  deliver  the  same,  free  of 
charge,  to  the  owner,  occupant  or  agent  of  the  house  or  building  to  which  said 
number  shall  be  assigned,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  owner,  occupant  or  agent 
to  immediately  securely  fasten  such  number  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  entrance 
of  the  said  house  or  building.

Report  from  City  Comptroller: 

Indianapolis,   January  25,   1897. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council : 

As  required  by  law,  I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Finance 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1896.  The 
statements  and  tables  therein  will  clearly  show  the  financial  condition 
of  the  city  on  January  1,  1897.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  items  : 

At  last  named  date  there  was  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  $140,721.02. 
There  were  outstanding  orders  unpaid  amounting  to  $76,449.86, 
leaving  available  cash  to  the  amount  of  $64,271.16. 

The  city  commences  the  year  1897  with  a  bonded  debt  of  $1,424,500 
bearing  four  (4)  per  cent,  interest  and  without  any  floating  indebt- 
edness. 

The  total  appropriations  for  this  year  amount  to  $919,230.43. 
With  the  same  tax  levy  as  the  last,  the  city,  it  is  estimated,  will  be 
able  to  raise  a  revenue  of  $873,437.88  from  taxes  and  miscellaneous 
receipts.  To  this  add  available  cash,  $64,271.16  which  makes 
$937,709.04,  the  amount  that  may  be  used  to  pay  running  expenses 
for  the  coming  year.  This  amouut  will  be  ample  to  discharge  all 
appropriations  without  raising  the  tax  levy  or  resorting  to  temporary 
loans. 

The  total  available  receipts  were  $51,403.00  more  than  the  previous 
year.  This  included  $70,700.00,  proceeds  of  sale  of  bonds  for  im- 
provement of  City  Hospital  and  Fire  Department  ($10,000.00  of 
which  issue  have  since  been  paid).  The  receipts  from  taxes  were 
$39,758.05  less;  from  miscellaneous  sources  $20,461.05  greater. 
The  expenditures  of  1896  exceed  those  of  1895  $54,045.14,  but  this 
is  accounted  for  by  the  large  amount  of  permanent  improvements 
made,  to-wit :  $119,062.16  (see  table  No.  4)  and  $57,000.00  paid 
for  cleaning  improved  streets  which  had  heretofore  been  paid  by 
individual  property-owners,  and  increase  in  cost  of  parks,  electric 
lights  and  other  expenses  incident  to  a  growing  city. 
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Your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  tables  in  this  report,  which 
contain  much  information  that  is  valuable  to  every  tax-payer.  The 
entire  assets  of  the  -city  are  here,  for  the  first  time,  itemized,  and 
the  general  financial  condition  fully  set  forth.

1.  The  contractor  shall  collect  all  garbage,  as  defined  in  these  specifications, 
accumulating  within  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  if  bid 
covers  entire  city,  or  all  garbage  within  the  district  covered  by  bid. 

2.  The  garbage  to  be  collected  is  what  is  known  as  kitchen,  or  green  garbage, 
and  green  garbage  is  understood  to  mean  all  household  waste,  offal,  animal  and 
vegetable  matter,  and  does  not  and  shall  not  mean  industrial  refuse,  such  as  wood, 
shavings,  ashes,  sweepings,  or  other  substances  other  than  animal  and  vegetable 
matter  known  as  green  garbage.  The  contract  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  mean 
that  the  contractor  shall  collect  and  remove  decaying  vegetables  or  fruits  from 
retail  groceries,  commission  houses,  or  from  business  houses  engaged  in  similar 
occupations. 

3.  The  garbage  shall  be  collected  at  all  places  in  the  city  from  May  1  to  No- 
vember 1,  in  each  year  during  the  existence  of  the  contract,  three  times  each  week. 
From  November  1  to  May  1,  during  each  year  of  the  existence  of  the  contract, 
collections  shall  be  made  twice  each  week. 

4.  It  shall  be  within  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  to 
grant  permission  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  or  to  the  contractor, 
to  remove  his  or  their  own  garbage,  provided  it  is  delivered  and  removed  to  such 
point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of  Health 
and  Charities,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  these  specifications. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  conform  in  all  things  to  the  provisions  of  General 
Ordinance  No.  5,  1893,  and  all  amendments,  addititions  or  supplemental  ordinances 
relative  thereto,  now  or  hereafter  passed,  and  shall  also  conform  to  all  specifications 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

6.  The  contractor  shall  deliver  collections  to  the  works  of  the  Indianapolis 
Desiccating  Company,  located  on  the  east  bank  of  White  River,  on  Kentucky 
avenue,  or  shall  deliver  collections  to  Sellers'  Farm,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
until  such  garbage  is  so  delivered  and  dumped  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  city,  the 
garbage  will  be  considered  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  contractor  for  col- 
lection. 

7.  The  contractor,  in  the  collection  and  removal  of  the  garbage  under  the  con- 
tract to  be  made  shall,  for  said  purpose,  provide  himself  with  water  tight  vessels, 
tanks  or  boxes  mounted  on  two  or  four  wheels,  which  shall,  when  containing 
garbage  or  matter  giving  off  noxious  odors,  be  securely  and  tightly  covered  on  top 
in  a  manner  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
contents  or  any  odor  escaping  therefrom,  and  when  unloaded,  after  the  delivery  of 
each  load  to  the  desiccating  point,  each  vessel,  wagon  or  tank  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  and  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  and  the  vehicles  drawing  such  vessel,  box  or  tank  shall  be  at  all  times 
so  loaded  and  driven  that  none  of  the  material  shall  fall  upon  the  ground,  run  out 
or  spill  therefrom.  All  vehicles  drawing  or  carrying  such  vessels,  tanks  or  boxes 
shall  have  on  both  sides  thereof  a  sign  with  the  words  "City  Contractor  Garbage 
Cart"  or  "City  Contractor  Carbage  Wagon  "  painted  thereon,  together  with  the 
number  of  the  vehicle  in  black  letters  not  less  than  four  inches  in  height,  on  white 
back-ground ;  the  number  of  the  wagon  to  be  selected  and  registered  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

8.  The  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  will  divide  the  city  into  districts, 
and  the  contractor  shall  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  same,  showing  the  bounda- 
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ries  of  Mich  district  and  a  statement  of  the  day  of  the  week  on  which  he  will  be 
required  to  make  collections  in  each  district,  lie  will  not  he  allowed  to  depart 
from  the  time  fixed  for  collection  in  each  district,  except  by  obtaining  the  written 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  the  object  being  that  all  col- 
lections from  houses  in  each  district  shall  be  made  on  certain  days,  and  as  nearly 
as  possible  at  the  same  hour  of  the  day. 

9.  The  contractor  will  furnish  each  householder  with  a  printed  list  of  the  days 
on  which  he  will  make  collections,  stating  in  such  list  the  time  of  day,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  when  such  collection  Avill  be  made.  The  printed  list  shall  be  on  card- 
board not  less  than  eight  inches  by  ten  inches  in  dimensions. 

10.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  every  resident  householder,  tenant,  hotel-keeper, 
boarding-house  keeper,  retail  dealer,  and  all  parties  or  persons  occupying  dwellings 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  a  proper  ordinance  or  ordinances,  enacted 
or  to  be  enacted  by  the  Common  Council,  to  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided,  and 
at  all  times  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  or  provided,  portable  vessels  or  tanks  for 
holding  garbage,  said  vessels  or  tanks  to  be  perfectly  water-tight,  and  so  kept  with 
handles  on  the  outside  and  provided  with  a  tightly  fitting  cover,  which  cover  shall 
not  be  removed  except  when  absolutely  necessary,  or  such  other  design  of  vessel  can 
be  used  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities.  Said 
vessels  or  tanks  shall  be  kept  or  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  or  in  the  basement 
areas  or  passage-ways  most  accessible  to  be  collected,  and  never  upon  the  street, 
alley,  sidewalk,  or  other  public  place,  and  shall  be  of  a  capacity  of  not  less  than 
one  bushel,  and  as  much  larger  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary.  All  such  vessels  or 
tanks  shall  be  promptly  delivered  to  the  collector  when  called  for,  and  shall  be 
returned  by  him  to  said  place  or  places  without  unneccessary  delay,  and  no  person, 
except  for  such  purpose  authorized,  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  said  vessels 
or  tanks  or  the  contents  thereof.  In  case  of  dispute,  the  Board  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities  shall  decide  as  to  the  location  to  be  selected  for  the  placing  of  vessels 
by  the  owner  or  tenant. 

11.  Contractor  for  collection  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Health  ! 
and  Charities  immediate  notice  of  the  failure  of  any  householder  to  have  garbage 
ready  for  collection  on  the  day  set  for  such  collection. 

12.  Upon  complaint  or  complaints  having  been  made  of  a  failure  on  the  part, 
of  the  contractor  to  properly  collect  garbage,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Charities  to  investigate  such  complaint  or  complaints,  and  if,  in  their  j 
judgment,  such   failure  to  collect  was  solely  the  fault  of  the  contractor,  they  shall 
report  such  violation  or  violations  of  the  contract  to  the  Board  of  Public   Works  j 
who  shall,  upon  the  next  succeeding  allowance  made  to  the  contractor  for  work 
done,  deduct  a  sum  not  less  than  $1  and  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $5  for  each  and 
every  violation  so  reported,  and  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  relinquish  all 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  such  deductions. 

13.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  to  investigate  all 
complaints  made  of  failures  on  the  part  of  the  householders  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  requiring  the  placing  of  vessels,  or  tanks,  for  emptying  by 
the  contractor,  and  to  prosecute  all  offenders  under  such  provisions. 

14.  The  contractor  will  provide  himself  with  an  office,  conveniently  located, 
and  furnished  with  a*  telephone.  A  clerk  shall  be  regularly  employed  to  answer  all 
complaints  made  and  to  promptly  dispose  of  the  same. 

15.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  or 
their  duly  authorized  agent,  shall  be  the  exclusive  judges  as  to  whether  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  complied  with.     The  Board  of  Public 
Works,  upon  the   written  complaint  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  that  the 
terms  of  the  contract  are  not  being  complied  with,  shall  call  upon  the  contractors' 
for  an  explanation  of  their  failure  to  comply  with  their  contract,  and  if  such  con- ! 
tractor  shall   fail  to  give  a   reasonable  excuse  for  such   failure  to  comply  with  the 
contract  within  five  days  of  such  notice,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  call  upon  I 
the  sureties  on  the  bond  given  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  such  contract  to  the  j 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works,, 
and  on  their  failure  to  do  so  after  a  written  notice  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
of  live  days,  the  city,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  have  the 
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right  to  declare  the  contract  null  and  void  and  to  re-let  the  work,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  such  annullment  shall  not  entitle  the  contractor  to  any  claim  for 
damages  on  account  thereof,  nor  shall  it  affect  the  right  of  the  city  to  recover 
damages  which  may  arise  from  such  failure. 

16.  The  contractor  shall  pay  any  judgment  which  may  be  taken  against  the 
city,  either  alone  or  jointly  with  said  contractor  on  account  of  any  injury  or  damage 
to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  the  carrying  out  of  this  contract  caused  by  the 
fault  of  the  contractor ;  Provided,  That  if  the  city  is  sued  alone  for  such  injury  or 
damages,  due  notice  to  the  contractor  to  appear  and  defend  said  action  shall  be 
given. 

17.  A  proper  contract,  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  be 
entered  into,  and  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract  and  specifications 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties,  their  successors  and  assigns. 

18.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  con- 
tract, shall  make  and  allow  quarterly  estimates  of  the  amount  of  work  done  and 
sum  due  therefor  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  sum  so 
estimated  and  allowed  shall  thereupon  be  due  and  payable  to  the  contractor,  and 
said  Board  shall  issue  to  the  contractor  a  proper  voucher  therefor. 

19.  It  is  further  provided  and  stipulated  that  the  contractor  shall  give  to  resi- 
dents of  said  city  and  county  preference  in  the  employment  of  all  labor  necessary 
in  performing  the  contract,  and  failing  to  do  so  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  of 
live  dollars  for  each  failure  to  observe  this  stipulation. 

20.  The  contractor  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  at  the  end 
of  each  month  the  amount  of  garbage  collected,  making  at  the  same  time  any  other 
suggestions  he  may  desire  to  make,  or  giving  such  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  said  Board  of  Health  and  Charities. 

21  The  contractor  will  be  required  to  haul,  so  far  as  possible,  all  garbage  col- 
lected through  the  alleys  in  the  city — not  making  use  of  the  prominent  business 
or  resident  streets. 

GENERAL,   STIPULATIONS. 

It  is  further  agreed  between  the  parties  to  the  contract  that  the  contract  is  made 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  stipulations  which  follow : 

1.  The  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  the  contract  or  sub-let  any  of  the 
work  embraced  in  it,  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  W7orks. 

2.  The  contractor  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Charities  as  to  the  time  in  which  the  garbage  shall  be  collected  in  the  different  dis- 
tricts, as  to  the  intervals  between  the  collection  of  the  garbage,  and  as  well  as  to 
the  mode  of  doing  the  same. 

3.  If  the  machine,  or  machines,  intended  for  use  are  patented,  the  bidder  must 
exhibit  proof  of  his  right  to  use  the  machine,  or  machines,  in  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, and  will  further  be  required  to  execute  a  bond  of  indemnity  holding  the  city 
harmless  from  any  suits  for  infringement  of  patent  which  may  arise  under  the  con- 
tract. 

4.  Wnencver  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work  orders  will  be  given  by 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents,  to  the  superin- 
tendents or  overseers  who  may  have  immediate  charge  thereof,  and  shall  by  them 
he  received  and  strictly  obeyed.  And  if  any  person  employed  on  the  work  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  or  its 
duly  authorized  agents  in  anything  relating  to  the  work,  or  shall  appear  to  the  said 
Board  of  Health  and  Charities  to  be  incompetent,  disorderly  or  unfaithful,  he  shall, 
upon  the  order  of  said  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  be  at  once  discharged  and 
not  again  employed  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

5.  The  contractor  herein  agrees  to  observe  all  city  ordinances  in  relation  to 
obstructing  the  streets,  keeping  open  passage-ways  and  protecting  the  same  where 
exposed,  maintaining  signals,  and  generally  to  obey  all  laws  and  ordinances,  and 
hereby  expressly  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
from  all  suits  or  actions  of  every  name  and  description  brought  against  the  said  city 
tor  or  on  account  of  any  injuries  for  damages  received  or  sustained  by  any  party  or 
parties,  or  by  or  from  the  contractor,  his  servants  or  agents  in  the  fulfillment  of  the 
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contract,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  that  so  much  of  the  money  due  to  the  con- 
tractor under  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract  as  shall  be  considered  necessary  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  maybe  retained  until  all  suits  or  claims  for  damages  as 
aforcsnid  shall  have  been  settled  and  evidence  to  that  effect  furnished  to  the  satisfao 
tion  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

6.  To  prevent  all  disputes  and  litigation,  it  is  further  agreed  by  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  shall  in  all  cases  determine  the 
amount  or  quantity  of  the  work  which  is  to  be  paid  for  under  the  contract,  and 
they  shall,  with  the  aid  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  decide  all  questions  which 
may  arise  relative  to  the  execution  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  contractor, 

and  their  estimates  and  decisions  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  file  a  bond  in  I 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  I 
Public  Works  of  said  city,  payable  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  upon  the  conditions! 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  at  all  times,;! 
faithfully  discharge  the  requirements  of  this  contract,  and  comply  with  all  of  its; 
terms  and  provisions. 

It    is    further    agreed    that    in    case    the    parties   of    the  second  part,  Andrew  i 
Hermanny   &   Co.,    their    successor,  successors    or    assigns,  shall    violate   any    of  J 
the   terms,  conditions  or  obligations  herein  contained,  then  and  in  that  event,  the  j 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  may,  at  its  option,  cancel  this  j 
contract,  and  the  same  shall  become  null  and  void ;  and  in  such  event  a  right  of  action 
for  a  breach  of  the  contract  shall  immediately  accrue  upon  the  bond  of  said  parties 
of  the  second  part,  and  the  amount  mentioned  in  said  bond  shall  be  deemed  due  the;

however,  That  if  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  sanitary,:] 
or  other  reasons,   wishes  delivery  made  to  Sellers'   Farm,   located  in  the   south,1 
half  of  the  northwest  quarter  (west  of  White  River)  of  Section    No.  22,  Township: j 
No.  to,  north  of  Range  3  east;  also  the  northwest  quarter  (west  of  White  River)  of  f 
Section   No.  27,  Township  No.  15  north,  Range  No.  3  east,  then  said  contractors'] 
agree  to  make  delivery  of  garbage,  during  the  time  and  for  the  period  which  said: 
Board  of  Public  Works  direct  that  it  shall  be  so  delivered,  to  said  Sellers'  Farm  ;

upon  the  amount  which  they  are  to  receive  per  annum,  but  to  be  only  for  the  actual 
time  during  the  year  1897  in  which  they  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  contract. 
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To  each  and  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  of  this  contract,  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  "Works, 
and  Andrew  Hermanny  &  Co.,  parties  of  the  second  part,  do  fully  agree  and  bind 
themselves,  their  successors  and  assigns.

poultry  and  provisions  generally,  except  fish  and  tropical  fruits;  and  said  mark< 
master  shall  assign  and  station  a  place  for  the  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  used  i 
bringing  such  articles,  on  the  street?,  immediately  on  the  line  of  such  curbston 
stands."

fli  after  had  offered,  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  to  secure  the  passage 
by  the  Council  of  an  ordinance  ratifying  the  garbage  contract  entered  into  between 
Ihe  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  firm  of  Hermanny  &  Co.  Mr.  Shaffer,  in  denying 
jlns  charge,  made  the  counter-charge  that  Mr.  Feibleman  had  approached  him  with 
i  offer  to  bribe  him  on  condition  that  he  secured  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
[ae  committee  attaches  hereto  a  stenographic  report  of  the  evidence  heard.

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In  summing  up  the  evidence  and  drawing  a  conclusion  from  it,  the  committed 
finds  that,  notwithstanding  the  contradictory  nature  of  the  evidence,  the  preponder  j 
ance  of  the  testimony  shows  that  Mr.  Shaffer  was  not  guilty  of  the  charges  made  In! 
Mr.  Feibleman,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  preponderance  of  the  evidence  woulo 
suggest  to  the  committee — and  this  suggestion  is  made  in  the  form  of  a  recom 
mendation  to  the  Council — that  the  stenographic  report  of  the  proceedings  be  laic 
before  the  Grand  Jury,  with  a  request  from  the  Council   that  the  Grand  Jurj 
thoroughly  investigate  it  and  act  accordingly. 

From  a  summary  of  the  evidence,  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Feibleman's  statel 
ments  on  the  witness  stand  are  contradicted  by  three  witnesses,  not  including  Mm 
Shaffer.     Mr.  Collins  testified  as  to  certain  pertinent  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Shaffe  j 
in  Mr.  Shaffer's  barber  shop  on  the  evening  when  the  bribery  was  alleged  to  havc'i 
been  attempted,  and  the  committee  construes  this  evidence  of  Mr.  Collins  in  a  natun" 
corrobatory  of   the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Shaffer  as  to  what  happened  on  tha 
occasion.     Mr.  Charles  E.  Pfau  testified  that  he  met  Mr.  Feibleman  shortly  afte 
that  gentleman  left  the  shop  of  Mr.  Shaffer,  and  that  Mr.  Feibleman  stated,  in  sub 
stance,  as  follows : 

"Hello,  Pfau, you  are  just  the  man  I  am  looking  lor.  *  You  and  Shaffe; 

are  pretty  close,  ain't  you.  Close  friends?"  Mr.  Pfau  replied:  "  We  are  friende 
certainly."  Mr.  Feibleman  then  said :  "  I  will  tell  you  what  to  do.  Do  me  a  favo1 
and  you  will  never  regret  it.  You  see  Mr.  Shaffer  and  tell  him  that  contract- 
there  is  something  in  it  for  him." 

Mr.  Feibleman  stated  to  this  committee  that  he  had  seen  no  other  person  excep- 
Mr.  Shaffer  in  regard  to  calling  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  to  consider  th 
garbage  ordinance,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  His  Honor,  Mayor  Taggart,  statec 
upon  the  witness  stand  that  Mr.  Feibleman  had  called  upon  him  and  talked  wit! 
him  in  regard  to  calling  a  special  meeting.  Mr.  Feibleman  denied  in  toto  havin; 
had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Pfau.  Mr.  Shaffer  stated  that  he  had  said  to  Mi 
Feibleman,  "Count  me  out;  you  have  struck  the  wrong  man."  Mr.  Collins  coi 
roborated  the  substance  of  this  remark  by  Mr.  Shaffer. 

The  committee  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  further  into  the  evidence,  for  ; 
full  stenographic  copy  of  it  is  herewith  submitted. 

As  a  conclusion,  it  reports  to  the  Council  that  the  charges  against  Mr.  Shaffer  ar 
not  proven,  and  it  recommends  that  the  chairman  of  this  committee  be  instructed 
and  the  approval  of  this  report  herewith  carries  this  instruction,  to  present  th; 
stenographic  report  to  the  grand  jury  and  ask  that  the  grand  jury  fully  investigatj 
Mr.  Feibleman's  connection  with  this  case.

Said  Inspector  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified 
The  Mayor  shall  issue  his  certificate  of  appointment,  and  the  person  named  therein 
shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  on  said  appointment,  to  support  the  Constitutioi 
of  the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  City  Chartel 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  dutiej 
of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability,  which  certificate  and  oath  shall  bt| 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  same  reciting  the  fact  an(i 
date  of  appointment,  taking  of  the  oath  of  office  and  filing  of  same.    Such  appointee) 
shall  thereupon  execute  his  bond  to  said  city  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  in  peril 
alty  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  with  at  least  two  freehold  sureties,  payable  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  dutie  ! 
required  of  incumbent  of  said  office,  which  bond,  after  being  so  approved,  shall  b; 
filed  with  the  City  Comptroller,  who  shall  make  a  true  copy  thereof  and  file  thu 
same  with  the  City  Clerk,  whereupon  a  commission  shall  be  issued  to  said  Inspecto 
of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  signed  by  such  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  Cit; 
Clerk  under  seal  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  such  Inspector  shall  be  twelve  hundred  ($1,200)  dollar  j 
per  year,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  funds  of  said  city,  at  the  same  time  and  itl 
the  same  manner  that  the  elective  officers  of  said  city  are  paid,  and  he  shall  no  j 
receive  any  other  pay,  reward  or  emoluments  whatever;  nor  shall  he,  while  holding 
such  office,  be  the  beneficiary  of  any  contract  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage ;  nor 
sell  any  material,  or  perform  any  labor  in  connection  with  any  plumbing  or  hous,  j 
drainage  of  said  city,  except  that  he  may  perform  labor  or  superintend  the  per  j 
formance  thereof  of  said  city  in  any  building  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  ill 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  oil 
plumbing  or  house  drainage  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  first  comply  with  th'if 
registration  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  desires  to  erect,  alter  or  construct  any  building  or  structur  j 
in  which  a  system  of  plumbing  or  house  drainage  is  to  be  placed,  changed,  altere*  j 
or  repaired,  or  who  desires  to  place,  change,  alter  or  repair  any  system  of  plumbin:' 
or  house  drainage  already  existing  in  any  building  or  structure,  shall  present  to  till 
Board  of  Health,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  i 
written  statement  of  the  exact  location  of  the  building  in  which  proposed  work  is  t<] 
be  done,  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  the  exact  location  of  all  fixtures  and  vent! 
together  with  the  kind  of  the  same  ;  which  statement  shall  be  made  in  duplicate 
one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  other  returned  to  the  appli; 
cant  endorsed  "accepted"  or  "rejected." 

If  the  said  Board  of  Health  shall  approve  of  the  location  of  such  fixtures  an; 
vents,  and  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage  shall  decide  that  tb 
kind  of  the  proposed  fixtures  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
the  Board  of  Health  shall  endorse  the  application  "accepted,"  otherwise  it  shall  b 
endorsed  "rejected,"  and  the  reason  of  such  rejection  shall  be  given  in  writing 
Upon  presentation  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  an  application  endorsed  "accepted  j 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  payment  of  the  fees  herein  provided,  he  shall  issu 
a  permit  to  perform  such  plumbing  or  house  drainage. 

Sec.  6.     All  permits  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage  shall  be  issued  by  the  Ci t 
Comptroller  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Health.     The  fee  for  issuing  permii 
shall  be  according  to  the  estimated  cost  or  value  of  improvement  of  plumbing  c 
house  drainage,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  for  every  two  bur! 
dred  ($200)  dollars  or  fractional  part  thereof,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Cit  j 
Comptroller  when   the  permit  is  issued.     Each  permit  shall  state  specifically  thj 
name  of  the  applicant,  number  of  application  and  date  of  issue.     Where  addition!! 
fixtures  are  required  after  the  permit  has  been  issued,  and  do  not  require  an  exti 
inspection,  no  fee  shall  be  charged,  except  where  the  additional  fixture  or  fixture 
brings  the  contract  price  above  the  limit  for  which  the  permit  is  issued,  in  whic : 
case  an  extra  amount  must  be  paid. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Inspector  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  work  under  contract  during 
the  process  of  same.  An  inspection  in  every  case  shall  include  an  inspection  of 
the  sewer  to  the  property  line. 

Sec.  8.  All  plumbing  and  house  drainage  hereafter  done  and  performed  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed in  this  ordinance,  arid  shall  require  a  permit,  except  in  case  of  repair  work 
which  does  not  require  a  change  of  pipe  line  or  fixtures.  No  fixture  connected 
with  a  waste  pipe  shall  be  repaired  unless  it  is  one  that  is  constructed  as  required 
by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city ;  Provided,  That 
this  does  not  apply  to  water  pipes. 

Sec.  9.  Every  public  building,  block,  factory  or  workshop  erected  on  the  line  of 
any  public  sewer  shall  be  connected  therewith,  so  that  all  sewerage  shall  be  drained 
from  such  building  to  such  sewer,  and  made  to  comply  with  this  ordinance.  If  not 
on  the  line  of  such  sewer,  the  same  shall  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  cesspool, 
according  to  the  law  governing  the  same.  The  plumbing  and  ventilation  in  every 
building  shall  be  separate  and  independent  from  the  roof  to  the  curb  line ;  every 
flat,  apartment  house,  hotel,  factory,  church,  hall,  opera  house  and  stable  shall  be 
constructed  as  one  building. 

All  connections  between  house  and  sewer  at  property  line  shall  be  by  hard 
glazed  earthenware  pipe  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  run  at  a  uniform 
grade  of  not  less  than  one-fourth  inch  per  foot.  All  joints  must  be  made  water- 
tight with  hydraulic  cement,  and  the  different  pipe  sections  laid  in  perfect  line  on 
bottom  and  sides. 

Notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Inspector  when  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  is  ready  for 
inspection,  and  shall  not  be  covered  until  it  has  been  examined  and  pronounced 
satisfactory. 

Sec.  10.  Drain,  main,  waste  and  soil  pipes,  through  which  water  and  sewerage 
are  carried,  shall  be  of  iron  when  within  a  building,  sound  and  free  from  all  defects, 
and  not  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter.  The  same  shall  be  supplied  with  an 
accessible  clean-out  not  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter,  and  not  more  than  eigh- 
teen inches  inside  the  foundation  wall  of  the  building  when  in  a  horizontal  position, 
and  one  at  the  foot  of  each  vertical  line.  The  fall  shall  not  be  less  than  one  fourth 
of  an  inch  to  the  foot  toward  the  drain  or  sewer.  Soil  pipes  shall  be  carried  out 
through  the  roof  gable,  undiminished  in  size,  to  a  height  sufficient  so  that  the 
escape  will  not  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  occupants  of  adjacent  buildings. 
Changes  in  directions  shall  be  made  with  regular  fittings  and  connections  with 
horizontal  soil  pipes  by  "Y"  branches.  Such  soil  pipes  shall  be  of  standard  extra 
heavy  make,  not  less  than  five  pounds  per  foot  for  two-inch  diameter,  nine  pounds 
for  three-inch,  twelve  and  one-half  pounds  for  four-inch,  sixteen  and  one-half 
pounds  for  five-inch,  and  nineteen  and  one-half  pounds  for  six-inch.  Wrought 
iron  pipes  with  Durham  fittings,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector,  must  be  used  in 
case  of  Durham  system,  the  size  of  the  pipes  to  be  the  diameter,  and  the  weight  to 
be  calculated  by  the  lineal  foot.  The  main  soil  pipe  shall  run  at  least  three  feet 
outside  the  foundation  wall. 

Sec.  11.  Rain  water  leaders,  when  within  a  building,  shall  be  of  wrought  iron 
or  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipes,  where  connected  with  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipes,  and 
shall  be  suitably  trapped. 

Sec.  12.  Sewer  soil  pipe  or  waste  pipe  ventilators  shall  not  be  constructed  of 
brick,  earthenware  or  sheet  metals ;  and  chimney  flues  shall  not  be  used  as  such 
ventilators. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  locate,  or  cause  to  be  located,  any  water  closet  in  any 
sleeping  room,  or  in  any  room,  apartment  or  vault  which  is  not  in  direct  communi- 
cation with  the  external  air  by  means  of  a  window  or  air  space  having  an  area  of  at 
least  four  square  feet  for  the  admission  of  light  and  fresh  air. 

Sec.  14.  Iron  pipes  before  being  placed  inside  of  any  building  shall  be  coated 
inside  with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied  hot.  Joints  shall  be  thoroughly  caulked  with 
pitched  oakum,  and  run  with  moulten  lead  and  made  tight  by  hand  caulking  the 
lead.    Connections  of  lead  pipes  with  iron  shall  be  made  with  lead  or  brass  ferrules, 
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or  brass  solder  nipples  properly  soldered  or  caulked  or  screwed  to  the  iron  pipe  | 
All  joints  where  solder  is  used  must  be  wiped. 

Sec.  15.  The  use  of  wooden  wash  trays  or  sinks  is  strictly  prohibited.  The1 
shall  be  of  a  non-absorbent  material. 

Sec.  16.  Every  sink-basin,  bath  tub,  water  closet,  slop  hopper,  and  each  set  o  j 
trays,  and  every  fixture  having  a  waste  pipe  shall  be  furnished  with  a  trap,  placed 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  it  serves.  Traps  shall  be  protected  fronj 
siphonage  of  air  pressure  by  special  air  pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  size  of  th\ 
waste-pipes;  and  where  cast  iron  is  used  it  shall  be  standard  extra  heavy.  EacI 
vent  shall  have  a  trap  screw  or  union  coupling  wiped  into  it  not  over  six  inche 
above  the  pipe  and  trap  connections.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  either  of  galvanized 
wrought  iron,  lead  or  cast  iron,  and  of  the  following  sizes:  Vent  pipes  outside  of 
water  closets  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-fourth  inches  for  twenty  feet,  ontj 
and  one-half  inches  for  fifteen  additional  feet,  two  inches  for  forty  additional  feed 
and  three  inches  for  sixty  additional  feet.  Where  two  fixtures  connect  into  omf 
vent,  such  connection  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inch  pipe;  if  three  oil 
more,  two-inch  pipe.  Air  pipes  for  water  closet  traps  shall  be  not  less  than  two! 
inch  bore  for  forty  feet  or  less,  and  three  inch  if  above  forty  feet.  Air  pipes  shal 
run  as  direct  as  possible,  and  in  all  cases  rise  above  the  fixtures.  Vent  pipes  shal! 
extend  at  least  one  foot  above  the  roof  gable,  or  be  connected  with  the  main  soil 
pipe  above  the  line  of  highest  fixture.  Where  the  vent  pipe  runs  separately  through 
the  roof  gable  it  shall  be  increased  to  two  inches  at  least  eighteen  inches  below  tn| 
roof.  Whenever  practicable,  all  pipes  and  traps  shall  be  left  so  that  they  may  aj 
all  times  be  readily  examined  and  repaired.  Where  they  are  necessarily  placed  hi 
positions  or  recesses  in  walls,  they  shall  be  covered  with  face  boards  fastened  wit), 
screws,  so  as  to  be  readily  removed. 

Sec.  17.  Drip  or  overflow  from  safes  under  water  closets  and  other  fixtures,  o 
from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be  run  to  some  place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shal 
any  such  pipe  be  connected  directly  with  the  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipe. 

Sec.  18.  Waste  pipes  for  refrigerators,  or  other  receptacles  for  the  storage  o 
edibles,  may  run  into  a  water  supplied  sink,  but  shall  not  be  connected  with  th 
drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe. 

Sec.  19.  Every  water  closet  or  line  of  closets  on  the  same  floor  shall  be  suppliet 
with  water  from  a  tank  or  cistern  through  a  flushing  pipe  or  pipes,  not  less  thai 
one  and  one-fourth  inches  in  diameter.  The  placing  of  a  copper  pan  closet,  o 
plunger  closet,  in  any  building  is  expressly  prohibited. 

Sec.  20.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  concealed  until  after  the  examina; 
tion  by  the  Inspector,  who  shall  be  notified  by  the  plumber  desiring  the  inspectioi 
when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced,  and  make  the  same  within  twenty  workin; 
hours  after  receiving  such  notice. 

Sec.  21.  All  soil,  waste  and  vent  pipes  shall  be  made  water  tight,  to  be  prove* 
by  the  plumber  performing  the  work,  by  closing  the  outlet  and  filling  the  pipe  wit) 
water  to  the  highest  point,  and  leaving  the  same  filled  for  thirty  minutes,  whic! 
test  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  work  shall  not  be  usei 
until  approved  by  him  ;  Provided,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  impracticable  to  mak 
the  test  with  water,  <then  the  same  shall  be  made  with  air  until  the  pressure  thereo 
equals  fifteen  pounds  per  square  inch,  measured  by  mercury  guage,  said  mercur 
to  stand  on  the  guage  fifteen  minutes  without  a  drop. 

Sec.  22.  No  steam  or  blow-off  pipe  from  a  steam  boiler  shall  be  allowed  to  con 
nect  with  any  soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  directly  with  any  house-drain. 

Sec.  23.  A  grease  trap  shall  be  constructed  under  the  sink  of  every  hotel,  eatin 
house,  boarding  house,  restaurant,  or  other  public  cooking  establishment,  to  th 
satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

Sec.  24.     Water  closets  must  be  connected  with  drain  by  means  of  brass  flanges! 
soldered  to  the  lead  bend  or  lead  ferrules.     Putty  or  rubber  flanges  may  be  used  i 
setting  same.     Where  Durham  system  is  used,  closets  may  be  set  on  regular  iro 
floor  flanges. 
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Sec.  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  erect,  con- 
jtruct  or  alter,  or  perform  any  labor  at  plumbing  or  house  drainage,  within  the 
}ity  of  Indianapolis,  without  having  first  secured  the  proper  permit  provided  for 
n  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  26.  The  use  of  mercury  vents  or  anti-siphon  traps  will  not  be  allowed  un- 
ess  by  permission  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

Sec.  27.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  be  empowered  to  make  any  rules  or 
egulations  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  ordinance, 
irovided  said  rules  or  regulations  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec  28.  The  applicant  for  permit  to  do  plumbing  or  house  drainage  shall  in 
11  cases  have  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector  to 
le  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  29.  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  alterations  at  any  time,  and  all 
listing  regulations  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  with  these  regulations  are  hereby 
^pealed. 

Sec.  30.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
pon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($100) 
pilars. 

Sec.  31.  This  ordinauce  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
iblication  for  one  day  each  week,  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a  daily 

wspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
idiana.

It  would 
e  thus  retained  as  an  open  stream  which  is  certainly  desirable,  especially  the  part 
assiug  through  the  proposed  park.  By  making  a  small  lake,  or  dam,  the  park 
uuld  be  supplied  with  water  from  this  stream  the  year  round. 

2d.  We  do  not  believe  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  said  sewer  by  the  property 
wners  will  justify  the  expenditure,  which  we  believe  would  be  enormous  if  the 
iwer  is  made  sufficiently  large  to  carry  all  the  water. 
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3d.     We  do  not  feel  that  in   addition  to  the  other  high  charges  and  assessments!

4th.     We  do  not  believe  it  is  within  the   jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Public  t 

Works  to  convert  a  natural  stream  of  water  into  a  sewer,  and  then  charge  the  cost  j 

of  same  to  adjacent  property  owners  as  a  sewer,  as  provided  by  the  charter  of  the  j 

City  of  Indianapolis. 

5th.     We  stand  opposed  to  said  sewer  as  proposed,  and  will  use  our  best  efforts 

to  prevent  the  consummation  of  the  same  ;  be  it  further

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Indianapolis  as  said  limits  now  are,  from  places  located  at  each  house,  place  of 
residence  or  other  point  where  garbage,  industrial  refuse,  such  as  paper,  sweepings 
cans,  bottles  and  other  similar  materials,  except  ashes,  may  be  collected,  which 
garbage  and  material  for  collection  shall  be  placed  by  the  person  or  persons  creat- 
ing the  same  at  a  point  convenient  for  the  collectors  of  the  said  John  McCarthy, 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  in  accordance  with  the 
following  specifications  and  general  stipulations,  which  are  a  part  of  this  contract: 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

1.  The  contractor  shall  collect  all  garbage  and  household  waste  as  defined  in 
these  specifications,  accumulating  within  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 

2.  The  word  "garbage"  wherever  used  herein  shall  be  taken  to  mean  kitchen 
or  green  garbage,  and  green  garbage  is  understood  to  mean  all  household  waste) 
offal,  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  and  in  addition  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
other  industrial  refuse,  such  as  paper,  sweepings,  cans,  bottles  and  other  similar 
material,  excepting  ashes.  The  contract  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  that  the 
contractor  shall  collect  and  remove  decaying  vegetables  or  fruits  from  commission! 
houses,  retail  groceries,  or  from  business  houses  engaged  in  similar  occupations. 
The  contractor  shall  collect  all  sweepings  from  stores  and  business  houses. 

3.  The  garbage  shall  be  collected  at  all  places  in  the  city,  from  May  1st  tof 
November  1st  in  each  year  during  the  existence  of  the  contract,  three  times  eachij 
week.  From  November  1st  to  May  1st  during  each  year  of  the  existence  of  the  con* 
tract,  collections  shall  be  made  twice  each  week. 

4.  It  shall  be  within  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  of  said  city' 
to  grant  permission  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  or  to  the  con- 1 
tractor,  to  remove  his  or  their  own  garbage,  provided  it  is  delivered  and  removedij 
to  such  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Board! 
of  Health  and  Charities,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  these  specifications.     • 

5.  The  contractor  shall  conform  in  all  things  to  the  provisions  of  G.  O.  No.  5.1 
1893,  and  all  amendments,  additions  or  supplemental  ordinances  relative  thereto! 
and  shall  also  conform  to  all  specifications  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  o!  j 
Public  Works.  , 

6.  The  contractor  for  collections  agrees  to  deliver  collections  to  the  works  of  the  j 
Indianapolis  Desiccating  Company,  located  on  Sellers  Farm,  and  until  such  garbage 
is  so  delivered  and  dumped  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  city,  the  garbage  will  be  con' 
sidered  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  contractor  for  collection. 

7.  The  contractor,  in  the  collection  and  removal  of  the  garbage  under  the  con' 
tract  to  be  made  shall,  for  said  purpose,  provide  himself  with  water  tight  vessels 
tanks  or  boxes  mounted  on  two  or  four  wheels,  which  shall,  when  containing 
garbage  or  matter  giving  off  noxious  odors,  be  securely  and  tightly  covered  on  tof- 
in  a  manner  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
contents  or  any  odor  escaping  therefrom,  and  when  unloaded,  after  the  delivery  o: 
each  load  to  the  desiccating  plant,  each  vessel,  wagon  or  tank  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  and  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  and  the  vehicles  drawing  such  vessel,  box  or  tank  shall  be  at  all  times  sc 
loaded  and  driven  that  none  of  the  material  shall  fall  upon  the  ground,  run  out  o: 
spill  therefrom.  All  vehicles  drawing  or  carrying  such  vessels,  tanks  or  boxes  shal 
have  on  both  sides  thereof  a  sign  with  the  words  "City  Contractor  Garbage  Cart' 
or  "City  Contractor  Garbage  Wagon  "  painted  thereon,  together  with  the  number  o 
the  vehicle  in  black  letters  not  less  than  four  inches  in  height,  on  white  back 
ground;  the  number  of  the  wagon  to  be  selected  and  registered  in  the  office  of  th< 
Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

8.  The  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  will  divide  the  city  into  districts,  am 
the  contractor  shall  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  same,  showing  the  boundaries  o 
such  district  and  a  statement  of  the  day  of  the  week  on  which  he  will  be  requiree 
to  make  collections  in  each  district.      He  will  not  be  allowed  to  depart  from  th< 
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time  fixed  for  collection  in  each  district,  except  by  obtaining  the  written  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  the  object  being  that  all  collections  from  houses 
in  each  district  shall  be  made  on  certain  days,  and  as  nearly  as  possible  at  the  same 
hour  of  the  day. 

9.  The  contractor  will  furnish  each  householder  with  a  printed  list  of  the  days  on 
which  he  will  make  collections,  stating  in  such  list  the  time  of  day,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  when  such  collections  will  be  made.  The  printed  list  shall  be  on  card- 
board not  less  than  eight  inches  by  ten  inches  in  dimensions. 

10.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  every  resident  householder,  tenant,  hotel-keeper, 
boarding-house  keeper,  retail  dealer,  and  all  parties  or  persons  occupying  dwellings 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  under  a  proper  ordinance  or  ordinances,  enacted  or 
to  be  enacted  by  the  Common  Council,  to  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided,  and  at  all 
times  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  or  provided,  portable  vessels  or  tanks  for  holding 
garbage,  said  vessels  or  tanks  to  be  perfectly  water-tight,  and  so  kept,  with 
handles  on  the  outside,  and  provided  with  a  tightly  fitting  cover,  which  cover  shall 
not  be  removed  except  when  absolutely  necessary,  or  such  other  design  of  vessel 
can  be  used  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities.  Said  ves- 
sels or  tanks  shall  be  kept  or  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  or  in  the  basement 
areas  or  passageways  most  accessible  to  be  collected,  and  never  upon  the  street,  alley, 

'sidewalk,  or  other  public  place,  and  shall  be  of  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  one 
bushel,  and  as  much  larger  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary.     All  such  vessels  or  tanks 

**shall  be  promptly  delivered  to  the  collector  when  called  for,  and  shall  be  returned 
by  him  to  said  place  or  places  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  no  person,  except  for 
such  purpose  authorized,  shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  said  vessels  or  tanks 
or  the  contents  thereof.  In  case  of  dispute,  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  shall 
decide  as  to  the  location  to  be  selected  for  the  placing  of  vessels  by  the  owner  or 
enant. 

11.  Contractor  for  collection  will  be  required  fco  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Charities  immediate  notice  of  the  failure  of  any  householder  to  have  garbage 
iready  for  collection  on  the  day  set  for  such  collection. 

12.  Upon  complaint  or  complaints  having  been  made  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of 
the  contractor  to  properly  collect  garbage,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health 
land  Charities  to  investigate  such  complaint,  or  complaints,  and  if,  in  their  judgment, 
such  failure  to  collect  was  solely  the  fault  of  the  contractor,  they  shall  report  such 
violation  or  violations  of  the  contract  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  who  shall,  upon 
'the  next  succeeding  allowance  made  to  the  contractor  for  work  done,  deduct  a  sum 
not  less  than  $1.00  and  not  exceeding  $5.00  for  each  and  every  violation  so  reported, 
and  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  relinquish  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and 
to  such  deduction. 

13.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  to  investigate  all 
complaints  made  of  failures  on  the  part  of  the  householders,  store-keepers  and 
business  houses  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  requiring  the 
placing  of  vessels,  or  tanks,  for  emptying  by  the  contractor,  and  to  prosecute  all 
joffenders  under  such  provisions. 

14.  The  contractor  shall  provide  himself  with  an  office,  conveniently  located, 
and  furnished  with  a  telephone.  A  clerk  shall  be  regularly  employed  to  answer 
iall  complaints  made  and  to  promptly  dispose  of  the  same. 

15.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  or  their 
jduly  authorized  agent,  shall  be  the  exclusive  judges  as  to  whether  the  terms  and 
{conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  complied  with.  The  Board  of  Public  Works, 
Jupon  the  written  complaint  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  that  the  terms  of 

the  contract  are  not  being  complied  with,  shall  call  upon  the  sureties  on  the  bond 
given  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  such  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Charities  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  on  their  failure  so  to 
jdo,  after  a  written  notice  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  five  days,  the  city,  by 
Jand  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  have  the  right  to  declare  the  con- 
tract null  and  void,  and  to  re-let  the  work,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  such  annull- 
iment  shall  not  entitle  the  contractor  to  any  claim  for  damages  on  account  thereof, 
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nor  shall  it  affect   the  right  of   the  city  to  recover  damages  which  may  arise  fron 
such  failure  ;  or,  instead,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  power  to  provide  fo. 
the  collection  and  removal  of  such  garbage  and  household  waste  as  it  may  deem  be* 
for  the  interest  of  the  city.     The  cost  of  such  collection  and  removal  shall  be  paii 
from  any  sum  to  which  said  contractor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  completed 
the  contract,  and  when  that  sum  shall  be  exhausted,  then  out  of  any  money  whicl 
may  be  appropriated  for  such  purposes  by  the  Common  Council  until  the  term  fo  j 
which  the  contract  was  originally  made  shall  have  expired,  and  the  City  of  Indian  | 
apolis  shall  be  entitled  to  maintain  a  suit  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
against  said  contractor  and  his  sureties  to   recover   the   money  so  appropriated1 
expended  and  paid  out,  and  in  such  suit  the  amount  of  the  city's  recovery  shall  b 
such  sum  as  it  was  compelled  to  expend  in  order  to  procure  the  collection  am 
removal  of  garbage  which   the   contractors  should  have   collected  and   removed 
under  the  contract. 

16.  The  contractor  shall  pay  any  judgment  which  maybe  taken  against  sai'J 
city,  either  alone  or  jointly  with  said  contractor  on  account  of  any  injury  or  dam  i 
age  to  persons  or  property  by  reason  of  the  carrying  out  of  this  contract  caused  b  j 
the  fault  of  the  contractor:  Provided,  That  if  the  city  is  sued  alone  for  such  injur! 
or  damages  due  notice  to  the  contractor  to  appear  and  defend  said  action  shall  b 
given. 

17.  A  proper  contract,  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  b| 
entered  into,  and  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract  and  specification! 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties,  their  successors  and  assigns. 

18.  The  Board  of  Public  Works,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  cor] 
tract,  shall  make  and  allow  quarterly  estimates  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  don! 
and  sum  due  therefor  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  sum  s! 
estimated  and  allowed  shall  thereupon  be  due  and  payable  to  the  contractor,  an! 
said  Board  shall  issue  to  the  contractor  a  proper  voucher  therefor. 

19.  It  is  further  provided  and  stipulated  that  the  contractor  shall  give  to  res  I 
dents  of  said  city  and  county  preference  in  the  employment  of  all  labor  necessai  j 
in  performing  the  contract,  and  failing  to  do  so  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  the  sum  oj 
five  dollars  for  each  failure  to  observe  this  stipulation. 

20.  The  contractor  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  at  the  en 
of  each  month,  the  amount  of  garbage  collected,  making,  at  the  same  time,  an: 
other  suggestions  he  may  desire  to  make,  or  giving  such  other  information  as  ma 
be  required  by  said  Board  of  Health  and  Charities. 

21.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  haul,  so  far  as  possible,  all  garbage  co 
lected  through  the  alleys  in  the  city,  not  making  use  of  the  prominent  business  i 
resident  streets. 

GENERAL   STIPULATIONS. 

It  is  further  agreed  between  the  parties  to  the  contract  that  the  contract  shall  I 
U  made  subject  to  the  conditions  and  stipulations  which  follow  : 

1.  The  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  the  contract  or  sub-let  any  of  tl 
work  embraced  in  it,  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

2.  The  contractor  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  ar! 
Charities  as  to  the  time  in  which  the  garbage  shall  be  collected,  as  to  the  interval 
between  the  collection  of  the  garbage  and  the  mode  of  doing  the  same. 

3.  If  the  machine,  or  machines,  intended  for  use  are  patented,  the  bidder  mu 
exhibit  proof  of  his  right  to  use  the  machine,  or  machines,  in  the  City  of  Indian 
apolis,  and  will  further  be  required  to  execute  a  bond  of  indemnity  holding  til 
city  harmless  from  any  suits  for  infringement  of  patent  which  may  arise  under  tl! 
contract. 

4.  Whenever  the  contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work,  orders  will  be  given  I  [ 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents,  to  the  superiij 
tendents  or  overseers  who  may  have  immediate  charge  thereof,  and  shall  by  the  , 
be  received  and  strictly  obeyed.     And  if  any  person  employed  on  the  work  sha 
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refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  or  its 
idiily  authorized  agents,  in  anything  relating  to  the  work,  or  shall  appear  to  the  said 
Board  of  Health  and  Charities  to  be  incompetent,  disorderly,  or  unfaithful,  he 
shall,  upon  the  order  of  said  Board  of  Health  and  Charities,  be  at  once  discharged 
and  not  again  employed  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

5.  The  contractor  shall  be  required  to  observe  all  city  ordinances  in  relation  to 
obstructing  the  streets,  keeping  open  passageways  and  protecting  the  same  where 
exposed,  maintaining  signals,  and  generally  to  obey  all  laws  and  ordinances,  and 
hereby  expressly  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
from  all  suits  or  actions  of  every  kind  and  description  brought  against  the  city  for 
or  on  account  of  any  injuries  for  damages  received  or  sustained  by  any  party  or 
;parties,  or  by  or  from  the  contractor,  his  servants  or  agents,  in  the  fulfillment  of 
'the  contract,  and  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  that  so  much  of  the  money  due  to  the 
contractor  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  contract  as  shall  be  considered  necessary  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  may  be  retained  until  all  suits  or  claims  for  damages 
|as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  furnished  to  the 
satisfaction  of  said  Board  of  Public  AVorks. 

6.  To  prevent  all  disputes  and  litigation,  it  is  further  agreed  by  the  parties 
siereto  that  the  Board  of  Health  and  Charities  shall  in  all  cases  determine  the 

imount  or  quantity  of  the  work  which  is  to  be  paid  for  under  the  contract,  and 
|hey  shall,  with  the  aid  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  decide  all  questions  which 
|nay  arise  relative  to  the  execution  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  contractor, 

tnd  their  estimates  and  decisions  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  contractor  shall  file  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  thirty 

thousand  dollars   (S30,000),  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said 

pity,  payable  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  contractor, 

lis  successors  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  faithfully  discharge  the  requirements  of 

his  contract  and  comply  with  all  of  its  terms  and  provisions. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  in  case  the  said  John  McCarthy,  the  contractor,  his 
uccessor,  successors  or  assigns,  shall  violate  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  obliga- 
ions  herein  contained,  then,  in  that  event,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City 
1)f  Indianapolis  may,  at  its  option,  cancel  this  contract  and  the  same  shall  become 
null  and  void  ;  and  in  such  event,  a  right  of  action  for  a  breach  of  the  contract 
[hall  immediately  accrue  upon  the  bond  of  the  contractor,  and  the  amount  men- 
lioned  in  said  bond  shall  be  deemed  due  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  as 
liquidated  damages  for  the  violation  of  the  terms  of  this  contract,  and  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  shall  be  entitled  to  a  judgment  upon  said  bond  for  the  full  amount 
ihereof.

hat  payment  is  to  be  made  only  for  the  actual  time  during  which  the  terms  of  this 
pntract  are  complied  with,  based  upon  the  amount  fixed  for  the  year  1897,  from 
'illy  1  to  December  31,  inclusive. 

To  each  and  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  of  this  contract,  the  City 
*f  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,, 
jnd  John  McCarthy,  party  of  the  second  part,  do  fully  agree  and  bind  themselves,, 
peir  successors  and  assigns.

G.  O.  No.  48,  1897.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  construction,  arrangement  and 
•epair  of  theaters  or  buildings  used  for  public  entertainments  and  amusements,  pro- 
viding for  the  provision  and  inspection  of  the  same,  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  viola- 
ion  of  the  terms  thereof,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  every  theater  or  opera  house  o;-  other  building  intended  to  be  used 
tor  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind  where 
stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed,  hereafter  erected,  altered  or  repaired, 
pall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  as  hereinafter  set 
jforth.  No  building  which  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  is  not  in 
actual  use  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected 
|iltered  or  repaired  not  in  comformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
De  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind 
>v7here  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
nade  to  conform  to  the  requirements  hereof,  and  no  building  hereinbefore 
lescribed  shall  be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  puposesor  for  pub- 
ic entertainments  of  any  kind  where  stage  scenery  or  apparatus  are  employed  until 
he  building  inspector  of  said  City  shall  have  approved  of  the  same  in  writing  as 
onforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  City 
)f  Indianapolis  shall  refuse  to  issue  any  license  for  any  such  building,  and  should 
my  such  building  be  so  opened  before  such  approval  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
building  inspector,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City  to 
[lose  the  same  and  prevent  its  opening  again,  until  a  certificate  in  writing  of  such 
Approval  shall  have  been  given  by  the  building  inspector  of  said  City.  All  such 
huildings  above  described  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  following  provisions  and 
fequirements,  to-wit : 

Every  such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front 
(here  shall  be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  foi  the  audience. 

COURTS   AT   THE   SIDES. 

In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street,  there  shall  be 
ieserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency,  an  open  court  or  space  on  the  side  not 
(•ordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  corner  lot ;  and  on  both 
iides  of  said  building,  when  there  is  but  one  frontage  on  the  street.  The  width  of 
uch  open  court  or  courts  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  feet  where  the  seating  capac- 
ity is  not  over  1,000  people,  above  1,000  and  not  more  than  1,800  people,  eight  feet 
p  width,  and  above  1,800  people  ten  feet  in  width. 

A  separate  or  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to  the  street,  from  each  open  court, 
through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the  street  side  of  the  auditorium, 
pith  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fire-proof  materials  on  each  side  the  entire  length 
jf  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall  be  fire-proof.  Said 
jorridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more  than  three  feet  less  than 
he  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts ;  and  there  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  same ; 
[he  outer  openings  to  be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street, 
uring  the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridor  shall  be  kept  open  by 
roper  fastenings ;  at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  movable  bolts 
r  locks. 

The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage  purposes,  or  for 
ny  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to  the  auditorium 
nd  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 

The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building  shall  not  be  on  a  higher  level 
rom  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  building  inspector. 

From  the  auditorium  opening  into  the  said  open  courts,  or  on  the  side  street, 
here  shall  be  not  less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including 
he  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in 
^idth  in  the  clear,  and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood ;  if  of  wood,  the  doors 
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shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  in  this  title  described.     All  of  said  doors  shall 
open  outwardly,  and  must  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts   to  be  kep 
drawn  during  performances.

There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in  the  said  open  com 
or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium,  c 
sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  balconies  there  shall  b 
staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a  rise  of  not  over  eight  and  a  ha 
inches  to  a  step,  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread  exclusive  of  the  nosing.  Th 
staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below  shall  not  be  less  than  thirti 
inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  three  feet  i 
width  in  the  clear  where  the  seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  1,000  peopl 
or  less,  three  feet  and  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  1,000  and  not  more  thai

2,500  people,  and  not  over  four  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  2,500  pec 
pie.  All  the  before  mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iro 
throughout,  including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  r) 
carried  by  them. 

Where  one  side  of  the  building  borders  on  a  street,  there  shall  be  balconies  an 
staircases  of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried  to  the  ground. 

When  located  on  a  corner  lot  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  sic; 
street  and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theater  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  moi 
than  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  provide

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  roof-garden,  art  gallery,  or  rooms  ft 
similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a  theater  or  public  building,  provided  the  flot 
of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theater  or  building  shall  be  constructed  j 
iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no  coverii 
boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over  said  garden* 
rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  covered  with  g 
or  fire-proof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery  or  room  for  ar 
public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any  theater  or  oth 
building  which  is  used  as  a  stage. 
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No  workshop,  storage  or  general  property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  audi- 
:orium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or  in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms 
3r  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases  they 
Shall  be  separated  from  the  stage  by  a  brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading  into 
'said  portions  shall  have  fire-proof  doors  on  each  side  of  the  openings,  hung  to  iron 
?yes  built  into  the  wall. 

No  portion  of  any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be 
ised  for  theatrical  or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied 
3r  used  as  a  hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or 
'or  storage  purposes,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said 
estriction  relates  not  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the 
mditorium  and  the  stage,  but  applies  also  to  the  entire  structure  in  conjunction 
herewith.

Interior  walls  built  of  fire-proof  materials  shall  separate  the  auditoriumjrom  the 
mtrance  vestibule,  and  from  any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  any  lob- 
)ies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other  rooms. 

All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of  brick,  or 
f  fire-proof  materials  approved  by  the   building  inspector,  in  the  stories  through 
jvhich  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier  shall  be  the  full 
idth  of  said  staircase. 

A  fire  wall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  stage,  and  the 
ame  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof,  or  the  auditorium  roof,  if 
he  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped. 

Above  the  proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  covered  with  fire- 
roof  materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  There  shall  also  be  constructed  a  reliev- 
ng  arch  over  the  same,  the  intervening  space  being  filled  in  with  hard  burnt  brick 
f  the  full  thickness  of  the  proscenium  wall. 

Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra  over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium 
Opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on  the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium 
Ire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the  auditorium  side  of  said  wall. 

The  molded  frame  around  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of 
jire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal  shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non- 
ombustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron. 

The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a  fire-proof  metal  curtain,  or  a 

urtain  of  asbestos  or  similar  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  building  inspector, 

Hiding  at  each  end  with  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the  brick  Avail,  and 

xtending  into  such  grooves  not  less  than  six  inches  on  each  side.     Said  fire-proof 

urtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  commencement  of  each  performance  and  lowered 

t  the  close  of  said  performance,  and  be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that 

purpose.     The  proscenium  curtains  shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from 

Jhe  footlights  at  the  nearest  point  where  gas  is  used. 

All  doorways  or  openings  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  in 
very  tier,  shall  have  doors  of  iron  or  wood,  on  each  face  of  the  wall ;  if  of  wood  the 
loors  shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  doors  hung  so  as  to  be 
jpened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  There  shall  be  no  openings  in  the  proscenium 
[re-wall  above  the  level  of  the  auditorium  ceiling.  Direct  access  to  these  doors 
•hall  be  provided  on  both  sides,  and  the  same  shall  always  be  kept  free  from  any 
incumbrance. 

Iron  ladders  or  stairs,  securely  fixed  to  the  wall,  on  the  stage  side,  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  overcome  any  difference  of  level  existing  between  the  floor  of  galleries  on 
he  stage  side  of  the  fire-Avail  and  those  on  the  side  of  the  auditorium. 
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There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal  sky-lights,  of  an  area  or  combined 
area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and 
glazed  with  double-thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  an  inch  thick,  and 
each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  three  hundred  square  inches,  and  the 
whole  of  which  skylight  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  instantly  on  the  cutting 
or  burning  of  a  hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said  skylights  closed' 
or  some  other  equally  simple  improved  device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided! 

All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps,  and 
other  mechanical  apparatus,  for  the  presentation  of  a  scene,  usually  equal  to  the 
width  of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in 
between  with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for  the  support  of  said  beams  shalj 
be  of  wrought-iron  or  rolled  steel. 

The  fly-galleries  entire,  including  pin-rails,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel 
and  the  floors  of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of  iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with 
fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or  sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over 
beams,  but  the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely  fire-proof. 

The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof,  except  the  floor  covering  the  same. 

All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and  decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all 
woodwork  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  saturated  with  some  non-combustible 
material,  or  otherwise  rendered  safe  against  fire,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  building 
inspector. 

The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and  the  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  ves- 
tibule, also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the 
entrance  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed; 
of  iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wooden  floorboards 
and  necessary  sleepers  to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  tim- 
bers of  support. 

The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials,  except  the 
capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood. 

The  ceiling  under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fire-proof  materials. 

The  ceiling  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials. 

All  lathing,  whenever  used,  shall  be  of  metal. 

The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium,  the 
entrance  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience;  i 
shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  including  the  furring  of  outside  or  othei 
walls. 

None  of  the  walls  or  ceiling  shall  be  covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvas,  or  anj 
combustible  material. 

But  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a  height  not  to  exceec 
six  feet,  which  shall  be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  witl 
fire-proof  materials. 

The  walls  separating  the  actors'  dressing-rooms  from  the  stage,  and  the  partition! 
dividing  the  dressing-rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passage-way  frou 
the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  cou 
structed  of  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  building  inspector  of  said  city 
All  doors  in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  of  iron,  or  of  wood  constructed  as  here 
inbefore  described. 

All  the  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and  every  dressing-room,  property-rooD 
or  other  storage  rooms,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal,  slate  or  some  fire-pro o 
material. 

Dressing-rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly-galleries,  provided  that  proper  exits  aj 
secured  therefrom  to  the  fire-escapes  in  the  open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  ar' 
e>ther  matters  pertaining  to  dressing-rooms  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  here 
contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the  same  shall  be  fire-proof.  ' 

All  seats  in  the  auditorium  excepting  those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  firml 
secured  to  the  floor,  and  no  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seat

intervening  between  it  and  the  aisle,  or  either  side,  and  no  stool  or  seat  shall  be 
i  placed  in  any  aisle. 

All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the  seats  shall  not  be  more  than 
I  twenty-one  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  thirty  inches  in  width  of  platform. 

All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  of  the  auditorium,  having  seats  on  both  sides  of 
same,  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin,  and  shall  be  increased 
in  width  toward  the  exits  in  the  ratio  of  one  and  one-half  inches  to  five  running 
feet.  Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only,  shall  be  not  less  than  two  feet  wide  at 
their  beginning  and  increase  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  having  seats  on  both  sides. 

The  aggregate  capacity  of  the  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors,  passages  and  rooms  for 
the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisle  space  between  seats  shall,  on  each  floor 
or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to  be  accommodated  on  said 
floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor-room  to 
every  one  hundred  persons. 

Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps  where  possible,  to 
overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  corridors  and  passages. 

Every  theater  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have  at  least  two 
exits ;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits  shall  be  pro- 
vided ;  these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court  at  the 
1side  of  the  theater. 

Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons  or  portions  thereof  to 
be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of  twenty  inches  addi- 
tional exit  width  must  be  allowed. 

All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung  to  swing  in 
such  a  manner  as  not  to  become  an  obstruction  in  a  passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such 
doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building  is 
open  to  the  public. 

Distinct  and  separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gal- 
lery above  the  first. 

A  common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the  audito- 
rium and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  capacity 
of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery. 

No  passage  leading  to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit 
shall  be  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof. 

All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  material 
throughout. 

Stairways  serving  for  the  exit  of  one  hundred  people  must,  if  straight,  be  at  least 
four  feet  wide,  between  railings,  or  between  walls,  and  if  curved  or  winding,  five  feet 
wide,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches  must  be 
added  to  their  width. 

In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a  half  inches  in  height, 
nor  shall  the  treads  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less  than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide 
in  straight  stairs.  In  circular  or  winding  stairs  the  width  of  the  tread  at  the  narrow- 
est end  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  inches. 

Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be 
at  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each 
gallery  in  the  auditorium,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same 
shall  be  located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  When  there  are  more  than  two 
galleries  one  or  more  additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which 
shall  communicate  directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All 
said  staircases  shall  be  of  width  proportioned  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere 
herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less, 
two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper  gallery, 
with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of  said  staircases. 
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At  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  pro- 
vided for  the  service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the 
same. 

All  inside  stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
inclosed  on  both  sides  with  walls  of  fire-proof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  j 
or  lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed 
as  herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides. 

When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a  landing  of  the  full  width  of 
both  flights,  without  any  steps  shall  be  provided.  Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall 
have  a  proper  landing  without  winders  introduced  at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when 
two  side  flights  connected  with  one  main  flight,  no  winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  ■ 
the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the 
side  flights.  Circular  or  winding  stairs  shall  have  proper  landings  introduced  at 
convenient  distances. 

All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both  sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured 
in  the  Avail  about  three  inches  distant  therefrom  and  about  three  feet  above  the  I 
stairs,  but  said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level  platforms  and  landings  where  the, 
same  is  more  in  length  than  the  width  of  the  stairs. 

All  staircases  six  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a  center  hand-rail 
of  hardwood,  or  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a  height  of 
about  three  feet  above  the  center  of  the  treads,  and  supported  on  wrought-iron  or 
brass  standards  of  sufficient  strength  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than 
six  feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured. 

Every  steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be  * 
located  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  inclosed 
by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space  shall  be  constructed'1 
of  fire-proof  materials.     All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have  iron  doors. 

No  coil  or  radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit; 
but  all  said  coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  par- 
tition to  receive  the  same. 

All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased  and  protected  where; 
passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork. 

Standpipes  of  two  and  one-half  inches  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose 
attachments  on  every  floor  and  gallery,  as  follows,  namely  :  One  on  each  side  of  the 
auditorium  in  each  tier,  also  on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one; 
in  the  property-room  and  one  in  the  carpenter's  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to 
the  building.  All  such  standpipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said 
standpipes  shall  be  separate  and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from 
the  steam  pumps  and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment and  shall  be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  steam 
pump  or  pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated 
simultaneously;  and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main 
and  be  ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a  performance  in  said  building. 

A  separate  and  distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs 
approved  by  the  building  inspector,  supplied  with  water  from  a  tank  located  on 
the  roof  over  the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  stand-pipes,  shall 
be  placed  up  and  around  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over; 
the  stage  at  such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when 
said  sprinklers  are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed, 
wherever  practicable,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint-rooms,  store 
rooms  and  property-rooms. 

A  proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose  fitted  with  the  regu- 
lation couplings  of  the  fire  department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto,  and  with 
hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose  attachment. 
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There  shall  also  be  kept  in  readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four 
casks  full  of  water,  and  two  buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be 
painted  red. 

There  shall  also  be  provided  handpumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing 
aparatus  and  at  least  four  axes,  and  two  twenty-five  feet  hooks,  two  fifteen  feet 
hooks,  and  two  ten-feet  hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage. 

Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public, 
I  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets,  and  including  the  open  courts  and  corridors, 
shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted  during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  be 
left  lighted  until  the  entire  audience  has  left  the  premises. 

LIGHTS. 

At  least  two  or  more  oil  lamps  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier  shall 
be  provided  on  fixed  brackets,  not  less  than  seven  feet  above  the  floor.  Said  lamps 
shall  be  filled  with  whale  or  lard  oil,  and  shall  be  kept  lighted  during  each  perform- 
ance, or  in  place  of  said  lamps  candles  shall  be  provided. 

All  gas,  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corridors,  lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said 
buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  auditorium,  must  be  controlled  by  a 
separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby,  and  controlled  only  in  that  particular  place. 

Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent  connections  for  the 
auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting  off  the  gas  from 
the  outside  of  the  building. 

When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted  by  electricity,  other  suitable  appliances, 
to  be  approved  by  the  building  inspector,  shall  be  provided. 

All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass,  in  the  auditorium,  or  in  any 
part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public  shall  be  provided  with  proper  wire  net- 
ting underneath. 

No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls,  woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in 
any  part  of  the  building  unless  protected  by  fire-proof  materials. 

All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed  nec- 
essary by  the  building  inspector  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  net-work. 

The  foot-lights  in  addition  to  the  wire  net-work,  shall  be  protected  with  a  strong 
wire  guard,  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  foot-lights,  and  the  trough  con- 
taining said  foot-lights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fire-proof  materials  if 
gas  is  used. 

All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best-known  methods,  and 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  suspended 
for  ten  feet  by  wire  rope. 

All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the  main  chandelier,  or 
from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and  made  double,  with 
an  air  space  between. 

All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire  guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten 
inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  material  in  contact  therewith  shall  be 
out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights,  and  must  be  soldered  to  the  fixtures 
in  all  cases. 

The  stand-pipes,  gas-pipes,  electric  wires,  hose,  foot-lights  and  all  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  building  inspector  and  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  said  officials  are  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the  arrangements  in  respect 
thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced. 

A  diagram  or  plan  of  each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits 
therefrom  shall  be  printed  in  a  legible  manner  on  the  program  of  the  performance. 

Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same  on  the  inside,  the  word  "exit,"  painted  in 
legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  any  one  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person  opening  or  conducting  any  theater  or  opera  house 
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or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  pub- 
lic entertainment  as  described  in  the  foregoing  section  which  does  not  comply  in  the 
general  arrangement  thereof  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person 
constructing,  repairing  or  altering  any  such  theater  or  building  in  violation  of  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  or  assisting  in  the  same  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  and  each  day's  contin- 
uance of  such  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  publication  one  day  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  the  Sun,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,.; 
Marion  County,  Indiana.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  Section  7  of  the  above  entitled  G.  O.  No.  27,  1886,  and  as  amended  .June  20, 
1887,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  7.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  peddle  any  goods,  wares,  meats  or  mer- 
chandise whatsoever,  by  wholesale  or  retail,  in  or  along  the  streets  or  alleys  of 
Indianapolis  without  first  having  procured  and  paid  for  a  license  so  to  do,  as  here- 
inafter provided.  No  more  than  one  license  shall  be  issued,  or  granted,  to  any  per- 
son engaged  in  the  business  of  peddling  in  said  city. 

Every  person  who  goes  from  house  to  house,  or  from  one  part  of  the  public 
street  or  alley  to  another,  in  a  vehicle,  or  on  foot,  or  with  a  push  cart,  offering  for 
sale  any  goods,  wares,  meats,  merchandise,  fruit,  candy,  poultry,  produce,  vegeta- 
bles or  other  article,  shall  be  deemed  a  peddler  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  word  peddler  shall  include  "  hucksters,"  "  hawkers"  and  "  itinerant " 
dealers  as  commonly  used,  and  shall  include  also  any  person  going  about  the  city 
on  foot  or  otherwise ;  taking  orders  for  or  selling  any  kinds  of  goods,  wares,  meats, 
produce,  vegetables,  fruit,  merchandise  or  any  other  article  of  value,  by  sample  to 
be  afterwards  delivered :  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  drummers  selling  goods  by  sample  to  resident  merchants:  Provided 
further,  That  non-residents  peddling  linen,  laces,  rugs,  or  dry  goods,  by  sample  or 
otherwise,  shall  pay  a  license  of  fifty  cents  per  day. 

Sec.  2.  That  Section  8  of  the  above  entitled  G.  O.  No.  27, 1886,  and  as  amended 
June  20,  1887,  be  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  8.  When  such  produce,  meats,  provisions,  goods,  wares,  medicines,  mer- 
chandise, fruit,  vegetables  or  other  article  of  value  are  carried  in  vehicles  drawn  by 
animal  power  a  license  of  forty  dollars  ($40)  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  each  per- 
son using  such  vehicle  for  such  purpose,  and  when  such  produce,  meats,  provisions, 
goods,  wares,  medicines,  merchandise,  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  articles  of  value  are 
carried  in  vehicles  propelled  by  hand  or  otherwise  on  the  person,  each  person  so 
engaged  in  selling  shall  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  and  pay  a  fee  of  forty 
dollars  ($40)  per  annum.  No  license  required  under  this  ordinance  for  the  sale  of 
fruits  or  vegetables,  or  both,  shall  be  granted  for  a  shorter  period  of  time  than  one 
year;  for  all  other  articles  in  this  ordinance  mentioned  a  license  shall  be  granted 
for  the  period  of  one  year  at  forty  dollars  ($40)  per  year,  or  by  the  month  at  the 
rate  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  month,  or  by  the  day  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1)  per 
day.  Every  person  desiring  to  procure  a  license  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
city  the  requisite  sum  above  stated,  and  present  said  Treasurer's  receipt  to  the  City 
Clerk  (Comptroller)  who  shall  issue  to  such  person  the  proper  license  therefor. 
Provided,  however,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  peddlers,  hawkers,  hucksters  or  itin- 
erant dealers  to  attract  attention  to  their  wares  by  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of 
horns  or  crying  by  voice  along  the  streets  or  allies  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
Any  person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  ten 
dollars  ($10)  for  each  offense.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  Maria  A.  Allen,  Nellie  Billingsly,  Dolphon  : 
Hutchings,  Martha  E.  Swinford  and  Sarah  E.  Swengel,  respectfully  represent  to 
your  honorable  body,  that  they  are  now  the  owners  in  fee  simple,  as  tenants  in  i 
common,  of  lot  No.  3  in  G.  A.  Fiscus'  Subdivision  of  block  21  in  Johnson's  heirs' 
Addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ;  that  in  the  years  1875  and  1876  said  lot  was 
owned  by  Hume  and  Williams  ;  that  during  said  years  certain  proceedings  were 
had  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  City  Commissioners,  in  the  matter  of 
the  opening  and  extension  of  Rohampton  street  to  a  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Seventh 
street  to  Lincoln  avenue ;  that  such  proceedings  were  had  as  that  on  the  3d  day  of 
January  1876,  said  Board  of  City  Commissioners  made  report  to  the  Common 
Council,  showing  assessments  of  benefits  against  various  property  owners  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  Rohampton  street,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $8,725, 
and  awarding  damages  to  the  persons  whose  property  was  taken  for  said  opening 
and  extension  in  a  like  sum,  said  report  being  found  printed  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Common  Council  for  the  years  1875  and  '76,  at  pages  1360  to  1369,  inclusive;

Your  petitioners  represent,  that  said 
suits  were  all  brought  and  tried  before  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the  date 
of  said  proceedings,  the  first  of  said  suits  having  been  commenced  July  10,  1883, 
and  the  last  one  March  23,  1895,  as  will  fully  appear  by  an  examination  of  the 
records  of  said  courts;  but  your  petitioners  show,  that  it  has  now  been  more  than 
twenty  years  since  the  final  proceedings  were  had  by  said  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  City  Commissioners,  and  that  it  has  been  more  than  twenty  years  since 
the  transcript  of  said  proceeding  was  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of

ORDINANCES   ON    SECOND    READING. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dewar,  the  following  entitled  ordinance  was 
taken  up  and  read  a  second  time: 

G.  O.  No.  48,  1897.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  construction,  arrangement  and 
repair  of  theaters  or  buildings  used  for  public  entertainments  and  amusements,  pro- 
viding for  the  provision  and  inspection  of  the  sainej  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  terms  thereof,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Mr.  Dewar  offered  the  following  amendment  to  G.  0.  No.  48,  1897: 

Mr.  President : 

I  move  to  amend  G.  O.  No.  48,  1897,  by  striking  out  after  the  ordaining  clause 
in  Section  1,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,"  everything  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following : 

That  every  theater  or  opera  house  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind  where 
stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed,  hereafter  erected,  altered  or  repaired, 
or  now  in  process  of  erection,  alteration  or  repair,  shall  be  built  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  as  hereinafter  set  forth.  No  build- 
ing which  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected,  altered 
or  repaired  not  in  coniform ity  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind 
where  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  hereof,  and  no  building  hereinbefore 
described  shall  be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  puposes  or  for  pub- 
lic entertainments  of  any  kind  where  stage  scenery  or  apparatus  are  employed  until 
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the  building  inspector  of  said  City  shall  have  approved  of  the  same  in  writing  as 
conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  : 
of  Indianapolis  shall  refuse  to  issue  any  license  for  any  such  building,  and  should 
any  such  building  be  so  opened  before  such  approval  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
building  inspector,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City  to 
close  the  same  and  prevent  its  opening  again,  until  a  certificate  in  writing  of  such 
approval  shall  have  been  given  by  the  building  inspector  of  said  City.  All  such 
buildings  above  described  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  following  provisions  and 
requirements,  to-wit: 

Every  such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  line  thereof  on  the  street  or  alley, 
and  in  such  street  or  alley  there  shall  be  suitable  means  of  exit  for  the  audience. 

COURTS   AT   THE   SIDES. 

In   addition  to  the  aforesaid  exits  on  the  street  or  alley,  there  shall  be  reserved 
for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency,  an  open  court  or  space  on  the  side  not  bordering 
on  the  street  or  alley,  where  said  building  is  located  on  corner  lot ;  and  on  both  sides  j 
of  said  building,  when  there  is  but  one  frontage  on  the  street  or  alley.     The  width  of  j 
such  open  court  or  courts  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  feet  where  the  seating  capac-  ! 
ity  is  not  over  1,000  people,  above  1,000  and  not  more  than  1,800  people,  eight  feet 
in  width,  and  above  1,800  people  ten  feet  in  width. 

A  separate  or  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to  the  street  or  alley  from  each  open  { 
court,  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the  street  or  alley  side  of  the  i 
auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fire-proof  materials  on  each  side  of 
the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall  be 
fire-proof.  There  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  corridor  or  corridors;  the  outer 
openings  to  be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street  or  alley. 
During  the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridor  shall  be  kept  open  by 
proper  fastenings,  and  opened  by  pressure  from  the  inside;  at  other  times  they  may 
be  closed  and  fastened  by  movable  bolts  or  locks.  • 

The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage  purposes,  or  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to  the  auditorium 
and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 

The  entrance  of  the  main  floor  of  the  building  shall  not  be  on  a  higher  level; 
from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  building  inspector. 

From  the  auditorium  opening  into  the  said  open  courts,  or  on  the  side  street  or: 
alley,  there  shall  be  one  or  more  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including 
the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in 
width  in  the  clear,  and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors; 
shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  in  this  title  described.  All  of  said  doors  shall 
open  outwardly,  and  must  be  fastened  with  movable  fastenings  opening  by  pressure: 
from  the  inside. 

The  open  court  on  the  side  of  the  auditorium  shall  have  an  area  of  not  less  than 
000  square  feet  immediately  adjoining  the  side  of  the  auditorium,  and  such  space 
shall  not  be  less  than  12  feet  in  width. 

There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in  the  said  open  court, 
or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium,  of 
sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  exits,  and  from  said  balconies  there  shall  be  stair- 
cases extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a  rise  of  not  over  eight  and  a  half  inches 
to  a  step,  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread  exclusive  of  the  nosing.     The  stair- 
case from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  inches; 
in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  three  feet  in  width  in 
the  clear  where  the  seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for*  1,000  people  or  less,: 
three  feet  and  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  1,000  and  not  more  than   1,800  j 
people,  and  four  feet  in  the  clear  where  above  1,800  people  and  not  more  than  2,500  j 
people,  and  not  over  four  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  2,500  people.  All  ! 
the  before  mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  through 
out,  including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried  by 
them. 
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When  located  on  a  corner  lot  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  side 
street  or  alley  and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theater  may,  if  such  portion  be 
not  more  than  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments, 
provided  the  walls  separating  this  portion  from  the  theater  proper  are  carried  up 
solidly  to  and  through  the  roof,  and  that  a  fire-proof  exit  is  provided  for  the  thea- 
ter, on  each  side  tier,  equal  to  the  combined  widths  of  exits  opening  on  opposite 
sides  in  each  tier,  communicating  with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street 
in  manner  provided  elsewhere  in  this  section;  said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely 
cut  off  by  brick  walls  from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and 
ceilings  in  each  tier  shall  be  fire-proof. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  roof-garden,  art  gallery,  or  rooms  for 
similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a  theater  or  public  building,  provided  the  floor 
of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theater  or  building  shall  be  constructed  of 
iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no  covering 
boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over  said  garden  or 
rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  covered  with  glass 
or  lire-proof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof-garden,  art  gallery  or  room  for  any 
public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any  theater  or  other 
building  which  is  used  as  a  stage. 

No  portion  of  any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  for  theatrical  or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied 
or  used  as  a  hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or 
for  storage  purposes,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  8aid 
restriction  relates  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium 
and  the  stage. 

No  store  or  room  contained  in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apartments 
adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  let  or  used  for  carrving  on  any  business  dealing  in 
articles  designated  as  specially  hazardous  by  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said 
City. 

No  lodging  accommodation  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the  building  commu- 
nicating with  the  auditorium. 

Interior  walls  of  fire-proof  materials  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the 
entrance  vestibule,  and  from  any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  any  lob- 
bies, corridors,  refreshment  or  other  rooms. 

All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of  brick,  or 
of  fire-proof  materials  approved  by  the  building  inspector,  in  the  stories  through 
which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier  shall  be  the  full 
width  of  said  staircase. 

A  fire  wall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  stage,  and  the 
same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  or  roof,  or  the  auditorium  roof, 
if  the  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped. 

Above  the  proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  covered  with  fire- 
proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  There  shall  also  be  constructed  a  reliev- 
ing arch  over  the  same,  the  intervening  space  being  filled  in  with  hard  burnt  brick 
of  the  thickness  of  the  proscenium  wall. 

Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra  over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium 
opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on  the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium 
fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the  auditorium  side  of  said  wall. 

The  molded  frame  around  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of 
fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal  shall  be  surrounded  with  non- 
combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron. 

The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a  fire-proof  metal  curtain,  or  a 
curtain  of  asbestos  or  similar  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  building  inspector, 
sliding  at  each  end  with  iron  or  brick  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the  brick  wall,  and 
extending  into  such  grooves  not  less  than  six  inches  on  each  side.  Said  fire-proof 
curtain  shall   be   raised   at  the  commencement  of  each   performance   and  lowered 
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at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and  be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that 
purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains  shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from 
the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point  where  gas  is  used. 

All  doorways  or  openings  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  in 
every  tier,  shall  have  doors  of  tilled  iron  or  wood,  on  the  face  of  the  wall ;  if  of  wood 
the  door  shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  described.  There  shall  be  no  openings 
in  the  proscenium  fire-wall  above  the  level  of  the  auditorium  ceiling.  Direct 
access  to  these  doors  shall  be  provided  on  both  sides,  and  the  same  shall  always  be 
kept  free  from  any  incumbrance. 

There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal  sky-lights,  of  an  area  or  combined 
area  of  at  least  one-sixteenth  the  area  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and 
glazed  with  double-thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  an  inch  thick,  and 
each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  three  hundred  square  inches,  and  the 
whole  of  which  skylight  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  instantly  on  the  cutting 
or  burning  of  a  hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said  skylights  closed, 
or  some  other  equally  simple  improved  device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided. 

The  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the  entire  floor  of  the 
second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the  entrance  lobby  and  corridors,  and 
all  galleries  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire-proof 
materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wooden  floor  boards  and  necessary  sleepers  to 
fasten  the  same  to  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support. 

The  front  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials,  except  the 
capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood. 

The  ceiling  under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fire-proof  materials. 

The  ceiling  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials. 

All  lathing  on  walls  of  building,  or  in  any  part  of  galleries  shall  be  of  metal. 

The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium,  the 
entrance  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience, 
shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  including  the  furring  of  outside  or  other 
walls. 

None  of  the  walls  or  ceiling  shall  be  covered  with  wood  sheathing,  or  any  com- 
bustible material. 

But  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a  height  not  to  exceed 
six  feet,  which  shall  be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with 
fire-proof  materials. 

Dressing-rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly-galleries,  provided  that  proper  exits  are 
secured  therefrom  to  the  fire-escapes  in  the  open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  and 
other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing-rooms  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  herein 
contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the  same  shall  be  fire-proof. 

All  seats  in  the  auditorium  excepting  those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  firmly 
secured  to  the  floor,  and  no  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  seven  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  the  aisle,  on  either  side,  and  no  stool  or  seat  shall  be 
placed  in  any  aisle. 

All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the  seats  shall  not  be  more  than 
twenty-one  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  thirty-seven  inches  in  width  of 
platform.  < 

All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  of  the  auditorium,  having  seats  on  both  sides  of 
same,  shall  not  be  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin,  and  shall  be  increased 
in  width  toward  the  exits  in  the  ratio  of  one  and  one-half  inches  to  five  running 
feet.  Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only,  shall  not  be  less  than  two  feet  wide  at 
their  beginning  and  increase  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  having  seats  on  both  sides. 

The  aggregate  capacity  of  the  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors,  passages  and  rooms  for 
the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisle  space  between  seats  shall,  on  each  floor 
or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to  be  accommodated  on  said 
floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor-room  to 
every  one  hundred  persons. 
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Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps  where  possible,  to 
overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  corridors  and  passages. 

Every  theater  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have  at  least  two 
exits;  when  accommodating  live  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits  shall  be  pro- 
vided; these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court  at  the 
side  of  the  theater. 

Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons  or  portions  thereof  to 
be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of  twenty  inches  addi- 
tional exit  width  must  be  allowed. 

All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall  open  outwardly,  or  be  hung  on  double-act- 
ing hinges,  and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  become  an  obstruction 
in  a  passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any 
representation,  or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public. 

Distinct  and  separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gal- 
lery above  the  first. 

A  common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the  audito- 
rium and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  capacity 
of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery. 

No  passage  leading  to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit 
shall  be  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof. 

All  stairs  within  the  theater  building  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  material 
throughout. 

Stairways  serving  for  the  exit  of  one  hundred  people  must,  if  straight,  be  at  least 
four  feet  wide,  between  railings,  or  between  walls,  and  if  curved  or  winding,  five  feet 
wide,  and  for»every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches  must  be 
added  to  their  width. 

In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a  half  inches  in  height, 
nor  shall  the  treads  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less  than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide 
in  straight  stairs.  In  circular  or  winding  stairs  the  width  of  the  tread  at  the  narrow- 
est end  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  inches. 

Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  more,  there  shall  be 
at  least  one  independent  staircase,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each 
gallery  in  the  auditorium.  When  there  are  more  than  two  galleries  one  or  more 
additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which  shall  communicate 
directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All  said  staircases  shall 
be  of  width  proportioned  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere  herein  described. 

At  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  pro- 
vided for  the  service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the 
ame. 

All  inside  stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be 
inclosed  on  both  sides  with  walls  of  fire-proof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first 
or  lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed 
s  herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
f  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
oth  sides. 

When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a  landing  of  the  full  width  of 
ne  flight,  without  any  steps  shall  be  provided.  Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall 
lave  a  proper  landing  without  winders  introduced  at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when 
two  side  flights  connected  with  one  main  flight,  no  winders  shall  be  introduced,  and 
the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the 
Jside  flights.  Circular  or  winding  stairs  shall  have  proper  landings  introduced  at 
convenient  distances. 

All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both  sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured 
in  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant  therefrom  and  about  three  feet  above  the 
stairs. 
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All  staircases  six  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  he  provided  with  a  center  hand-rail 
of  hardwood,  or  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a  height  of  ; 
about  three  feet  above  the  center  of  the  treads, 'and  supported  on  wrought-iron  or 
brass  standards  of  sufficient  strength  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  : 
six  feet  apart,  and  securely  holted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured. 

Every  steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be 
located  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  inclosed 
by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space  shall  be  constructed 
of  fire-proof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  communicating  with  the  theater 
shall  have  iron  doors. 

No  coil  or  radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  which  is  less  than 
fifteen  feet  wide,  used  as  an  exit ;  but  all  said  coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in 
recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to  receive  the  same. 

All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased  and  protected  where 
passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork. 

Two  standpipes  of  two  and  one-half  inches  diameter  each  shall  be  provided  with  : 
hose  attachments  on  each  side  of  the  stage.     All  such   standpipes  shall    be  kept  I 
clear  from   obstruction.     Said  standpipes  shall  be  separate  and  distinct,  receiving 
their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  steam  pumps  and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regu-  j 
lation  couplings  of  the  fire  department  and  be  ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times 
during  a  performance  in  said  building. 

A  separate  and   distinct  system    of    automatic   sprinklers,   with    fusible   plugs 
approved  by  the  building  inspector,  supplied  with   water  from  a  tank  located  on  j 
the  roof  over  the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  stand-pipes,  shall  i 
be  placed   up  and  around   the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over 
the  stage  at  such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  I 
said    sprinklers   are   in    operation.      Automatic   sprinklers   shall    also   be   placed, 
wherever  practicable,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint-rooms,  store  ; 
rooms  and  property-rooms. 

A  proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose  fitted  with  the  regu- 
lation couplings  of  the  fire  department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto,  and  with  I 
hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose  attachment. 

There  shall  also  be  provided  hand-pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing 
apparatus  and  at  least  four  axes,  and  two  twenty-five  feet  hooks,  two  fifteen  feet 
hooks,  and  two  ten  feet  hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.- 

Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public, 
also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets,  and  including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  ] 
shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted  during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  be  ; 
left  lighted  until  the  entire  audience  has  left  the  premises. 

LIGHTS. 

At  least  two  or  more  oil  lamps  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier  shall 
be  provided  on  fixed  brackets,  not  less  than  seven  feet  above  the  floor.  Said  lamps 
shall  be  filled  with  whale  or  lard  oil,  and  shall  be  kept  lighted  during  each  perform- 
ance, or  in  place  of  said  lamps  candles  shall  be  provided. 

All  gas,  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corridors,  lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said 
building  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  auditorium,  must  be  controlled  by  a 
separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby,  and  controlled  only  in  that  particular  place. 

Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent  connections  for  the 
auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting  off  the  gas  from 
the  outside  of  the  building. 

When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted  by  electricity,  other  suitable  appliances, 
to  be  approved  by  the  building  inspector,  shall  be  provided. 
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All  suspended  or  bracket  gas  lights  surrounded  by  glass,  in  the  auditorium,  or  in 
any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public  shall  be  provided  with  proper  wire 
netting  underneath. 

No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls,  woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in 
any  part  of  the  building  unless  protected  by  fire-proof  materials. 

All  gas  lights  in  passages-  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed 
necessary  by  the  building  inspector  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  net-work. 

If  gas  is  used,  the  foot-lights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  net-work,  shall  be  protected 
ith  a  strong  wire  guard,  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  foot-lights,  and 
the  trough  containing  said  foot-lights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fire- 
proof materials. 

Ill  gas  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best-known  methods, 
and  subject  to  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  suspended 
for  ten  feet  by  wire  rope. 

All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the  main  chandelier,  or 
from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and  made  double,  with 
an  air  space  between. 

All  stage  gas  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire  guards  or  screens,  not  less  than 
ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  material  in  contact  therewith  shall  be 
out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights,  and  must  be  soldered  to  the  fixtures 
in  all  cases. 

The  stand-pipes,  gas-pipes,  electric  wires,  hose,  foot-lights  and  all  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified, 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  said  official 
is  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the  arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out 
and  enforced. 

A  diagram  or  plan  of  each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits 
therefrom  shall  be  printed  in  a  legible  manner  on  the  program  of  the  performance. 

Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same  on  the  inside,  the  word  "exit,"  painted  in 
egible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  any  one  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person  opening  or  conducting  any  theater  or  opera  house 
or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  pub- 
ic entertainment  as  described  in  the  foregoing  section  which  does  not  comply  in  the 
general  arrangement  thereof  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  any  person 
constructing,  repairing  or  altering  any  such  theater  or  building  in  violation  of  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  or  assisting  in  the  same  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  ($200),  and  each  day's  contin- 
uance of  such  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
age,  and  publication  one  day  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  'J  he  Sun,  a  daily 
ewspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
arion  County,  Indiana.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common   Council.  City: 

Gentlemen — In  response  to  your  communication  as  to  your  power  to  regulat< 
the  charges  for  artificial  gas,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  tht 


H 
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right  of  the  Legislature  to  regulate  such  charges  or  delegate  such  authority  to  your 
body.  This  authority  has  been  delegated  to  you  in  what  is  known  as  the  City 
Charter,  passed  in  1891.  The  power  to  regulate  as  so  given  would  be  complete 
except  for  an  ordinance  passed  February  23,  1885,  to  which  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call 
your  attention.  Under  Section  2  of  that  ordinance,  it  is  provided  that  the  price  at 
which  gas  shall  be  furnished  shall  not  exceed  $1.80  for  each  thousand  cubic  feet. 
In  the  street  railroad  litigation,  in  which  the  city  has  been  vigorously  engaged  for 
some  time,  the  contention  has  always  been  made  that  such  a  provision  means  that 
the  legislative  body  shall  not  fix  a  price  at  a  smaller  sum  than  that  designated. 
"With  this  contention,  however,  I  can  not  and  never  have  agreed.  I  further  beg 
leave  to  call  your  attention  to  Section  5  of  the  above  mentioned  ordinance,  of 
which  the  language  is  as  follows  : 

"  If  any  discovery  or  improvement  shall  be  made  in  the  preparation  of  gas  from 
coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of  obtaining  the 
same  shall  be  materially  diminished,  and  the  same  shall  be  adopted  in  other  prin- 
cipal cities  of  the  country,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  company  aforesaid  shall 
introduce  and  use  such  discoveries  or  improvements  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  shall  make  such  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  as  shall  be  proportionate  to  the 
saving  by  such  discovery  or  improvement." 

It  seems  that  there  has  been  some  improvement  by  which  the  price  of  gas  has 
been  reduced  in  a  large  number  of  cities.  This  being  true,  under  the  language  of 
the  contract  accepted  by  the  Gas  Company,  you  would  now  have  the  power  to  pass 
an  ordinance  fixing  a  reasonable  price.  Citations  of  authorities  are  not  necessary, 
as  they  are  too  numerous  and  have  been  repeatedly  reviewed  most  recently  in  the 
arguments  before  the  Legislature  and  the  United  States  Court  for  this  circuit. 

I,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  say  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  can  pass  an  ordi- 
nance fixing  the  price  which  may  be  charged  for  gas  within  the  city.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 

Under  this  order  of  business,  the  following  ordinances  were  intro- 
duced : 

By  Mr.  Wolcott: 

G.  O.  No.  52,  1897.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  distribution  and  consumption 
of  artificial  gas;  fixing  the  price  thereof  and  matters  connected  therewith;  pre- 
scribing a  penalty  and  fixing  a  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  manufacturing,  supplying,  selling  or 
distributing,  or  any  person  or  company  which  may  engage  in  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing, supplying,  selling  or  distributing  artificial  gas,  or  gas  used  for  lighting 
purposes  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  charge  more  than  ninety  cents  for 
each  one  thousand  cubic  feet.  Such  gas  sold,  furnished  or  distributed  by  such 
company  shall  be  free  from  non-inflammable  or  poisonous  qualities,  and  in  all 
respects  of  the  highest  standard  of  purity ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  company 
furnishing  such  gas  to  serve  all  persons  applying  therefor  promptly  and  in  such 
quantity  as  required  at  the  price  herein  fixed ;  and  such  service  shall  include 
everything  necessary,  including  pipes,  meters  or  other  apparatus,  for  which  no 
additional  charge  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  now  furnishing  or  supplying 
what  is  commonly  known  as  lighting  or  artificial  gas,  or  which  shall  hereafter 
engage  in  such  business,  or  any  of  its  officers,  agents,  servants  or  employes,  to 
charge,  receive,  collect  or  demand  from  any  one  using  or  desiring  to  use  its  gas, 
more  than  ninety  cents  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  feet;  and  for  a  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  such  company,  agent,  officer  or  employe  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
lone  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
'ninety  days;  and  each  day's  continuance  of  such  charge  in  excess  of  the  amount 
iherein  fixed,  and  each  charge  made  against  any  person,  firm' or  corporation  desiring 
to  use  the  gas  furnished  by  any  company  doing  business  wiihin  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  artificial  gas  shall 
make  a  charge  of  more  than  ninety  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  the  same 
lagainst  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have 
a  right  of  action  against  such  company ;  and  for  each  such  charge  made  in  excess 
]of  the  amount  herein  provided,  damages  may  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  attorney's  fees,  for  which 
amount  the  persons,  firm  or  corporation  so  overcharged  shall  be  entitled  to  a  judg- 
ment in  their  favor  against  the  company  making  such  overcharge.  Such  judgment 
"may  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  4.  The  city  may  declare  the  rights,  franchises  and  contracts  of  any  com- 
pany or  organization  furnishing  gas  within  its  limits,  and  the  rights  of  such  com- 
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panv  or  organization  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  its  streets,  alleys  and  public 
places  forfeited,  and  at  an  end  upon  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of: 
this  ordinance,  and  may  proceed  to  oust  such  company  or  organization  from  the 
further  use  and  occupancy  of  its  streets,  alleys  and  public  places,  and  may  proceed 
to  let  the  use  of  them  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  gas  to  its  citizens  to  other  com- 
panies or  corporations  desiring  so  to  furnish  gas  to  the  city  and  its  citizens. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance 
arc  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  publication  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a  daily  news- 
paper of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.

G.  O.  No.  53,  1897.  An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  supply,  distribution  and  con- 
sumption of  artificial  gas,  and  to  fix  the  price  thereof.

purposes,  be  and  is  hereby  fixed  at  75  cents  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  cubic 
feet,  and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  firm,  corporation  or  person,  so  occupying 
or  using  the  streets  or  alleys,  or  any  portions  thereof,  for  such  purpose,  or  employe 
of  such  firm,  corporation  or  person,  or  officer  of  such  corporation,  directly  or  indiv! 
rectly,  to  charge,  demand,  receive  or  collect,  or  to  attempt  to  collect,  for  gas  fur- 
nished to  any  inhabitant,  or  other  consumer,  in  this  city,  a  higher  rate  or  prill 
therefor  than  said  price  of  75  cents  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  cubic  feet.

Any  firm,  corporation  or  person,  or  employe  of  such  firm,  corporatioi 
or  person,  or  officer  of  such  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  o 
the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  for  each  violation  in  any  sum  no 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100).

Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision  or  provisions  of  this- 
ordinance  shall  on  conviction  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage- 
and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis  Sun.

Dear  Sir — We  beg  to  request  that  you  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  cer- 
tain appropriations  and  transfers  of  moneys  which  are  needed  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  specificially  described  as  follows: 

An  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  repairs  to  Pogues  Pun  and  State  Ditch.  This 
sum  is  needed  to  enable  the  Board  to  complete  its  repair  work  to  the  bed  of  Pogues 
Run,  and  to  do  certain  work  of  cleaning  out  and  repairing  the  State  Ditch.  The 
work  of  cleaning  out  and  repairing  Pogues  Pun  is  benefitting  greatly  the  territory 
adjacent  to  the  Pun,  and  it  is  important  that  this  work  should  be  speedily  com- 
pleted. The  work  of  cleaning  out  the  State  Ditch  is  necessary  in  order  to  give 
temporary  relief  to  that  territory  in  the  extreme  north-east  part  of  the  city. 

A  transfer  of  $10,000  from  the  "Collection  and  Delivery  of  Garbage''  fund  to 
the  "Street  Repair  Pay  Roll  "  fund.  The  "  Street  Repair  Pay  Roll"  fund  has  been 
depleted  by  the  Street  Foreman  to  this  amount  owing  to  the  work  which  has  and 
will  be  done  in  Brightwood,  Haughville,  West  Indianapolis,  Mt.  Jackson  and  other 
recently  annexed  territory,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  additional  money  is  needed 
in  the  "Street  Repair  Pay  Roll"  fund. 

An  appropriation  of  $12,000  to  the  "  Bridge  "  fund.  We  have  on  hand  available 
for  bridge  construction  the  sum  of  $5,000.  We  beg  to  say  that  the  additional  sum 
of  $12,000  is  needed,  which  added  to  what  we  have  available  will  be  used  as  follows  : 
To  construct  Barth  Ave.  bridge,  $7,000  ;  McCauley  St.  bridge,  $2,000 ;  Oriental  St. 
bridge,  $2,500  ;  S.  New  Jersey  St.  bridge,  $4,000  ;  Indiana  Ave.  pier,  $1,200.

Gentlemen — I  beg  to  submit  to  you  the  estimates  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  City  Government  for  the  year  1898.  These  estimates  are  transmitted  to 
you  after  having  received  the  careful  attention  of  the  heads  of  the  different  depart- 
ments. The  report  of  the  Comptroller  to  me,  submitted  herewith,  shows  the  aggre- 
gate of  appropriations  asked  for  to  be  $987,024.83,  an  increase  over  the  year  1897  of 
$67,794.20.  This  increase  is  caused  in  the  main  by  the  annexation  of  new  territory 
and  the  steady  and  healthy  growth  of  the  city  during  the  present  year. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  specific  items  of  increase, 
which  are  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  welfare : 

Payment  of  principal,  suburban  bonds $  3,100  00 

Interest  on  debt  of  annexed  towns 6,832  00 

Interest  and  exchange  on  park  and  station  house  bonds 19,600  00 

Salary  of  City  Treasurer , 4,500  00 

Water 6,000  00 

Electric  lights 10,000  00 

Repairing  improved  streets 5,000  00 

Brightwood   Water  Works 2,500  00 

Increase  in  Fire  Department  on  account  of  annexation  and  improve- 
ments in  the  department 19,182  75 

Increase  in  Police  Department  from  same  causes 17,578  75

Although  the  above  items  amount  to  the  sum  of  $94,293.50,  yet  the  net  increase 
in  appropriations  asked  for  is  only  $67,794.20, showing  a  net  saving  in  other  depart- 
ments of  §26,499.30,  made  possible  by  rigid  economy. 

I  concur  in  the  estimates  of  the  Comptroller,  and  recommend  that  the  amounts 
specified  be  appropriated. 

I  also  concur  in  the  recommendation  that  the  tax  levy  be  fixed  at  60  cents  on 
each  $100  of  taxable  property  and  50  cents  on  each  poll.     It  is  estimated  this  levy 
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will  produce  a  gross  revenue  of  $722,714.  From  this  must  be  deducted  the  sum  of 
$11,770.25  for  the  Firemen's  Pension  Fund,  as  required  by  law,  which  would  leave 
a  net  revenue  from  taxation  of  $710,943.75.  Estimating  the  receipts  from  miscel- 
laneous sources  at  $250,000,  the  amount  to  be  received  next  year  would  be  $900,943.75. 
There  will  be  more  than  sufficient  available  cash  on  hand  January  1,  1898,  to  make 
the  difference  required  to  meet  all  appropriations. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  no  increase  in  the  tax  levy  will  be  neces- 
sary, notwithstanding   the   growth  of    the  city  has   been  large  and  rapid  and'the 
i  expenses  are  necessarily  increasing.     This  result  has  only  been  obtained  by  the 
closest  economy  in  every  department.

(formerly  known  as  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railroad 
Company,  commonly  known  as  the  "Bee  Line  "  railroad,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
established  according  to  measurements  set  forth  in  the  blue  prints,  profiles  and 
specifications,  marked  exhibits  "A,"  "B"  and  "C,"  attached  hereto  and  made  a 
part  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company  (for-

Sec.  3.  Either  of  said  railroad  companies  mentioned  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this 
ordinance^  failing  or  refusing  to  cause  its  track  or  tracks  to  conform  to  the  grade 
established  by  this  ordinance,  within  six  months  after  being  notified  so  to  do,  as  pro- 
vided by  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  of  failure  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  be  fined  in  any  sum  net  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars;  and  each  day's  continuance  in  such  failure 
or  refusal  to  cause  any  track  or  track  owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  either  of 
them,  so  to  conform  to  the  said  grade  as  established  in  section  1  of  this  ordinance, 
shall  constitute  a  seperate  offense. 

Sec.  4.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  publication  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  Sun,  a  daily  news- 
paper of  general  circulation,  published   and   printed  in  the   city  of  Indianapolit 
Indiana.

INTRODUCTION    OF    GENERAL    AND    SPECIAL    ORDINANCES. 

Under  this  order  of  business,  the  following  ordinance  was  intro- 
duced : 

By  Mr.  Madden  (by  request) : 

G.  O.  No.  60,  1897.  An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an 
Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  prescribing  his  qualifications,  powers  I 
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and  duties,  and  to  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner  of  house  drainage  and  plumbing 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof;  pro- 
viding for  the  publication  thereof,  and  fixing  the  time  when  the  same  shall  take 
effect. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  That  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage, 
who  shall  be  a  practical  plumber,  engaged  in  the  plumbing  business  and  residing 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  who  shall  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  as 
to  his  qualifications  by  a  Board  of  three  practical  plumbers  residing  in  said  city, 
said  board  to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Inspector  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  Mayor  shall  issue  his  certificate  of  appointment,  and  the  person  named  therein 
shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  endorsed  on  said  appointment,  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  City  Charter 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability,  which  certificate  and  oath  shall  be 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  same  reciting  the  fact  and 
date  of  appointment,  taking  of  the  oath  of  office  and  filing  of  same. 

Such  appointee  shall  thereupon  execute  his  bond  to  said  city  to  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  in  penalty  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars,  with  at  least  two  freehold 
sureties,  payable  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  duties  required  of  incumbent  of  said  office,  which  bond,  after  being 
so  approved,  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Comptroller,  who  shall  make  a  true  copy 
thereof  and  file  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk,  whereupon  a  commission  shall  be 
issued  to  said  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  House  Drainage,  signed  by  such  Mayor 
and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  under  seal  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  such  Inspector  shall  be  twelve  hundred  ($1,200)  dollars 
per  year,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  funds  of  said  city,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  that  the  elective  officers  of  said  city  are  paid,  and  he  shall  not 
receive  any  other  pay,  reward  or  emoluments  whatever;  nor  shall  he,  while  holding 
such  office,  be  the  beneficiary  of  any  contract  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage ;  nor 
sell  any  material,  or  perform  any  labor  in  connection  with  any  plumbing  or  house 
drainage  of  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
plumbing  or  house  drainage  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  first  comply  with  the 
registration  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Charities. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  desires  to  erect,  alter  or  construct  any  building  or  structure  in 
which  a  system  of  plumbing  or  house  drainage  is  to  be  placed,  changed,  altered  or 
repaired,  or  who  desires  to  place,  change,  alter  or  repair  any  system  of  plumbing  or 
house  drainage  already  existing  in  any  building  or  structure,  shall  present  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  Chari- 
ties, a  written  statement  of  the  exact  location  of  the  building  in  which  proposed 
work  is  to  be  done,  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  the  exact  location  of  all  fixtures 
and  vents,  together  with  the  kind  of  the  same,  which  statement  shall  be  made  in 
duplicate,  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  other  returned 
to  the  applicant  endorsed  "accepted"  or  "rejected." 

If  the  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  decide  that  all  the  requirements  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  complied  with  in  the  application  above  mentioned,  he  shall  mark  the 
application  "  accepted,"  if  otherwise,  it  shall  be  marked  "  rejected  "  and  the  cause 
of  rejection  shall  be  stated  in  writing. 

Upon  presentation  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  an  application  endorsed  "  accepted  " 
by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  and  the  payment  of  the  fees  herein  provided,  he  shall 
issue  a  permit  to  perform  such  plumbing  or  house  drainage. 

Sec.  6.  All  permits  for  plumbing  or  house  drainage  shall  be  issued  by  the  City 
Comptroller,  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  fee  for  issuing  permits 
shall  be  according  to  the  estimated  cost  of  value  of  improvement  of  plumbing  or 
house  drainage,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  for  the  first  two 
hundred  ($200)  dollars,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  and  fifty  cents  for  every  addi- 
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tional  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  which  fees  shall  be1 
paid  to  the  City  Comptroller  when  the  permit  is  issued.  Each  permit  shall  state 
specifically  the  name  of  the  applicant,  number  of  application  and  date  of  issue. 
Where  additional  fixtures  are  required  after  the  permit  is  issued,  and  do  not  require 
an  extra  inspection,  no  fee  shall  be  charged,  except  where  the  additional  fixture  or 
fixtures  brings  the  contract  price  above  the  limit  for  which  the  permit  is  issued,  in 
which  case  an  extra  amount  must  be  paid,  and  where  such  additional  fixtures 
require  an  additional  inspection,  an  additional  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  charged 
for  each  subsequent  inspection. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspector  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  work  under  contract  during 
the  process  of  same.  An  inspection  in  every  case  shall  include  an  inspection  of  the 
sewer  to  the  property  line,  and  if  the  aforesaid  work  is  approved  a  certificate  of 
inspection  shall  be  delivered  to  the  plumber. 

Sec.  8.  All  plumbing  and  house  drainage  hereafter  done  and  performed  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed in  this  ordinance,  and  shall  require  a  permit,  except  in  case  of  repair  work 
which  does  not  require  a  change  of  pipe  line  or  fixtures.  No  fixture  shall  be 
replaced  unless  it  is  one  that  is  constructed  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city :  Provided,  That  this  does  not  apply  to  water 
pipes.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  is  empowered  to  examine  and  inspect  all  plumbing 
within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  whenever  such  plumbing  shall  be  found 
defective  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  suqh  building  to  place  the 
same  in  proper  sanitary  condition,  after  reasonable  notice  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  9.  Every  public  building,  block,  factory  or  workshop  erected  on  the  line 
of  any  public  sewer  shall  be  connected  therewith,  so  that  all  sewerage  shall  be 
drained  from  such  building  to  such  sewer,  and  made  to  comply  with  this  ordinance. 
If  not  on  the  line  of  such  sewer  the  same  shall  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  cess- 
pool according  to  the  law  governing  the  same.  All  connections  between  house  and 
sewer  at  property  line  shall  be  by  hard  glazed  earthenware  pipe  of  not  less  than 
six  inches  in  diameter,  run  at  a  uniform  grade  of  not  less  than  one-fourth  inch  per 
foot.  All  joints  must  be  made  water-tight  with  hydraulic  cement,  and  the  different 
pipe  sections  laid  in  perfect  line  on  bottom  and  sides.  Notice  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Inspector  when  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  shall  not  be 
covered  until  it  has  been  examined  and  pronounced  satisfactory. 

Sec.  10.  Drain,  main,  waste  and  soil  pipes,  through  which  water  and  sewerage 
are  carried,  shall  be  of  iron  when  within  a  building,  sound  and  free  from  all 
defects,  and  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter.  The  same  shall  be  supplied  with 
an  accessible  clean-out  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  and  not  more  than 
eighteen  inches  inside  the  foundation  wall  of  the  building  when  in  horizontal  posi- 
tion, and  one  at  the  foot  of  each  vertical  line.  The  fall  shall  not  be  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  to  the  foot  toward  the  drain  or  sewer.  Soil  pipes  shall  be  carried 
out  through  the  roof,  undiminished  in  size,  to  a  height  sufficient  so  that  the  escape 
will  not  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  occupants  of  adjacent  buildings.  Changes  in 
directions  shall  be  made  with  regular  fittings,  and  connections  with  horizontal  soil 
pipes  by  sanitary  branches.  Such  soil  pipes  shall  be  of  standard  extra  heavy 
make,  not  less  than  five  pounds  per  foot  for  two-inch  diameter,  nine  pounds  for 
three-inch,  twelve  and  one-half  pounds  for  four-inch,  sixteen  and  one-half  pounds 
for  five-inch,  and  nineteen  and  one-half  pounds  for  six-inch.  Wrought  iron  pipes 
with  sanitary  cast  iron  fittings  must  be  used  in  the  wrought  iron  pipe  system  of 
plumbing,  and  said  pipes  to  be  especially  well  tarred  inside,  to  be  of  standard 
weight  and  to  conform  in  size  with  the  drain,  waste  and  soil  pipes  as  provided  for 
in  Section  10,  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  main  soil  pipes  shall  in  all  cases  extend 
at  least  three  feet  outside  the  foundation  walls. 

Sec.  11.  Rain  water  leaders,  when  within  a  building,  shall  be  of  wrought-iron, 
or  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipes,  where  connected  with  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipes,  and 
shall  be  suitably  trapped. 

Sec.  12.  Sewer  soil  pipe  or  waste  pipe  ventilators  shall  not  be  constructed  of 
brick,  earthenware  or  sheet  metals;  and  chimney  flues  shall  not  be  used  as  such 
ventilators. 
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Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  locale  or  cause  to  be  located  any  water-closet  in  any 
sleeping  room,  or  in  any  room,  apartment  or  vault  which  is  not  in  direct  communi- 
cation with  the  external  air  by  means  of  a  window  or  air  space  having  an  area  of 
at  least  four  square  feet  for  the  admission  of  light  and  fresh  air. 

Sec  14.  Iron  pipes,  before  being  placed  inside  of  any  building,  shall  be  coated 
inside  with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied  hot.  Joints  shall  be  thoroughly  caulked  with 
pitched  oakum,  and  run  with  molten  lead  and  made  tight  by  hand  caulking  the 
lead.  Connections  of  lead  pipes  with  iron  shall  be  made  of  lead  or  brass  ferrules, 
or  brass  solder  nipples,  properly  soldered  and  caulked,  or  screwed  to  the  iron  pipe. 
All  joints  where  solder  is  used  must  be  wiped. 

Sec.  15.  The  use  of  wooden  wash  trays  or  sinks  is  strictly  prohibited.  They 
shall  be  of  non-absorbant  material. 

Sec.  16.  Every  sink  basin,  bath-tub,  water-closet,  slop-hopper,  and  each  set  of 
trays,  and  every  fixture  having  a  waste  pipe,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  trap,  placed 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  it  serves.  Traps  shall  be  protected  from  siphonage 
or  air  pressure  by  special  air  pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  waste  pipes ;  and 
where  cast-iron  is  used  it  shall  be  standard  extra  heavy.  Each  vent  shall  have  a 
trap  screw  or  union  coupling  wiped  into  it  not  over  six  inches  above  the  pipe  and 
trap  connections.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  either  of  galvanized  wrought-iron,  lead  or 
cast-iron,  and  of  the  following  sizes:  Vent  pipes  outside  of  water-closets  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  and  one-fourth  inches  for  twenty  feet ;  one  and  one-half  inches  for 
fifteen  additional  feet;  two  inches  for  forty  additional  feet,  and  three  inches  for 
sixty  additional  feet.  Where  two  fixtures  connect  into  one  vent,  such  connection 
shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half-inch  pipe ;  if  three  or  more,  two-inch  pipe. 
Air  pipes  for  water-closet  traps  shall  be  not  less  than  two-inch  bore  for  forty  feet  or 
less,  and  three  inches  for  over  forty  feet.  Air  pipes  shall  rnn  as  direct  as  possible, 
and  in  all  cases  rises  above  the  fixture.  Vent  pipes  shall  extend  at  least  one  foot 
above  the  roof  gable,  or  be  connected  with  the  main  soil  pipe  above  the  line  of  the 
highest  fixture.  Where  the  vent  pipe  runs  separately  through  the  roof  gable,  it 
shall  be  increased  to  two  inches  at  least  eighteen  inches  below  the  roof.  W'henever 
practicable,  all  pipes  and  traps  shall  be  so  lefi  that  they  may  at  all  times  be  readily 
examined  and  repaired.  Where  they  are  necessarily  placed  in  positions  or  recesses 
in  walls  they  shall  be  covered  with  face-boards  fastened  with  screws,  so  as  to  be 
readily  removed. 

Sec.  17.  Drip  or  overflow  from  safes  under  water-closets  or  other  fixtures,  or 
from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be  run  to  some  place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall 
any  such  pipe  be  connected  directly  with  the  drain,  waste  or  soil  pipe. 

Sec.  18.  Waste  pipes  for  refrigerators,  or  other  receptacles  for  the  storage  of 
edibles,  may  be  run  into  a  water  supplied  sink ;  but  shall  not  be  connected  with  the 
drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe. 

Sec.  19.  Every  water-closet  or  line  of  closets  on  the  same  floor  shall  be  supplied 
with  water  from  a  tank  or  cistern  through  a  flushing  pipe  or  pipes  not  less  than  one 
and  one-fourth  inches  in  diameter.  The  placing  of  a  copper  pan  closet,  or  plunger 
closet,  in  any  building  is  expressly  prohibited. 

Sec.  20.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  concealed  until  after  the  exam- 
ination by  the  Inspector,  who  shall  be  notified  by  the  plumber  desiring  the  inspec- 
tion when  the  work  is  sufficiently  advanced,  and  make  the  same  within  twenty 
working  hours  after  receiving  such  notice. 

Sec.  21.  All  soil,  Avaste  and  vent  pipes  shall  be  made  water-tight,  to  be  proved 
by  the  plumber  performing  the  work,  by  closing  the  outlet  and  filling  the  pipe  with 
water  to  the  highest  point,  and  leaving  the  same  filled  for  thirty  minutes,  which 
test  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  work  shall  not  be  used 
until  approved  by  him  :  Provided,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  impracticable  to  make 
the  test  with  water,  then  the  same  shall  be  made  with  air  until  the  pressure  thereof 
equals  fifteen  pounds  per  square  inch,  measured  by  mercury  gauge,  said  mercury  to 
stand  on  the  gauge  fifteen  minutes  without  a  drop. 

Sec.  22.  No  steam  or  blow-off  pipe  from  a  steam  boiler  shall  be  allowed  to  con- 
nect with  any  soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  directly  with  any  house-drain. 
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Sec.  23.  A  grease  trap  shall  be  constructed  under  the  sink  of  every  hotel,  eat- 
ing house,  boarding  house,  restaurant,  or  other  public  cooking  establishment,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

Sec.  24.  Water-closets  must  be  connected  with  drain  by  means  of  brass  flanges, 
soldered  to  the  lead  bend  or  lead  ferrules. 

Putty  or  rubber  flanges  may  be  used  in  setting  same.  Where  Durham  system  is 
used,  closets  may  be  set  on  regular  iron  floor  flanges. 

Sec.  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  erect,  con- 
struct or  alter,  or  perform  any  labor  at  plumbing  or  house  drainage,  within  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  without  having  first  secured  the  proper  permit  provided  for 
in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  26.  The  use  of  traps  without  vent  pipes  will  be  permitted  to  connect  direct 
in  barber  shops,  bar  rooms  or  in  other  such  similar  places  where  ventilating  pipes 
would  be  impracticable,  if  they  are  provided  with  a  mercury  or  anti-siphon  vent. 

Sec.  27.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  be  empowered  to  make  any  rules  or 
regulations  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  ordinance, 
provided  said  rules  or  regulations  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  28.  The  applicant  for  permit  to  do  plumbing  or  house-drainage  shall,  in 
all  cases,  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector  to 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  29.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  not  be  connected,  directly  or  indirectly? 
with  any  plumbing  firm  or  business  establishment. 

Sec.  30.  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  alteration  at  any  time,  and  all 
existing  regulations  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  with  these  regulations  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  31.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall? 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($100) 
dollars. 

Sec.  32.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
publication  for  one  day  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  The  ISun,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.
